London, April G. — Tlio l^ourth colonial 
conference, wliich will assomble hero 
on April 15, promises to be tlio most 
iuteresting and most important yet 
held, although the absence of Joseph 
Chamberlain, ex-coloniai sepretary, 
whose imperialistic enthusiasm gave 
tlio movement its greatest Impetus, 
and the death of his personal anti- 
tlie."?ls, the bluff and picturesque 
Hicliard Seddon, premier of New Zea- 
land, will be greatly felt. 

Per.sonal interest in the conference 
i.s onhr.riced by the participation of 
Dr. Jameson, tho famous Tranfivaal 
raider, wlio is now prenilor of Cape 
Colony, and General Loul.s Botlia, 
premier of tho newly-recon.structed 
Tran.svaal. Alfred Deakin, the Aus- 
traiinn premier; Sir Joseph G. Ward, 
premier of New Zealand; Fredoricli; R. 
Mooro, premier of Katal, and Dr. 
Jameoon, whu.-io health is now pre- 
carious, Iiave already arrived in Lon- 
don, and Premier Sir Wilfrid Laurler, 
of Canada; i'remier Sir Bob<jj^ Bond, 
of Newfoundland, and General Botlia 
are on the way here, Premier Botha 
ethbarked' at Capetown on March li? 
with thfe declared purpose of convinc 
Ing; Great Britain of the loyalty o 
her Dutch subjects. He will be given 
a hearty and ofllcial welcome on his 
arrival at Southampton. 

The moat Important questions slated 
for discussion during tlie conference 
are a project for a i)prniancnt council 
on preferential trade between the col- 
onies and Great Britain, and among 
tho colnnlos tlicrnselvca imperial de- 
fence, emigration and minor questions 
lllte penny postage, naturalization and 
patent laws. 

Preferential trade looms up as the 
largest subject In the prellnilnarj' tallc. 
While . the , colonics are anxiouB' to give 
tho mother country, advantages, there 
is objection to the one-sided arrange- 
ment, ..^hioh yields them no return. 
Prcmtera Zjaurler and Deakin have al- 
ready gone on record to this effect, 
and tho tendency of colonial opinion 
seems to bo voiy:od by tho following 
resolution, which Premier Jamc.=;on 
proposes to introduce at tl\e confer- 
ence: , 

"This conference, while ndhoring to 
the principle of preferential treatment 
for products and manufactures of tlie 
United Kingdom, desn-cs to inipresa 
upon His Jlaje.sty's government tlio 
opinion tliat llic ocintinuancc of sueli 
IJrefercntial treatment to ]3ritl.sli pro- 
ducers and manufacturers Is largely 
dependent on the granting of some 
reciprocal privileges to the Britisli col- 
onies." V 

This would mean taking a step away 
from free trade, and the Imperial gov- 
ornnient appears anxious to evade that 
diiomma. 

The next thorny question Is that of 
imperial defense, on which greatly 
conflicting opinions are expressed. The 
inherent dlllieulty of the problem will 
be to draw the distinction Ijetwoon 
Great Britain's position as a Kuropean 
power and as tlio motlier country of 
a groat colonial empire. Tlui.s, it v;lll 
bo argued, Groat Britain could not 
e.xpect I he colonies to l)ind tlu'inselves 
to assist licr in any I'^uropean war In 
wliii'li they were not concerned, wliilst 
at tlio same time under tlie existing 
condition.s any colony could embroil 
Great Britain in war without Incur- 
ring any hut the moral oldigatinn to 
coino to lier n.'^si.sttmco. 'flic idea is 
to endeavor, if possible, to .irrivo at 
somo agreement or alliance Insuring 
consultation and co-operation in any 
conflict arising from causes outside of 
purely European politics, all parties 
tliereto contributing men and money 
for a common defense upon a popu- 
lation and revenue basis. Dr. Jame- 
son intend.-? to propose the organiza- 
tion of some plan wliereby contribu- 
tions from cacli colony should lie 
eqiiitaldy fixed on tlie condition tliat 
colonies be rcpvesenled upcin tlie Im- 
perial council, .at which questions 
concerning the peace of tho Empire 
sliall bo discussed. 

Premier A\';ird, of New - Zealand, 
favors Increasing the colonial naval 
contriliutlons to the imp(M-ial defence. 
Australia la determined to liring up 
tho Asiatic exclusion question, and 
Premier Ward declared, on lieing in- 
terviewed on tho subject, that Now 
Zealand was against the admission of 
Chinese and Japanese, betweea whom 
and New Zcalandera he sees the in 
ev liable struggle for supremacy. The 



premier said; "Wo object to being 
bound by treaties in which wo have 
no voice to admit Asiatics freely." 

The govornmont has reserved flfU' 
rooms in tho Hotel Cecil f<)r tho enter- 
tainment of the premiers and their 
staffs and families. Tho visitors will 
be banqueted extonslveiy, and will be 
given 'the frebtiom of several cities

"Tho famine in Cliina is unprece- 
dented in severity, and the period of 
greatest agony is yet to come. Jlany 
weeivs must pass before thoro will bo 
relief from the new crops, and hun 
dreds of thousands — ye.s, inlliions — to 
day are kept alivo only through the 
contributions of tlio American people 
who have sent their donations to the 
national Red Cross at Washington 
and to . .the Christian Herald, of New 
York. These two great organizations 
are. working together for tho common 
cause, ..and have .furhUhed over two 
thirds of all relief supplies sent to 
China to succor the starving millions. 
Tlio largo amount of money and ship 
meats already made havo only partly 
relieved tlie situation, and while hun- 
dreds of thousands of lives havo been 
avcd, liuiidrcds of thousands must yet 
die unless largo additional sums of 
money and largo shipments of food aro 
immediately provided.

T\'ork will In -all probability . be un- 
dertaken in tlie coiiVao of the present 
week on the construction ol: the cement 
sldewulka on Pandora, Cormorant and 
Douglas streets, around the city hall. 
The granite curbs ■hava now all been 
put into place and everything is ready 
for tho commencement of operations. 
The work is being done in accordance 
with tho resolution passed by tho 
council last-yearj by whlcli it ' was de- 
cided to t'oplaca 'tjie old asphalt walks 
by pavements' of ia more /modern char 
acter. -It has now been decided to con 
tinuo tho walk on DouglaH street from 
the city hull to .Johnson, and tlie rick- 
ety old wooden walk which now serves 
on that .stretch of the .street will soon 
become a thing of the ])ast. 

Work on the construction of the ne\v 
cement walUs has up to the present 
been delayed on account of the short 
age of gravel. This difficulty has now 
been overcome, and City Engineer 
Toiii) states that there is nothing to 
iiicrfero with the cavrying out of . tho 
plans. 

It i.s also proposed to block ])ave tho 
streets around tho city hall, this to- 
gether with tho .similar treatment of 
tlovornment and Yates streets having 
ilso been determined on last year. Al- 
tliougli tills lias now lioen lianging 
over for .some time. It is still a inat- 
of doubt when it will bo carried 
out, this depondliig entirely upon the 
onstruetion of tno proposed creosot- 
ing iilant. 

The creosoting ])lant Is providing lots 
of wori-v for the civic officials. In the 
llrst plat'o consiaei-ablo dllilculty has 
been oxiirrlencnil In getting satisfac- 
tory tensors, owing to tho fact that 
all the machine shops are crowded 
with orders, and are unable to under- 
take to supply tho plant in such short 
oi-dor as the city would like. This dif- 
ficulty has been to a large extent dis- 
posed of. City Kiiglneer Toop announc- 
ing tliat several tenders have now 
been received by tlie city. Now, how- 
ever, a change lias been made in the 
plans of the city, by the failure of the 
incinerator bylaw to pass at tlio polls. 
It had been planned to run the creosot 
ing plant by means of power supplied 
by tho burning of tlio garbage. This 
Idea has now been perforce relin 
quishcd, and plans for supplying tlie 
i)owcr from an ordinary furnace and 
boiler, are beinff'madc. 

It is possible that tenders for tlie 
construction ■ of the creosoting plant 
may be considered at the meeting of 
tho council on ISfonday evening, but 
tliat tho contract will then be awarded 
appears hardly likely. It is probable 
tliat It win take at least another 
week's worlc before matters are ready 
for the awarding of the contract. Once 
has been awarded work will bo 
pushed ahead with all possible speed 
and it is lioped that it may , he. rushed 
to completion witliin two minths^oC.tJie 
commencement of work.

Four of tile five ifienibers of the 
board ol' dvklnK- commissioners of tlio 
municipality of Sumas will Interview 
the government tomorrow In regard 
to tho scheino wjiich Is now being con- 
sidered for tho reclamation of a largo 
area of land in that distrlcL* Some 
time ago tho same gentlemen waited 
the government In regard to the 
same matter, their purpofee being to so- 
curo financial aid in carrying out their 
scheme. Tho case of tho "cammlsslon- 
ers was fully laid before tho cabinet 
on tho occasion of their previous atid- 
ienco, ,at the commencement of tho 
present session, and they aro hoping 
that on Monday they will receive some 
definite rojily from the government. 

Tho scheme which tho commi.ssloii 
has on hand involves tho rescue of 
considerably over thirty thousand acres 
of land from tho clutcbos of the Fra- 
ser. The land is situated on what is 
known ns Sumas prairie, a-tract of 
low lying meadow- on the banlt of the 
rlvor, between New Westminster and 
Chllllwaclt. It is composed of the 
very best agricultural soli, but Is at 
present worthless save for grazing 
purposes at certain periods of tlie year, 
when tho water is low, being flooded 
all tho rest of the time. Once dyked 
and drained as proposed by the coin- 
mlssloners it would bo excelled in 
rlclmess by none of the agricultural 
land of tile l''raser valley, and Instead 
of being wortii only from $35 to $'10 
an aci-Q as is now the case would. It 
is calculated, easily bring from $200 
to $300. 

The board of dyking commissioners 
has drawn up a comprehensive scheme 
for the dyking) and draining of the land 

and has arranged for the sale of tho 
Ijonds to a company known ns the 
Sumas Dyking and Development com- 
pany. Tho cost of the undertaking will 
it is esffmated, ho In tho neighborhood 
of SU.'iO.OOO, and it is a part of this 
enormous sum wlilcli the commission 
ers wish the government to provide. 

At present the farmers in the neigh- 
borhood are not unduly v.-ealthy, and 
Inasmuch as the payment of the In- 
terest and sinking fund on this debt 
alone would mean an average assess- 
ment of $2.23 an acre on all the land 
benefitted, a tax which - the 'additional 
levy fov maintenance would bring Tip 
to "$3.00 a year, they are hesitating 
about the advisability of Imposing on 
themselves so heavy i a load of debt. 
Should not state aid bo granted it is 
possible that they may decide that they 
are unable to' shoulder so onerous a 
burden, and may refuse to take up the 
scheme. 

As tlio terms on which the develop- 
ment company has offered to purchase 
tho dyking bonds are regarded as un- 
usually easy, and as the whole scheme 
is one of the best that has been drawn 
out for tlie purpose and will havo tho 
effect, if carried out of reolaimihg on 
immense iimouiit of land, tho commia- 
slonera are unwilling to see it go by 
tho board, and are making a strong ef- 
fort' tf* Bc'ctfrte" 'goVomment aid.

This is the im- 
pression gathered by a Colonist re- 
porter from John C, Olmstead, of tlie 
firm of Olmstead Brothers, landscape 
surveyors, of Brookline,. Mass., who 
was registered' at, the iDrlarfl^ . yester-

Mr. ^Olmstead was In t|iS, city for 
the purpose of looklhe dyer the Cad- 
boro Bay property, recently purchased 
from tho Hudson's Bay company by 
Oklllokl &. Gardiner, of WinnlpoB, 
with a view of fonnuiatiiit? a plan for 
its subdivision into residential sites in 
a manner best litlod to preserve its 
great natural beauty and charm. 

'*Tbo property," salil Mr. Olnistead,! 
"has great natural advanlajjes and will 
make a charming re.sideutlal section 
when tho plans for its .subdivision are 
carried out. It consists of some I )ur 
hundred and sixty acre.-i lyhiK east of 
the Cadboro Bay road and about 
throe-quarters of. a mile north o£ tlie 
Willows, with a ciharming outlook 
upon the water, while at tho same 
tinio it Is sheltered from the violence 
of heavy wind storms. 

"The southern iiortlon is practically 
cleared and the remainder is a larfjo 
open forest of oak tree.s, wlilcli is In 
it.solf an unusual thing. Willi a little 
euro in the laying out of tho property 
most of the.^e beautiful trees can Ije 
preserved and will nialu; a line en- 
vironment for the upbuilding of a 
district of beautiful homes." 

Continuing, Mr. Olmstead said that 
it was the intention of the lirm own- 
ing tho.property to exercise the great- 
est care- in laying It out to the best 
advantage, and his present trip was 
merely for a preliminary look over 
the ground. A topographical map w is 
in course of preparation, and as soon 
as it was finished he expected to re- 
turn to A'ictoria and advise delinltely 
as to the most suitable plan of sub- 
division to bo followed. Provision 
would bo made in tho company's deeds 
to prevent any possibility of projierty 
In tho section being used as factory 
fiites, and building restrictions would 
also be Incorporated In each agree- 
ment of sale with a view to preserving 
tho suburb as a high-class residential 
district. Such a district, he thought, 
would surely be welcome to the many 
people of wea\th who. are coming from 
the pratile and . mountain country:', to 
make permanent homes for themselvcj 
in this city. 

Speaking of tho city of Victoria, Mr. 
Olmstead expressed tho opinion that 
its exceptionally line situation would 
make it one of tlie most popular resi- 
dential cities on tho Pacilic coast, lie 
spoko from the standpoint of the 
landscape artist rather than from that 
of tho business man, and thought that 
tho line climate and lino scenery must 
Inevitably lead to a Greater Victoria 
of beautiful iuuoo.s. 

Mr. Olmstead is a land surveyor of 
many years' experience,, having first 
taken up the work with his father..and 
brother In 1875, Since that time the 
firm has laid out over 250 public parks 
in the United States, among them be- 
ing the World's Fair grounds and six- 
teen other parks In tho city of 
Chicago. All the parks of the city of 
Uuffnlo, many In Atlanta, Now Or- 
loans, and other cities of the ea,;t and 
south, the grounds of sixty universi- 
ties and colleges, and thousands of 
tirivato estates throughout the United 
States bear witness to the genius of 
1 Mr. Olmstead in creating beauty spots 
I on the earth.

THE- UNIVERSITY BILL 

-Tlie' discussion of "tiio University Bill 
.' la; Interesting. One of the criticisms 
directed against it Is tliat It is not 
complete measure, but leaves many 
matters to bo determined ""later. This 
ia not a reasonable 'criticism. The 
proposal Is a new departure in educa- 
tional matters in tills province, and if 
tlie present Bill does little more tiian 
affirm the principle of _ liberal public 
aid by means of a land appropriation 
towards tho establlshniont on a largo 
scale of a provincial university, leav- 
ing details to bo worked out later, it 
will be a decided advance In the right 
direction. Two proposals were made 
to reduce tlio acreage to be devoted 
to university purposes. Mr. Haw- 
thorntliwaite wanted It cut down from 
2,000,000 to 50,000 acres; then he 
changed Ills mind and wanted It made 
150,000 acres. Mr. Hawthornthwalte's 
conception of wliut funds ought to b 
at the disposal of a great provincial 
university are extremely narrow. , Mr. 
Macdonald wished to cut the area In 
two. He thought 1,000,000 acre.i would 
be sufllcient. This would, ho thought 
bo equal to an endowment of ?2,000,- 
000, and in his view would be 
ample. "Wo find ourselves unable to 
agree with Mr. Macdonald. As we 
looic at tho matter an endowment of 
double the amount named by him 
would ba by no means ^excessive for 
such "an educational Institution ■ a 
ought to bo established in tlio prov 
Ince. In this great mineralized land 
we ought to have the finest School of 
Mines in the world; -'ln a province 
where we have sucli forest resources, 
we ought to have a School of Forestry 
"equal to any existing anywhere. We 
need the highest type of technical 
education, including instruction In 
agriculture. These things all will cost 
a great deal of money, and we submit 
that those who are cliargod with tlic 
cstabiislimont of tho University ouglit 
not to bo limited to .aiiKill o.Tpenili- 
tures, but should bo placed in a posi- 
.ilpn to establish an iristltutlon in 
keeping with tho character of the 
province. Moreover tho University 
ought to be Independent of any fur- 
ther legislative support than is given 
by tho land appropriation. 



REPRESENTATIVE GOVERNMENT 

Tlio Winnipeg Trlliunc i.s very mucli 
in doubt as to whether wo really have 
representative government in Canada 
or any of the jirovinces thereof. That 
Is something about which ;tho_ Colonist 
has its doubts. Of 'courte our repre- 
sentative bodies are representative in 
tho sense Ih.-it tlicy consist of mem- 
bers elected by tlie people, ljut it is 
undeniable that we are tfast drifting 
' away from tho true principles of re- 
presentation. Wo have party govern 
ment, and this may or may not be 
rcpre.scntativo government. Generally 
Bpeaking '.we, think it is not -If some 
cnlihuslastlc jpcrsoii asks a representa- 
tive of the constituency in whicli he 
reside.s tn take up any question and 
discuss it frankly and Independently 
ia-; parliament or the legislature, he is 
'almost certain to be met by the re- 
sponse that tho meniber approached 
will do as requested, if by so doing 
ho will not cmbarrasa his political 
leader. It does not make the least 
difference whether that leader is in 
the government or tho opposition, 
nothing must bo done, wliloli will have 
a tendency to embarrass him In his 
plans either for getting in or sta(ylng 
In. But perhaps the greatest of all 
obstacles to tho dovcloiimont of the 
truo principles of representative kov- 
ernmcnt is tho party caucus. Let us 
for a moment see how this works out. 
A political leader has something which 
ho wishes to bring before tho li>f;is- 
lativo body of which Ik^ i.^ a niemlu-r. 
Before doing so, he calls his sui)port- 
•rs together, and after more or less 
discussion a vote is taken. As a ma- 
jority go, so all tho others go, unices 
one or more of them liave tlie temerity 
to threaten "to bolt t[ie caucus," in 
^Which event the measure Is likely to 
be 'withdrawn. No chancps can bo 
taken as to what the olhor side of tlie 
House may do. T,i-t us mhsuiuo tliat 
the logislativo body con-sists of 100 
itiembers,. besjdes the Speaker, of 
wHbm 40 are on ^one side and GO on 
tho other. Tho government brings 
down a measure. Oiiposltion to it Is, 
developed in caucus, but finally on a 
vote being 'taken it is found tliat 31 
the members of the party are In favor 
of tho measure. It l.s therefore safe 
to pasa tho House. The opposition 
also iiold a caucus on tlio same meas- 
ure. A majority of them will oppose 
it. Therefore they will nil oppose It. 
It miglit hajipcn that all llio opposition 
would oppose it, and if tliey ili<l and 
if the govornmont supporters were 
free to oppose it tho vote would stand 
31 for and 69 against; but under 
caucus rule tho vote would bo CO 
for and 40 against. Tlio sentiments of 
tho logiaiaturc thus expressed would bo 
very likely to he representative 
of the sontitTionts of the country. 
Party government, political expediency 



arid caucus rule' are' sapping 'the' very 
foundations of our so-called system of 
representative government. We used 
to say in Canada once upon a time 
that >tho, ,pnljr| ■■responsibility /known > in 
tho gd'vernment of the United States 
was to tho party caucus, biit ' we can 
no longer cast this charge in the face 
of our neiglibora. 

Undoubtedly wo need In Canada to 
get bacK closer to llrst principles and 
to a system under wliicli ministries 
introduced measures and took tholr 
chances of carrying them after open 
debate. One reason wliy' wo have 
fallen under tho domination of tho 
caucus is that wo have lost sight oC 
tho real princlplo; of ministerial re- 
sponsibility. The fact that a govern- 
ment is defeated upon a measure does 
not necessarily involve the rosigntitlon 
of tlio ministers. That is for thom to 
decide, or for the Crown or its repre- 
sentative, and It is dlfflcult to suggest 
a case In which tho Crown would call 
upon a ministry to resign because It 
had been defeated upon any measure. 
After defeat upon such a vote, tho 
ministry may very well consider If It 
will face a direct voto of want of con- 
fidence, and it ought to bo remembered 
that every adverse voto Is not one of 
want of confldenee. If this were kept 
in mind there would be less party 
caucusing and ^moro representative 
government. 



THE CONFERENCE 

British papers arc alarmed lest tho 
Colonial Conference shall bo a failure. 
They are going about It in a fair way 
to make it so. The IJondon Express 
thinks that, unless a resolution favor- 
ing Imperial prcforenco is passed, tho 
Conference will bo abortive, and tho 
Aberdeen .Free Press Is of tho opinion 
that the same reault will follow unless 
Australia Is able to Induce the 
Colonial premiers to crystalizo tho 
conforcnce Into a permanent body. 
This loolcs like an endeavor, to exploit 
the conference for party purposes. A 
conference is a gathering called to 
enable the momhprs of It to confer. 
There was a conforcnce at Charlotte- 
town, another at Quebec and a third 
la liondon before, the .terms of Con- 
federation were agreed ' upon. ' There 
may bo several conferences before very 
much is accomplished in the way of 
a permanent organization of tho Em- 
pire. . . . ^ ^ 

In regard to preferential trade, there 
Is a distinct effort on tho part of 
English Conservatives to turn the 
Conference to the political advantage 
of their party. We have not. the least 
hesitation In saying that if this can 
bo done, not only is this Conference 
foredoomed to failure, but wo will see 
no more of them. We do not know 
much about Australian public..'; senti- 
ment, although wo recognize' that, ly 
reason of tho fact that most Austra- 
lians were Engli.«hincn either in this 
or tho last generation, they may take 
li different vlewe of the relations/ of 
party politics in' the' tj'hit'ed Kingdom 
to Colonial affairs from that wliich 
obtains in Canada; but wo know that 
tho very great majority of the Cana- 
dian pcsople _^will = hot- for one instant 
tolerate the 'Idea that 'their r'eiations 
lo tho Empire shall be made .a gambit 
in tho game of political chess always 
progress In the United .Kingdom 
between , the t\vo great parties. When 
tho Expres.s says that the outcome of 
tlio gathering will bo failure, if pro 
lereiitial trade Is not adopted, it Kub 
stantially says that the British Empire 
depends 'upon the particular idea " of 
tho tariif, which its political friends 
hold. When the Free Press says that 
tho result will bo abortive unless It 
secures a permanent organization, H 
says substantially tbat the Empire as 
at present constituted Is on the verge 
of collapse. It seems extraordinary 
that people, wiio hold tho views of the 
E.xpross and Free Press, cannot real- 
ize that the more subjects upon which 
friction rhay arise between the com 
ponont parts of tho Empire, Uic 
greater the probaliillty of discord 
arising. Tlio relations of Canada to 
the United Kingdom were never more 
harmonious than now, and there never 
was a time when they v.'ero more 
independent of each other. Men who 
are unable to appreciate tho idea of 
Imperial union without statutory obli- 
gations, who would promote harmony 
by tlio introduction of suljjects out of 
wiiicli discord may easily arisf, arc 
hardly lilted for tho woric of empiro- 
bulldlng. The truth Is that Mr. 
Cliamberlaln's masterful character has 
(loiiiinated tlio situation to a danger 
ovi.s decree. Uudcjubtedly he v.'as on< 
of the lirst of Britisli statesmen ti 
leach the British people "to think Im 
perlally." In 'this respect ho followed 
many consjilcuous (-xamples among 
Canadian puldlc iin^ii. 'i'liere is not a 
thought In all his masterly apocchoa 
on Imperial unity that had not >been 
ns well expressed by such men' as 
Iluliburton, Johnston a-nd llowo nC 
Nova Hcotla, Wiimot of Now liriiiis- 
wick, Brown and Macdonald of On- 
tario, Cartier and Dprion pf_ Quebec. 
Canadians had^'no need to sit at the 
foot of Mr. Chamberlain to learn les- 
sons in Imperialism. In proof , of this 
we subjoin quotations from the 
speeches of Johnston and Howe, dc- 
U-Nrered in the Nova Scotia logislaturo 
in 18C4, on the subject of the Union 
of British , Nortli America. Uoth 
speeches are replete wltli tiio seuti- 
iiionts which we .now call "Iniin.n-lal- 
Ism," but lack of space prevents 
cop lous ({uotatlbns. "Wo .. therefore gi\'i.' 
ooiy the. perwaUdns.'»y.Mr. . Johnston 
said: 

"I olfer no apology — or, if any bo 
required, my Interest as a Colonist, 
my duty as a citizen, my country's 
welfare and tho well-being of our 
posterity must plead my cause for in- 
viting this ^discussion. C^.illed in tlio 
providence of God to take part In the

fulfilled a duty I should have been 
lll-satlsncd to have left undone, whep- 
my public career should terminate. Of 
it be destined that no such Union as 
that contemplated slicJl bo effected, 
and those who succeed us sliall feel 
the stern alternative of exiling them- 
selves from the, land of their birth 
because it satisfies not tlio exigencies 
of tholr nature — or of transferring 
that land to a foreign nationality— 1 
at . jeast^havo done what , in " mo lies 
to" avert these eonsoqucncos; and If it 
shall pleaso Ond to raise up in tlio 
northern portion of tills great con- 
tinent a nation of freemen, acknow 
lodging British;,, sovereignty, and ad- 
vancing with the expansive energy of 
which Britons aro cajiablo and tli 
a.qo demands — rivalling — but with n 
moan jealousy — rather with a friendly 
and co-operative spirit the progress of 
our ropubil'can notglibors — and givin 
our children a place among men which 
tlieir fathers possessed not — tlien. Sir, 
will it be a reward enough for ; 
mm\ that his memory shall be recalled 
us having been one, although among 
tho humblest of tho pioneers in 
great a work." 

Mr. Howe closed a spcecli of 
markable power by saying: 

"With our maritime positions In all 
parts of tho globe; with every variety 
of soil and ciiniate; with tlio indus- 
trial and physical resources of two 
hundred and sixty millions of people 
to rely on; what might not this empire 
becomo if Its intellectual resources 
were combinod for its government and 
prcnorvation? If tiio wliolo population 
were united by common interests, no 
power on earth ever wielded means so 
vast, or Influence so irresistible. But, 
Sir, let tho statesmen of England 
slumber and sleep over the Hold of 
enterprise which lies around them; let 
them be deluded by economists wiio 
despiso Colonists, or by fanatics who 
preach peace at any price with foreign 
despots; whiiu no provision is made 
to draw around tho throne the hearts 
of millions predisposed to loyalty and 
affection; and the result wo may sure- 
ly calculate. Should tho other half of 
this Continent bo lost for want of 
forethought" and sound knowledge, 
there will bo trouble in the old home- 
stead. 'Shndov.'s, clouds and darkness' 
will rest upon tlie abode of our 
fathers: tho free soil of England will 
not bo long unprofaned; and tho 
gratitude of Turks and the friendship 
of Austrians or Rejniblican Americans 
will form but a poor sulj.stitute for 
tho hearts and hands that have been 
flung away." ■'^:->' 

Mr. Howe's speech is throughout a 
magnificent pica for the consolidation 
of ' tho Empire. It was circulated in 
paniplilet form all over British North 
America, and In tlio following year 
was republished in England, where it 
altractod great attention from public 
men and loading journals. If wo say 
that tho men of Canada, who were 
nurtured on such thoughts as those 
to which the two eloquent Nova 
Scotlans gave oxiirossion, have no 
need to go to EnglLiiid for lessons of 
patriotism and loyalty to the Empire, 
tho statement will hardly be called in 
In question.

Railway con.struction on the south 
hanlc of the Fraacr river Is very ac- 
tive at the presentHlmo accordins to 
■Wendal -O. Bowntan of Sumas, who la 
reglstord& at the Dominion hotel, hav- 
ing como to Victoria on business with 
the legislature. Ho states that not 
only Is worlc being ^pushed, rapidly 
Whead or. the right of way o£ the iV. 
V. & E. but that the plans are al- 
ready far advanced for the construc- 
tion of the iiroposcd lines of the B. C. 
Electric IJallway company from New 
Westminster to ChlUlwaclc 

"Right from Cloverdale to Abbots- 
lord," said Mr. Bowman, "the great- 
est activity iirevails on the right of 
way of the V. V. & E. The greater 
part of the worlv has been undertaken 
by the B. C. General Contract coni^ 
pany which has a liuge camp at Clov.^ 
crdalo. This company has sublet small- 
er contracts all along the line, and 
on all of thesi,; work is now being 
puslicd rapidly ahead. At Cloverdale 
the company has between two and 
three hundred men, with a couple of 
hundred teams at work, and there 
smaller camps all along the right of 
way." 

Mr. Bowman states that It is only 
between Cloverdale and Abbotsford 
tliat the work Is being carried on. Be- 
tween these two points tlio country is 
level and olTers no peculiar engineer- 
ing' anilcultie.s. Beyond Abbotsford, 
however, suiue hard country is encuuu- 
Icrod, and the company lias as jet 
shown no liasto to tackle it. On the 
right of way between Abbotsford and 
Cluverdale tiic tracks is rapidly being 
laid, and Mr. Bowman statea tliat it 
is e.xpected to run the lirst, train with- 
in a year. From Cloverdale tho line 
will enter New Westminster crossing 
tlic ITrasar river bx. tho big bridge. 
I'Yom the present .terminus of tho line 
to Now "Westminster Is only about 
twelve miles, and this piece of line will 
only take "a short time to build. 

It Is regarded by those who l\now 
as very probable that the Great 
Nortlicrn will not attempt to build its 
lino between Ciiiliiwack and Abbots- 
ford until the tracks have been lin- 
ished from I'rinceton to tlie former 
town. The piece of road between tlieso 
two points win be the liardest on the 
whole lino, ttie riglit of way leading 
through the Hope jnouutains. Despite 
tlie fact that this part of 'th'e line will 
necessitate some good engineering 
work, It offers no e^ttraordlnary dlfCl^^. 
cultles, and fn, ffict -the company' has 
two very good passes', at Its 'dis^bsal, 
one by way of the; Silver ' rlviSr^ 'arid' 
tho other by - way of the Coquahala, 
The Cociuahala pass has already been 
surveyed throughout, and it was at 
lirst tiiouglit that this would be fol- 
lowed. Now, however, tho company is 
turning its attention to the Silver 
river, and a thorough survey of this 
pass is to be made. 

As' regards tho electric lino from 
Chllltwack to Now Westminster, IMr. 
Bowman states that the building of 
this depends .largely on tho success of 
the scheme for the ' dyking of Sumas 
Pralrlo, for which project an attempt 
Is. novf being made to secure govern- 
ment aid. Should this plan bo put 
Into effect, all will be plain sailing for 
the railway company. If on tho other 
hand the undertaiilng is not carried 
out it is probable that tho line, if it 
is ever built, will stop at Abbotsford, 
as except by way of Sumas Prairie, a 
way only feasible if drained, and dyked 
tho course of the railway would bo 
rough in tho extreme.- If the low lying 
water meadows were crossed it would 
mean the cotistructlon of an embank- 
ment, wtiilo if a course further frorn 
the river were to be followed, the 
track would have to climb along the 
side of steep mounlaln.s. Savo by go- 
ing behind the proposed dykes on 
Sumas Prairie, It Is calculated that 
this portion of the road could not bo 
built at a cost pf less than $30,000 a 
mile. 

-\Ir. Bowman states tliat things are 
looking well in the Fraser valley. "Xi'W 
.settlers are coming in all the time," 
said he, "juid the ivay tliat the little 
farming town of Cliilliwacic has grown 
is something wonderful. All lines of 
agriculture are jirospering, but es- 
pecially is till." i)rcsent a good tlnio for 
the fruit farmers. The growth in 
population of the Northwest Is creat-

Government intends to Bring 
Session to Close As Early 
As Possible \ 



"That on Monday next and all fol 

lowing days to the close of the sea 
slon there shall bo two distinct sit 
tings In each day," Is a motion ap 
pcarlng.on the order pape): to the. name 
•of Prernler McBrldo which Is a dcfln- 
ite Indication that the government In- 
tends ha.stoning the present sc-islon oC 
the provincial legislature to a conclu- 
sion. That was evidenced also in the 
submitting "of the estimates and the 
delivering of tho budget speech by 
Finance Minister Tatlow so much 
sooner than waa generally anticipated. 
It Is scarcely neco.s.sary to i^ay lliat 
the reason matters are belntr hurried 
is to allow Premier McBride to depart 
on his mission to London at an early 
date. Although' there Is yet consldor- 
abio business to bo transacted by tho 
legislature It la understood that mem- 
bers of tile opposition, botli adherents 
of tho Liberal party and tho Hoelalist 
party, intend facilitatlnif tlie passage 
of important measures in order tliat 
the premier may not be unduly de- 
layed, tlius handicapping him In ^tho 
presentation' to itbie ' IgirTerlal authori- 
ties of Brifish i eolumb!a'sS^««i80-5for 
better terms. 

Premier Leaves Wednesday 

"I expect to be able to get away on 
Wednesday night," announ;ed tiie 
premier in tlie course of a touversa- 
tlon Willi a Colonist reporter yester- 
day. "Of course I cannot say delin- 
itely but If matters turn out as 1 liope 
my departure will not bo delayed;^ be- 
yond tha.t date." He wont on to" say 
that ho intended moving a r-.>solutlon 
on Monday providing for evening sit- 
tings, but he did not tiiink tliat tho 
Ki>\'ernment would call for tho intro- 
duction of that system on tho occasion 
of the first sitting, of the week.

In dealing 
with this matter tho committee was 
confronted with tho fact that at the 
last session a charter was accorded 
another company which proposes to 
build a road over mucli the same route. 
.As tho latter have compiled with the 
reriulroments of Incorporation it was 
felt by members of the committee that 
they would not be Justified In giving 
another concern the right to build a 
lino through tho siime sections. Dr. 
King, wlio Is fathering the measure, 
has given notice that lie contemplates 
moving that the adverse report of tlie 
coniinlttee be withdrawn and tho bill 
recommitted. Ho also intends, accord- 
ing to tJie notices of motion on tho 
order paper, moving that the bill be 
given a second reading on Tuesday. As 
this will have the effect of bringing 
tho matter to tho attention of tho 
house a discussion will follow, prob- 
ably culminating in a division, wlilch 
will indicate whether the majority of 
the members are of tho same opinion 
as that 'formed by the railway com- 
mittee.

It means^ 'that tho salmon 
flshormon will earn greatly lncren?od 
Wages and that tlie men v,-bo handle 
tho seines and seow.'s will h;ive all the 
money they need when the first sal- 
mon begin to show on the Sound ne.Kt 
month. 

Sr. ring salmon at fi cents per pound 
will break all records. The hijTh price 
means tliat the .lalnion fishermen will 
get from 20 to 60 cents more per fish 
than la.st year. On the wholos.ale buy- 
ing basis the new price means an In 
crease of $20 per ton over the ruling 
rate of a year agjo. Retailers have 
heard of the. rise i.n price, and have 
prepared to send TOarket auotatlons 
up 2 conts pep potmd over tho ruling 
figures. 

The high price of fisli quoted thus 
early in the season will not dlmnsh 
th(^ mild cure pack. This prodiK't Is 
.shipped hi cold Htnr;i,%'e to New York 
and lo Europe, where it is smoked and 
sold at fancy prices averaging In some 
countries 26 cents per pound.

So, 
of course, nobody walks slower than 
you.' 

An Ancient Institution 
Messengers of various sorts have 
been employed by royalty sinTC the 
earliest times. Cyrus erected post 
houses and establl.'diod couriers ; In 
Persia about 500 B.C., whlle"--Aug.ustU8 
introduced a similar service a^Olig the 
Romans in 31 B.C. 

In England .during the rfelgn of Ed- 
ward XV., riders on post horses cov- 
ered distances of twenty inlles each to 
procure news of the war with the Scots. 
Cliarles I., in 1G31, ordered the estab- 
lishment of a running -post between 
Fdlnburgh and London, to go thither 
and return in sl.^ days. 

Cardinal Wolsley otico acted as a 
special messenger tor Henr.v Vlll., go- 
ing on a mission to the Emperor M.ax- 
imlllan. Ho tr.-iveled to the Nether- 
lands from London, and returned In 
two and one-hfjlf days, a fast journey, 
for ho had to depend upon sailing ves- 
sels and horses. Another instnnco of 
quick traveling was the ride of Robert 
Carey {from London t^ Edinburgh,- to 
annbuhce tho^death of Queen Elizabeth 
to King, James. ■ Carey , covered tho 
distance of about '400 miles In three 
days. 

The 'fiery cross' was used in tho 
Scoltlsh Highlands as a signal for the 
clans to rally. A goat was killed by 
tho chieftain, wlio made a small wood- 
en cross, burnod the ends, and exting- 
ulshcd them in the blood of the ani- 
mal. Then the cross was given to a 
courier, who ran to the next village, 
prt'iented it to chieftain and mentlon- 
e'. tho place of rendezvous. From point 
to point the cross was sent, until all 
the clans -had received Inteliigehce. it 
Is siftld that the 'fleryc'ross' ' was also 
usedrby, the. Scandinavians. 

When- the Jni^Ian mutiny broke out In 
1857, It Is related that tho order to re- 
volt was carried in the form of an 
unleavened cake, or chui)aH!e. Swift 
running ciimcis have .always been used 
In the East to carr.v despatches, while 
beacon-fires still remain a vehicle for 
conveying Intelligence. 

In tho eighteenth century Englisli 
county families employed running foot- 
men. They wore a livery and carried 
a light stick with a compartment at 
the top for wlno and an egg. Some of 
them could cover forty or fifty miles 
a .day, and there arc records of many

Pigeons v.'ere' used as mes'sorigers as 
early ns the Cru.^ades, and at the 
siege of Acre and at Modena. Competi- 
tors at tho Olympian games frequently 
released the swift little birds to In- 
form their friends of victory, and pig- 
eons were kept at Tyburn to carry in- 
formation regarding the reprieve or ex- 
ecution of prisoners. 

Many jjersons will remember how 
useful balloons poved to be in c;u-r.v- 
ing mall from Paris while tliat city 
was In a stale ot siege during the 
four balloons had been sent up from 
Paris, and their cargoes of letters 
totalled nine ton.i. They also carried 
scores of passengers and pigeons.

That prospects are bright for a sat- 
isfactory market In the Orient for 
vvlicat grown In WcHlorn Canada la 
Bhown by odicial reports sent from 
Japan. WrltlnB from Yokohama un- 
der, date >o£ 8 February, ,15. Commercial 
Asent Mclican says In Trade' and Com- 
merco Report: ;. , . -> , 

' From time to tlmoi, and upoii . the 
evidenco available, I have had fo ac- 
count for the sniallness and the seem- 
ing: inactivity of export trade, In Can- 
ada to Japan by the statement. In sub- 
stance, that Canada was not yet pre- 
pared to fleuro largely In the Oriental 
trade. This statement, applicable to 
recent years, may now oe further con- 
sidered In respect of Its applicability to 
the present time and to the year now 
being entered upon. 

Alborta Wheat. 
The fail wheat development in Al- 
berta In 1005 greatly interested the 
market .)iere. That crop, currently 
siated at 2,000,000 bushels, gave rise 
to expectations that came far short of 
bolng fully rcallzod. Information ro- 
colvcd from Alberta official sources 
disclosed the chief reason why, by 
giving tlie actual quantity at 089,019 
bushels, and describing the greater 
quantity as "a newspaper cslimato." 
This less or actual quantity was 
mostly' absorbed by the active home 
demand largely created by the inaux of 
settlers who for a year or two cannot 
be self-supplying. In this way the 
quantity of flour available for export 
to the Orient, heretofore insullloicnt to 
attract the attention of this market, 
was built scantily, 1£ at all. Increased 
by, the fall wheat crop of that year. 
Some specinc quantities, however, did 
reach- the Orient; ahd these gave the 
assurance that ulUmately Western 
Canadian flour would become^ a ^caij- 
hVo competitor' wlth'"^ Ihat^'frbm -^the 
Western States. As to ultimate sup- 
ply In this market from Canada, there 
needs to bo no doubt now. Tho pres- 
ent question is as to what we may 
ekpegt from the crop of 1306. 
;i' Canadian Flour Trade In Japan. 
!rAtthe present lime, fully four 
lionths after the close of harvest, no 

''remarkable tendency to push Cana- 
dikn' flour- towards this market has 
b'len discoverable. What Is tho rea- 
son? -The answer to -this question 
niust be found in the correspondence' 
of interested parties. 

A broker, operating between Canada 
and the Orient, who is a valued cor- 
respondent of this offlco, under date 

..JJovembcr 29, says; 
'i |"Fuor. — It seems impossible to m.ako 
"apy kind of a start in this season's 

Sbplne^s., ;i<havp cabled - offers repeat- 
edly to Kobe 'and 'Tokohama buyers, 
for business, and to' thla end have 
made conccssionSjln price In order to 
get things started to show that our 
prices will not compete. Our connec- 
tions at Kobe have been making every 
effort to get our goods started, and 
while their customers readily admit 
trie superiority of tho quality of our 
bciands, they complain that prices pre- 
cliide .business basing done In other 
than a limited -way. This mades it 
not a question of supplies, for our mill- 
ers claim to be prepared to accept 
orders for regular shipments, but one 
of prloe altogether." 

Prices of Flour. 
'Another correspondent, intorested-ln 
griatn and floui-, under date January 18, 
writes more reasonably as follows: 

"The prices for Hour are of course 
depended on the grades. Canadian 
mills are quoting $3.60 per barrel, c.i.f. 
Japan, but this price is likely to be 
raised almost immediately. Seattle 
and £!ound mills are quoting from 
$3.74% to $3.751,1. per barrel for their 
llo'ir, which seems to suit tho trade 
bettor as far as tho Clihieso ports .are 
concerned. At present Canada tribu- 
tary to tho Pacific, is, as far as flour is 
concerned, in rather a backward condi- 
tion. In order to compete successfully 
In .Tapan a certain grade of flour has 
to bn ground, ad to make same in any 
quantities it Is necos.^ary to make a 
largo porcontaKo of patent.' Kxcrsslvo 
local rompf'tUlon made tlio sale of this 
'patent' diHicuU, and In conscquonco 
'the small mills at pn'sont situated 
tributary to the coast lind thoinsolvcs 
unable to keep running steadily, their 
trade being necessarily of a somewhat 
spasmofllc nature. 

When a firm with plenty of capital 
can got In hero and build a large mill 
and run their own elevators so that 
tlioy are able to export both wlioat and 
flour, and can force thijlr patent Hour 
on to the local market so Ib.-it mills 
from the oast find it unprolltablo to 
compote, they will in our opinion find a 
flne business accruing to them in tho 
near fiiture. They will be able to grind 
cltjier hard or soft wheat and take full 
ndvantago of the larger production Al- 
borta Is expecting. Wo do not hide the 
fact! that it needs capital and patience 
for a year or two." 

The Outlook Promising. 
It la not necessary to burden a ro 
port, which has limitations as to spacf 
with quotatlfjns from correspondence 
.and from other Hourccs to tho effect 

'•■■that the flour f;x[)ort capacity of Brit- 
ish Columbia and Alberta is yet In its. 

/' Infailby; '.TJid .Inforinatlon J have, from 
those Inferestedi indicates . that they 
are getting ready. Some are building 
nillls, or enlarging old ones. And oth- 
ers are building elevators at the rall- 
w;iy points to receive the grain from 
the fiiriners. But tlio whole tenor of 
this is Inconsistent witli I lie present 
readiness m • quantity and faolllllos 
which, the commission operators eoni- 
plfiln, Is not responded to in tho Jap- 
anese market. 

With all this lack of Bufllcient readl- 
n"SH to offer acceptable bu.Hlncss to 
this market, U. Is most unfair to place 
tho default hero. In faco of tho fact 
that there was last year a sensible 
Inurcaso in the importation of flour 



from Canada, and that that increase 
was.simply the immediate response of 
this market to the dmall but signifi- 
cant Increase of wheat recently grown 
in Alberta. ; .. if 

At .this da^o of ^'ritlng I api inform- 
ed by ; firms, who have^jnado.; Inquiry 
for supplies, which /wrould^ESbe on a 
lar-^e scale if tho demand ' coulfl 'be 
met, that In both wheat and flour tho 
prices asked by Canada do nov admit 
of present business. The opportunity, 
however, fortuniitely, offers one ex- 
ception just In time to mention It, a 
lending importing house having re- 
ceived accfeptable quotations In wheat, 
from a Canadian Arm, which on this 
side will involve , a large deal, it on 
tho other Bide ttie qlrcjumstancos arc 
equa.1.' ■ 

There is reason to expect that this 
market will take up Alberta and Brit- 
ish Columbia wheat and flour as rap- 
idly as tho Increase of production will 
furnish it. But necessarily .It must 
compote with wheat and flour from 
the United; States. Should Canadian 
prices continue, as heretofore, above 
the competing level, tlie obvious im- 
plication will be that Canada, even to 
the Pacific, fortunately has a better 
market than this. 

Wheat Market in Japan. 

There is a marked revival of inter- 
est in wheat since the tariff Increase 
upon flour. And along with It comes 
the tho relative dlflloulties in the way 
of Importation from Canada. The lAck 
of elevator facilities at the coast l.s 
given by the trade nore as a ground 
of uncertainty In shipping. Then there 
is doubt among tho transportation fa- 
cilities. Grain must come, if at all, in 
some approach to cargo quantities, and 
the export point must be Vancouver. 
Tho only regular lines available at that 
port are Canadian Faclflc steamships. 
The rapid service of the Empress boats 
cuts tho time In port too short to ad- 
mit of grain cargo to way. ports. This 
leaves tho grain carrying to the small- 
er Tartar, and Athenian, with the 
Jlonteaglo at present temporarily off 
tho route. Therc'crc tho merchants 
who are Inquiring Into wheat importa- 
tion from Canada are at the outset 
Impressed with, tho unreadiness in the 
matter of facilities, as well as in that 
of price, for export to thas country. 



FATHERS OF SCHEMES 
RECOl DISHEARTENED 



Turn-Down of By-Laws Gives Lit- 
' tie Encourgement to the 
Aldermen 



The fate of the incinerator and sur- 
face drainage bylaws at the hands of 
the ratepayers on Thursday of the 
past week will in all probability have 
tho effect of . making the. aldermenlj 
somo what wary "about bringing in any"' 
further money bylaws. Both measures' 
were by the majority of tho members 
of the board looited upon with favor, 
and their fate was regarded with in- 
terest as being indicative of the feel- 
ing of the people of tho city as to the 
raising of loans for works of civic 
improvement. Now that the people 
have shown that they do not favor 
any largo addition to the present civic 
debt, it looks as if hereafter none but 
absolutely necessary bylaws would be 
introduced; ■ Several of tho aldermen 
had been holding back schemes for 
the borrowing of various sums for 
different purposes. In order that they 
might see the disposition of the peo- 
ple, and now that this disposition has 
been shown. It appears as if several 
If not all of tho schemes would be 
laid over to another year. 

Among tho.so who liad been enntom- 
platlng tlio bringing In of money by- 
laws was Aid. Verrlnder, chairman of 
the parks and boulevards coinmlttee. 
He has made hirge plans for the iin- 
l^rovonient of Beacon ilill park; and 
as these, he states, cannot be carried 
out on the general revenue, he pro- 
po.=;ed to Introduce a bylaw for the 
purpose of raising about $20,000 to 
this end. Before doing so ho was 
waiting to ascertain the fate of the 
two bylaws in question, and af-ler see- 
ing tho ruthless manner In wh'chthey 
were disposed of by tho people, he 
has almost made up his mind to give 
up all Idea of raising any loan for tho 
Improvement of the park. 

"I really do not tliink that 11 wrmUl 
1)0 any use of my bringing in ;i by- 
Inw," said he to tlie (.'olunist yi'St.iT- 
<\ny. "It the !>i.'ople would imt pas.n 
the incinerator and surfafc (Irainiigc 
bylaws there Is very litlh.^ llk(;liliorKl 
that they woulil pass mine either. 
(,'oiisequontly I liar<lly think that it Is 
worth while pulling the city to tli.- 
trouble and expense of .^ubiiiiLling it," 

Aid. Verrlnder statcil tliat he ^va;- 
very sorry to give ui) his sclii'me fur 
the beautitication of the park. lie 
liad made niost extensive pl.-uis, which 
would have had tho eject of rendering 
the park one of tho most attractive 
spots In America, among his Ideas be- 
ing tho planting of flower beds, and 
tho construction of summer hou.-ieH, 
consrirvitorles and kloslcs at various 
points. 

"The sum of S.xOOO was sot aside 
for maintenance work In tho i)ark, In 
!,ho eatlfnates," said he, "and with 
that It Is probable that we shall be 
able to do .•;ome new worl:, Witlioul 
a loan, however, It -.vill bc! alisolutcl.v 
Impossible to do anything of an c.K- 
tensive nature." 

As regards work on the rest of the 
city parks, Aid. Verrinder stales that 
enough has been fu/t aside in the esti 
niatea to allow of Us lieing carried out 
In a satisfactory manner. 



BRITISH SHIP l«y 
IS BADLY BATTERED 



Captain Says Trip Across the 
Pacific Was Worst in His 
, ..Experience , ,.. 



The British ship Ivy, Cnpt. Stetson, 
131 days out from Shangliai, arrived 
In Esqulmalt lato irrlday night after 
a most torVifylhir' experience during 
which tho crew faced death on several 
occasions. 

The ship left Slianghal October 2S, 
and as soon as she was clear of the 
harbor slurni.v we.atlior was ex- 
|)erleiiced. Throe days out she ran 
Into a. typhoon wh.'.cli carried away 
main yard and several sails, leaving 
tho vessel in a crippled condition 
nnd making It iinpos.^lble for ' her to 
continue on her voyage. With tho 
ship in a disabled condition, the cap- 
tain decided .to., head. for. Hongkong; 
not that this port was tho nearest, 
but as It was in tho direction tho 
wind was blowing and also because of 
the fact chat the agent for the ship 
resided at Ilonglcong. Arriving safely, 
the necessary rcp.airs v/oro made.' and 
annther start was made; but agiilii 
storms were met with. After leaving 
port the Ivy ran into a nionsoon. and 
Instead of taking tlie regular iiassage 
through tlie Bashli cliaiiuol the vessel 
was headed through the China iiud 
Java seas, eventually making the l^a- 
clflc ocean. Tho trip across the Pa- 
cillc was also bad, and for tweiity- 
throo days the worst kind of weather 
was experienced. In these twenty- 
three days the vessel only made 
eighteen degrees, or, in other words, 
eight hundred miles. The vessel ran 
as far as six degrees south latitude, 
but still tho storms continued. 

Eventually, after spending several 
weeks between 132 and 1'12 latitude, 
tho vessel managed to get out, and 
for a few days fair weatlier was ex- 
perienced. Appro.acliing the coast, the 
storms again came up and for several 
days tho vessel was tossed about like 
a cork. Being In ballast, tho ship 
had no hold on the water and on sev- 
eral occasions her rails were under 
the waves. 

. 'I'atoo.'ili light was sighted on Wed- 
nesday, liut an offshore wind coming 
UI1 the sliip v.as driven off. Next day 
tho storm was worse, but tho Ivy 
managed to mftke the cape light. It 
was impossible to make much head- 
way as the wlifd >va8 blowing In 
squalls. The vessel had a loo shore, 
tho wind at limes' dropping so that 
not a breath coiild be secured, whll 
the next minuto It would be blowing 
a gale. Enough sail was kept on tl 
ship to work her and for forty-eight 
hours Capt. Stetson did not leave the 
deck, every man of the crew being on 
deck for. over tlilrty-six hours. ICvont- 
ually tho ship managed to wear off 
and headed up the straits and dropped 
anchor In Esquimau lato Friday night. 
Tho captain and crew wore entirely 
done up, and when they were ca.lled 
on deck yesterday four out of a total 
of twelve was all that cnuld be mus- 
tered, tho others being laid up. 

Roforrliig to the trip. Captain Scot- 
ion last evenlngvsald:- "I have had 
forty-two- I'lyaars^:' experience on. tho 
sea, • but. never In all my life, .have I 
iiad such a time ns on the trip that 
wo have just completed. During the 
twenty-three days In tho Pacific ocean 
we were entirely at tho mercy of thi; 
waves, and that we came tlii-f>ugli was 
more from good luck ilian from good 
management. The experience on the 
Vancouver Island coast, however, was 
worse. ICvery man was on dock and 
we were expecting to be thi'own on 
U:o rocks at any minute. At times 
we could not get enough wind and 
the next minute wo had too much, and 
betwi^^n the two it was touch and go. 
One minuti! we were wallowing In tlie 
trough of tho sea and the next wo had 
all wo could, do to keep the ship on 
her keel.'/ 

Tho arrival of the Ivy has caused 
great rejoicing among seafaring men 
and, being long overdue, she was al- 
most given up for lost. She will re 
main at Esquimau awaiting orders and 
at the same time give the crew a 
opportunity to get over their terrlbl 
experience crossing the PacIUc. 

FLOATING MAPLE LEAF 

Wrecking Crow at Work on the Little 
Yacht at Oak Bay 

An attempt was made yesterday 
aftornoim to refloat Ihe yaelit Mapli! 
Leaf wliieli went .ashore tit Bowker's 
Beach during the storm on Thiirsilay 
night. The steamer .Alaudo and a 
wrecking crew from tho B. C. Marine 
railway wore at .work all yesterday 
afternoon and It Is expected that the 
little yacht will sooh bo afloat. With 
ilio exception of the damage done by 
the water breaking over her, the 
\aeht Is very little Injured, and once 
in the water it will bo a very short 
time till she Is ready for the owners 
1(1 complete tholr journey.

Chinoso Quarter of Salmon Metrop- 
olis Destroyed 

Stoveaton, April 8.— StGvoBton was 

ycstord/iy visited by ono of tho moiit 
(ll.sa.stroii.s llroH known In tli" lilHtory 
of tho village, and tlio Ijlocka of hulUl- 
liifjH which formed the locnl China- 
town wore totally dostroyod. 'I'ho Iohh 
on tho lniiUlinr,'.s Ih ostlinatod at ahout 
$15,000, while tho valao oC the por.'iotial 
property and effect.^ will probably 
never bo known. Iiinuranco l.s estl- 
inntod at about ?2,000. 

Tho alarm was turned In .-rbout !):30, 
wlion volumes of dense smoke wore 
noticed to be pnurlnpf out of tbc upper 
storeys of a building, and almost as 
soon us tho sniolco Wtia seen huge 
tongues o£ aooUiing flamcH wrapped 
themaalvos around tho dry wooden 



structures and, fanned by a furious 
wind from off the gulf, soon became 
more than the volunteer brigade could 
ciuell In spite of valiant and strenuous 
efforts on their part. 

Tho denil-niondalnos rushed from 
their sofllon, which is eniliraced in 
the Chinatown group, in plcturesiiue 
alllre, and were unable to save any 
of their goodd and chattels. Heveral 
lino pianos were licked up by the 
greedy llames and the chatter and 
confusion which existed among the 
cou|)le of hundred Celestials Who .saw 
their property going up in smolte, and 
which they were absolutely unable to 
save, defies description. 

Tho members gl tho flro brigade, 
with tholr llinlted equipment, seeing 
that Chinatown was doomed, devoted 
all thf>lr energies towards daving tl e 
surrounding property and groat crcdii 
Is due them for their success In that 
direction. 

The Chinese section occnpii-d tin' 
centre of Steveston and many anxious 
watchor.s wore on tho'roofs armed willi 
pails of water extiiiKUlsliing tlii! burn- 
ing embc'rs as they ft;ll aniiind tlieiii. 

Tho llame.-i eventually subsided ami 
tho walls and roofs fell Hat, sentliiiK 
up myriads of sparks. 

Water was turned uiion tho ashes 
and soon nothing but a siiimilderliig 
heap marked tile t'liol which but a 
few hoi;rs liefore was the lioiiie of 
many Celestials.

on my adyici! lie jieclined to answer 
it. Tlion tbe commissioner;; sent for 
mo and n.sK-ed mo iC 'l would not with- 
draw my advice so '.is 'tb'alldw' Thaw 
to answer tho question. I then told 
Thaw ^ to answer any question that tlio 
members of the conimlsslou might ask. 
and I siippose that he did so; Init I 
do not know what he did, as I left 
tho room and was not present nl the 
examination an.v more than Mr. 
.lerome was. .My attitude In turning 
Thaw entirely loose upon the eom- 
mlssioi) showed my ennndiMiee In Ills 
ability to moot all teats. Down deep 
in my heart I believe that 'I'liaw was 
insane \vheu he did the shooting, but 
I havi- aUva.\-s cent ended that he 
oiighl lo have h trial. When tlie ef- 
fort was made to have liiin r.iilroaded 
to IMatteawaii, be protested that he 
wanted to bo tried, and I upheld him 
In It. I have known Thaw, tor a long 
time, and I have the advantage of 
people who havo only once 9omo into 
contact with him'' lately. ■ In ' the 
Tombs he got back^lj^ls mental balance 
and bis physical hojllth, nnd I con- 
tende'tl that he should' have a trial 
and he has had ft. It -.vould lie a 
.■shame to li.iri- a liils'-trial now after 
all we li,-i\-e gone through."

"little Canada, half In the .empire • and 
half out." .Just,''what#l3 desired It is 
har4 to statet .

The Contemporary Review contains 
a suggestive anicle by Goldwin Smith I

PAINTERS' DISPUTE. 

Men Demand But Employersxat -Van- 
couver/Will Not Concede It. 

The affairs of ':ho painters arc no 
nearer a settlement t;ian at tne be- 
ginning of the week, and from their 
Union nothing has been forthcoming 
but wh.at has already appeared in the 
columns of the press, says the "\'an- 
couver News-Advertiser of Friday. 

Last night .however, Mr. .William 
Stanley, secretary of the Master Pain- 
ter.s' As.s-oclation, made a statement 
which bears on the situation, to 
clear up the attitude taken by the 
Association, which he claims has been 
misrepresented in certain newspaper 
artlclesi-'fi; Mr.; Stanley states -n'that 
three 'weeks ago the- painters were 
offered '15 cents an hour and the 
closed shop. Prior to this the wage 
WAS 40 cents and an open shop, and 
when the 50 cents and the closed shop 
was demanded they met the painters 
more than half way, by their offer. 
When the painters refused, the em- 
ployers again yielded on the money 
question, and were willing to give liO 
cents an hour, but on condition that 
the shops be open. The .A.ssoc!ation 
claims that the picked men with the 
old scale of. waee were earning 50 
rents, ■ and;; It' Is only-fair that some 
discrimination be allowed the master 
painters In their choice and pay for 
men they employ. To sum the mat- 
ter lip, the painters are not bucking 
at the wages, that lia.s been yielded, 
but the matter of open or closed shoiis 
is the thing which now stands in the 
way of final adjustment of the dilil- 
euity. Messrs. F. P. Bishop, Foster & 
Co.," Earl & .Son, and all the large de- 
corating llrms are members of the As- 
sociation.

CANADA AND NEVy.^ZEALAND. 

Favorable Tariff Conduces to Growth 
of Trade Between Tvitb Countries. 

J. Oraham Gow, trade representa- 
tive of the New Zealand Government, 
at present in Montreal, discussed the 
efforts he had made to Improve the 
trade relations -with Canada, says the 
Toronto Mall- and Empire Mr. Gow 
has visited 'Vancouver, Calgary, "Win- 
nipeg, Toronto and Ottawa, and fol- 
lowing a few weeks' business sojourn 
in :Moiitrcal he may take in the cities 
of f-'t. John and Halifax. 

Tlio recently subsidized steamship 
lino frnm Vancouver and tlie New- 
Zealand ports, and the favorable tariff 
conditions, should, lie says, conduce to 
the working up of a large trade be- 
tween' the tivo countries. All things 
being equal, he declares that the peo- 
ple of New Zealand would prefer trad- 
ing with Canada, yet the fact remains 
that the United States exported goods 
last year to that country to the value 
of $7,500,000, while SCOO.OOO worth 
came from Canad.-i. lb' had inter- 
viewed a Br<.'at many Canmllan manu- 
facturers, and they all state that they 
can nieet the trade eonditlohs and 
should capture a good jiart of tliis 
New Zealand trade. On the other hafhl 
that countrv can supply Canaila wltli 
wool, llnx, .-iiid Kaiuu-a gum, and when 
the steamers have a cold stonige 
equipment he does not see w-hy 
New Zealand should not supply "West- 
ern Canada as. far east as 'Winiilpeg 
with mutton, since'. from Rye to six 
thousand carcases ,are landed at Van- 
couver from every Australian steamer. 
New Zealand, he says, has barely a 
inllllon piciple, yet last year -her ex- 
ports reached .$00,000,000, and her Im- 
ports $ir., 000,000. 

.Some thirty thousand immigrants 
ri-aehed the islands last year, and 
there is evidence of prosperity on 
every r.ide. Mr. Gow Is overseas a.cTcnt 
and "has visited China, Japan, Smith 
Africa and other lands In the interest 
of trade. 

He says that -Sir Josenh Ward, the 
new premier, Is an ardent Imperialist, 
and his government a most progressive 
one. Sir Joseph' Isisriojir. on route for 
London to attend .the conference, and 
will return home through Canada. In 
fact, tlio prime minister has accepted 
Invitations to speak in Toronto and 
"Winnipeg, and no doubt would be only 
too glad~ to address a meeting on Im- 
perl(il-&.ffalrs in tlils city.

Jlany questions of importance to the 
industry were discussed and the out- 
iooii for the sale and marketing of 
their product for the coming year was 
considered from many standpoints. 

The railroad companies have ad- 
vised the manufacturers that i, tliey 
cannot possibly supply more than' suf- 
ficient cars to take care; of .00. per 
cent. of ."the.s,o.uti»ut.;of .the mills, and 
this car 'shortage Is liable to continue 
for the nc.Y.t eight months or more. 
This being the case,, the manufaclur- 
1 ers will have to curtail their output 
aboiit 40 per cent., wliii-h v.-IU ni;itrr- 
ially increase the cost of production 
of shingles. They argue that there 
are certain fixed expenses in connec- 
tion with the running of their plants, 
which is the same wliether the inill 
runs their full or less capacity. Tiie 
insurance, wages of fliers, engineers, 
walciiiiieii, interest on money 'Inyest- 
ed, remain the same, and the cost of 
production Is thereby' materially in- 
creased. , 

The price of shingles has theref(n-o 
been advanced 30c per tiiousand 
which nialtes than the same price, .•\r- 
ter deducting freight, that they can 
bring In the local market. This makes 
the price for G to 2 clears here, tlie 
same as the same quality of Ehinglesi 
Is selling for in Wasliiiigton and Ore- 
gon. 

It was the general feeling at the 
meeting that If the railroads would 
not make strenuous efforts to cope 
with the situation and secure a 
greater supply of " cars, the lumber 
and shingle industry of the Coast will 
receive a serious setback. Many of the 
mills are now piled up with stocks of 
lumber awaiting shipment and they 
are refusing orders ne.-u-I.v every day. 
There is likely, therefore, to be an 
advance for eastern shipment In tlie 
prices of all Iciiids of lumber and 
some ■ mills may have to close down 
indelinitely as they liave got now near 
to the limit of tlieir capital lied up 
in stock in their yard:;. AVhen tlis 
advance is likely to take place, it is 
dllRcult lu say, as many of the lum- 
bermen are adverse to Increasing the 
price on lumber at the present ttrae. 
In some instances buyers- in the East 
are offering a. bonus over present 
prices in order that their orders may 
be given preference, but in many cases 
I'veii llii.s class of orders cannot be 
filled for w;int of ears to ship. 
New Mills Proposed. 

It has bc!en announced th.-it the sites 
for three saw ii.iiUs on Lulu IsKand on 
the nortli arm of the 1-^raser li;ive 
been iinrehiiscd and that building op- 
er.'illons on at \ij-<\M on.- will lie im- 
mediately begun.

•'New Westminster, April r>. — A cry of 
more help wanted s being hoard from 
many industries in this city and from 
all jiarts of the I'raser Valley almost 
every day. 'J'lie farmers and lieatiti of 
industrial concerns are alr<!ady be- 
ginning to fear the aiiproach of sum- 
mer when labor is so much more in 
demand than It Is at present. 

The manager of la., local industry 
stated to The Province fodaV that his 
company was unable to turn out many 
orders on hand on account of the short 
age of help and that although they 
advertised almost cfTTFtinuall.v for 
helpers llie.v cmiltl nnt .:;et as many 
hands as tliey rt-quired and lh>' wages 
Iiaid wen- over doulili- wliiit was iieing 
paid a year ago. 

The sawmills are the onl.v industries 
thai stiite thtiy have sullicient labor- 
ers at ihe la-c'sent time l)iit they are 
riayiii;,: much lii,';iirr wages than they 
have for years i)ast.

Toronto, April 1.— The Toronto 
News says: While the air has been 
full of rumors retlecting upon the pri- 
vate cliaracters and business dealings 
of various cabinet ministers and meni- 
liers of parliament, several other scan- 
dals have been obscured and virtual- 
ly ignored. There has been a succes- 
sion of revelations at Ottawa, of the 
way immense tracts of Western lands 
have been alieniiled to members of u 
small group 'of men who stand very 
close to the government. Some of 
those men appeared in the'^ transactions 
only by proxy,, but agency was proved, 
and ' their pohnectlon with these land 
deals was established. These four or 
live men have for years been close to 
sever.il departments of the Ottawa 
government. Their family ties as well 
iis political aliillationa have drawn 
them into intimate relationships with 
the adiviinistration. 

Some of tiieso transactions arc v;ell 
known and understood at Ottawa, in 
the AVest and by men who are qual- 
ilied to know. There seems to be no 
doulit that a good deal of jobbery has 
taiicn place in those Western land 
deals. i\leinbers of parliament and 
their relatives appe!>.r.t6 hftve obtained 
possession of tmcts'of-land worth nl- 
together perhaps from $20,000,000 to 
?L',"),000.000. 

These traces of land have been ali- 
enated from the crown to members of 
this particular group, together witli 
the timber thereon. Timber of any 
kind is Ijotli scarce and valuable in the 
West. 'file demand for timber in- 
creases as settlement advances. The 
railway coiistruotlon in the West dur- 
ing the next twenty years will call for 
millions of railway ties. Jlateriai for 
furnlKhing these ties is none too plen- 
tiful. And if reports from the West 
and frpm, Ottawa be true, the land 
which boars much of. the timber suit- 
able for railway ties Is now In the 
possession of this small' group of Ot- 
tawa politicians and their relatives 
and friends. 

Besides the more or less ascertain- 
ed facts bearing on these land deals 
which are not particularly secret, 
there ore many rumors which suggest 
even w-ider rami licat ions. Tiio land 
steals in the Vv'e-stern States were 
made under a sj'slem which was In 
ojieration for many years, and was 
pi.'rfeeted by nearly every trie!? tiiat 
hnm.an In-^enuit.y could devise. Pow- 
erful inliui-'nees were concerned there, 
as on tills .'-ide of the line; and it is 
to be expected thiit the Interested ones 
-aciild aggressively exert every agency 
;ii:i! can be commanded to' obstruct 
iiiquiry and Investigation. But the 
I'.'iets are becoming more widely 
known. We do not lielieve that these 
accumulating land scandals can be 
hushed up. It is of no avail to our 
"Peace, peace," wlien tliere is no 
peace.

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Character. Sketch of Famous Railway Magnate Who Mas Just Resigned the Presidency of the Great Northern Railway 




St. Paul, :\rimi., April 2— James J. Hill 
has roslgiKHl Uio proslcleiicy of tlio 
Groat Nortlieni railway and will ])C 

■itho chairman of tlio board of diroctors. 

.-Iiouls Hill, hi.s son, is now i)rcsldont. 
. Tlib following statcmont waa slvcn 
but tliis aftoriioon l'i'i.>ni Jilr. Hill's of- 
fice: 

, "At a mooting of the board of direc- 
tors hold hero , this . afternoon, tho or- 
ganization of this "company, /was en- 
larged by tho election of a chairman 
of tho board of directors. J. J. Hill 
was' elected chairman, L. "W. Hill was 
elected president, Frank McGulgan 
was elected ilrst vice-president. Mr. 
:McGuiL;aii wiU have direct charge of 
tho operating dopai'tnient, the other 
olhcers of tho board romainliiEr as at 
present. The company's business has 
doubled in tho past live or six years, 
which renders necessary th.o increase 
of the operating staff." 

Mark Tuttlo, In a syndicate article, 
wrltea as follows regarding tho per- 
sonal, social and business attributes 
of Mr. HIU, as shown by Interesting 
anecdotes: , . 

Archblisbbp' Ireland once said to the 
wrlter.'that, he - considered James J. 
Hill the possessor of one of the most 
active minds, If not tho greatest mind, 
pf modern tlnies. This fact has Im- 
pressed every one who has had any 
business or social intercourse with Mr. 
HIII, and many have doubtless felt 
themselves overcome In his presence,, 
because of his powerful mentality, fo - 
cuslng upon his Interviewer with a 
rapid flra questioning whlcli always Is 
surprising, both to the employee or tho 
casual cailoi-. 

Several years ago his physician de- 
cided that Mr. HlU's . health was . in 
siicb a state that It would: be danger- 
bus for hira to leave his /Summit, ave- 
nue mansion in St. Paul for at least 
a day or t^vo, 'and prescribed among 
other things that the magnate should 
lie in bed much wrapped up, to ward 
off the threatening attack of influenza. 
After much argument pro and con tho 
patient was prevailed upon to talto to 
his bed, which he did most reluctant- 
ly. When his secretary arrived in tho 
evening to submit some matters to his 
chief ho found tho latter sitting up in 
bed with a huge shawl about his head, 
four books open lying in front of him 
on tho bed, each book treating on dlf- 
.ferent subjects, such as philosophy, 
fiction, theology, etc. Tho imprisoned 
phyplpalitjr was finding some little out- 
let-,Ioirithes:-wojklnff -Qf his , mind, . :. 

»Oft4««B8l<ms--where~a-<?IieYt-o (teal is 
to be, thought out It has been tho cus- 
tom of President Hill to lock hinisoIC 
in his room and remain there for a 
number of days in seclusion, permit- 
ting no one to see or talk with him 
upon any subject whatever; and when, 
upon tho occasion of the groat nior.ger 
of several years ago, Morgan, Harrl- 
man, ot al., were holding protractea 
meetings with Mr. Hill in a down- 
town ollico in Now Yorlr city and at a 
hotel room, tho subject would warm 
Mr. HIU up to tho proper point about 
3 o'clock:^ in tho morning, v/hcn lio 
wouia(lJdbrt><bis coat and vest dnd be- 
come ' exceedingly eloquent, obliging 
the 'other fagged-out principals to half 
doze and beg off one by.bne,:ahd when 
the deal flnallywas made it will be re- 
membered that Morgan went to Kur- 
ope and Harriman to a hospital for 
rest and recuperation. " 

Mr, Hill, however, at all times was 
enjoying the best of lioalth and vigor, 
and for divertisoment would drop in 
at Tiffany's, adjourn to a private 
room, and amuse himself for the hour 
by appraising precious stones of all 
kinds, and, according to the experts 
there, ho can approximate tho weight 
and value of diamonds and rubies 
without the aid oi; a glass or scale 
With a wonderful degree of accuracy. 
It is a fact not generally known, that 
Mr, Hill has an imperfection in one 
eye, which maltes tho foregoing state- 
bient seem unusual. 

Making Friends of Enemies 

Henry Davis of Now York, former- 
ly a Nortliern I'acliic railway ofllclal 
and an old personal friend of Sir. HIU, 
happened In St. Paul somo years ago, 
when tho matter of Northern Pacitlc 
control by the Great Northern had bo- 
gun to be agitated. Judge Jack£r<n 
had given an adverae- decision to Mr. 
Hill, but a strong foreboding of im- 
pending evil overtook the Northern 
Pacific people from tho Pacific- coast 
to St. Paul. Tho idea that any of 
them over shoiUd liave to worlc for 
"Jim" Hill was repugnant, and not a 
few ot them mado threats to the ef- 
fect that they would resign Iniiuedl- 
ately if Hill t-'liould obtain control of 
their sysleni. 

Tlicy not only did not ro.slKii, Imt 
ono or two have gone over Into the 
cami) of tlio ciioniy as lii^-rli olliclals of 
the Great Northern, .several have gone 
with Eastern railways, and, in fact, all 
have learned their lesson well. It is 
unsafe for a railway oUiclal to say 
whom hf^ will or will not work for In 
thesn thnoH of mergers and acqiiiro- 
ment.s. But Jlr. HIU, while ho person- 
ally knows of the spocilic threats of 
somo of these officials, never has 
shown any vlndlctlvenoss, and lliey 
are true and loyal to the c;ui;;f^ of Hlli. 

During Mr. Davis' visit in . St. Paul 
ho was apijroachod by a Nortliern Pa- 
cific oinclal who was more than anx- 
ious to ascertain If Mr. HIU had any 
Idea of gobbling tho Northern Pacific, 
and he asked Mr. Davis to endeavor 
to meet Mr, Hill : at the Minnesota 
club during his stay in , St Paul and 
got tbo , much- d.^slr ed , ' Informal I o n . 

■Mipr'^Daviis/ agroedi' to^^^ and the 
first day after met Mr.' HlU'.'in the par- 
lor of tho club, greeted him, and pro- 
ceeded at onco to ask him it, hb^had 
any Interest or any Intention of /so- 
rurlng any holdings In tho Northern 
Paclllo property. Mr. HIU listened at- 
tonTlvcly, and when Mr. Davis lln- 
ished, walked over to one of the win- 
dows and pazert out upon tlte .street 
for a long time, then went to tho other 
window and repeated the operation 
(which Mr. Davis declared took fully 
twenty minutes), then turned toward 
Jlr. Davis, and, raising ono corner of 
his waistcoat, which .showed a .small 
spot, saiii; "Ilonrj', have you an Idea 
what Is a good thing to remove grease 
spots from clothing')" This Is the 
nea'roat the Northern Pacific people 
ever came to finding out what Mr. 
HlU's plans were in advance of his 



announcement of same. 

Mr. Hill'.s wonderful mastery of de- 
tail always will be a marv-el to his 
employees and others who have occas- 
ion to ob.sorvc tills feature of his busi- 
ness life. lie piles his men with ques- 
tions covering all tlio iiiinut(^ details 
of tho big Great Northern syslein, and 
seems to rc-niemljer them as well. Of 
course, it might bo said that in sys- 
tomi'/Oing the sal.-iry list on the road he 
has without regard to geographical lo- 
qatlon required that the salary of an 
offico boy In Seattle should be $15 per 
month, tho same In St. Paul or Havre, 
Mont. This rule covers the entire 
clerical forces of the Great Northern 
In all departments. And this plan 
was extended to an Kastern road In 
which jMr. Hill had a controlling in- 
terest for several years. 

Giving Young Men Rope 

The Great Northern had a general 
manager at ono time who was almost 
the equal of Ills chief for detail, but 
lie did not essay to carry tho figures 
in his head, carrying about with him 
on his private car nearly a ton of 
statements for ready reference. The 
brief story of this gentleman's career 
on the Great Northern system will 
prove interesting. Mr. Hill had as the 
accounting department lioad ono of 
the brightest young men In tho rail- 
way service, ambitious, capable, hon- 
est and energetic. This young man's 
ambitions were backed by -money, or, 
in other,, words, ho represented the 
heirs of a deceased St. Paul million- 
aire, and ho believed that as such rep- 
resentative he should have an oppor- 
tunity to manage the aAairs of the big 
railway Iii' the' operating department. ; 

The diplomatic and far-seeing .pres- 
ident;, saw tho force of the young 
man's argument, and, with the firm 
belief that this. person could, bo got- 
ten rid of in a short time by ■.gflvlng 
liim every chance to cui; short his ca- 
reer with Ills own rope, made him gen- 
eral manager of tho entire system with 
full autliority in every way, and told 
him to "go ahead and clean them out!" 
The young man immediately secured 
the servlces^of a bright array of tal- 
ent from connecting lines for his llou- 
tonants, among whom might bo named 
some of our leading railway men of 
today, and for a time things did move 
lively, nobody knowing who was to 
bo next on tho quick dismissal plan. 
Row Superintendent Was Fired 

One instance of tho manner in which 
tho general manager .handled, his 
changes was that of the general su- 
perintendent of the Montana Central 
branch at Great Falls. A railway man 
from Cincinnati was engaged for the 
position at Great Falls entirely \vlili- 
out tho knowledge of tho Incumbent, 
circulars being Issued appointing the 
now man and given to the new super- 
intendent for . distribution lifter, peach- 
ing his headquarters In Montana. The 
first the retiring oftlcer heard of his 
discharge was when the Incoming of- 
lleor handed lilm one of his circulars 
of api)olntment. This caused much 
.surprise and chagrin at Great Falls, 
and caused a w-Ire to be sent by the 
retiring ollicer to the effect that a cer- 
tain party had called with his circu- 
lars, etc., and asking for enlighten- 
ment, The only reply he got from tho 
general manager was: 

"You are supposed to have arrived 
at tho age of discretion, and you 
should therefore know that there is 
not room for two general superinten- 
dents at Great Falls." Cold comfort 
and much grief on the part of the re- 
tiring ollicer. He never got over tho 
shock. Last heard of him he was in 
the Far East stlU writing appeals to 
tho president for reinstatement. The 
young gene,ral manager created more 
or less ha-voo among a lot of the old- 
er ofliclals whom ho dlshcarged from 
time to time, some of whom were re- 
Instated upon order of the president 
But after two years of autocratic dom- 
ineering over Mr. Hill's. pot railroad 
this young general manager began to 
.show signs of desiring to remain for- 
ever, or possibly succeed Mr. HIU at 
no distant day. 

Refusing to Be DIsohargod 

Already he had overstald his time, 
and Mr. Hill was desirous of securing 
his voluntary resignation, Which, When 
not forthcoming after repeated hints, 
Mr. Hill finally forced. This did not 
avail either, for the young man insist- 
ed upon completion, at least, of his 
three-year contract. One evening .Mr. 
Hill walked Into his ollico and ordered 
hhn to leave Immediately. The secno 
wa.s a stormy one, after which Hill 
left for his home. The next iiinnilnK 
the young general m.-nui;?er's dc^^l; anil 
lliat of hi.s chief clerk were fouml out 
In the hall, and Jir. Hill's force of 
clerlrs moved In. 'J'lii.s causfd the 
young man l'> retire ii\nn active ser- 
vice immeiliatfd.v, but he continued to 
receive lil.s salary from Mr. HIU 
monthl.v uj) to ihp expiration of his 
contract, about a year later. 

Some years ago, when Mr. II ill wa.s 
engaged In a legal contest with the 
late (Commodore Kittson, thoro ap- 
iieared a young lawyer from "STork 
slate, who made the statement to Mr. 
HIU that he could win the case for 
him. Mr. HIU told him that under 
tlioso conditions ho should have a nice 
position with the Great Northern, le- 
gal il('i)artmcnt.' He won tho case, and 
not onl.v did ho become chief legal ad- 
viser of the system, but Mr. HIU also 
made liim a i)resent of a fine residence 
on Summit avenue, .St. i'aul, nearly 
op.fiosllo *lie present Hill mansion. But 
the time .•'ime when tlih! little Ycu'lc 
state lawyer ..^tame indeiiendenl, not 
at all offensive, but quiet and dlgnl- 
!lod, minding his own business strict- 
ly, attending to the company's busi- 
ness In every way satisfactorily, but 
ho would go to the ball games as regu- 
larly as they played in St. Paul. 
Lawyer Gained His Point 

Mr. HIU, for some reason, wished to 
get rid of this ofliclal, sent for him, 
and demanded his Immediate resigna- 
tion, whereupon tho olllclal replied 
that ho could not resign without vio- 
lating his contract with Mr. Hill, 
whicli had somo years to run. Mr. 
Hill told him that contract or no con- 
tract, he must quit. But the lawyer 
was a stayer, .''But, Mr. HHl,, I must 
carry: bUtVthat-icontrriqt.i to ;tho letter, 
for I'.wrbte : it' myselT.", ' Mr. Hill saw 
tho point, and tho New Yorker never 



iiad another dLsputo with his president 
and remained with tito company up to 
tile tliiu^ of his death a few years ago. 

In tho early SO's iMr. Hill built a 
stone arch acros-- the Mississippi river 
at IMlnneapolls to acconunodate his 
line, then tlio St. Paul, IMlnneapolls & 
Jlanitolja line, and make a cutoff 
llirnugh tho cenfre of the city of Min- 
nea|)olis. By an arrangement with the 
city of Minneapolis the western ap- 
proacli to this bridge was to -do light- 
ed at the expense of the city, but there 
wss considerable ^pfoorastlnatloh, and 
the lighting was not mstalled when 
trains were about to pass over it. Mr. 
Hill had sent a number of letters to 
the mayor and had about exhausted 
his patience wlien ho turned up per- 
sonally at council meeting ono night 
and they hail an o)ii)ortunlty to hoar 
something wlilcli surprised everybody. 
Bluffing, the City Council 

In effect Mr. Hill told them that, un- 
less the lighting was installed com- 
plete, witliin .a certain nunibor of 
hours, ho would tear down every i-ock 
In that bridge and run his railroad 
outside tho limits of the city and come 
in by tlio use of a "Y," backing Into 
town, as it wore, a plan which he 
later was compelled to adopt to enter 
the cities of Butte, Great Fails and 
Helena. Needless to say, the city 
fathers took tho hint, and Minneapolis 
has conducted herself with strict pro- 
priety over since. 

Mr. Hill's Interests In the North- 
west ramify in many directions out- 
side tho railway property. .In Min- 
neapolis, for instance, a salt concern 
lli wliichi lie was interested sent its 
man to Mr. Hill's -claim agent In St, 
Paul regarding an.overcharge on somt 
salt shipped out of , Minneapolis. The 
clerk In tho St. Paul claim office knew 
nothing of tho ownership of his presi- 
dent, and advised the claimant to buy 
hlK_salt from another concern, whoso 
wareliouso was on tho Great Northern 
tracks in Minneapolis, thereby avoid- 
ing excessive .witching cliarges, etc. 

This advice was given by letter, and 
the corrosiiondenco was turned lri.:tO 
Jlr. Hill, who immediately sent fot"' thb 
head of his claim department. ' ' 
Out of a Job'.in Tan MiliutM 

IMr. HIU asked lilm it -he pisrsonally 
signed every letter, sbnt' out by his de- 



partment. Tho olUcial liositated a mo- 
ment and g.'ivo an evasive rei)h\ but 
on being pinned down, said: "No, sir; 
It would be a physical Impossibility 
for mo to do so." He . \Vas told to go 
back lo his work, and . the employee, 
the underling who actually did sign 
the letter and give tliO; . advice, was 
called In. He admitted, ' the offence, 
but denied any imowledge. Of wrong- 
doing. Ho does not knqw '\Vhy ho was 
discharged, but he:,was ;on the street 
within ten minutes . fropi , this , inter- 
view, out, of =a "job.;: V. 

Archbishop ireiana was or great as- 
slatanco to Mr.' HIU during tho days 
of the old St. Paul L>i Pacilic in buying 
tho property and iioldlng It togotlier 
after its purcharo, A groat many sct- 
llements have sprung up along the 
Great Northern line by reason of the 
archbishop's untiring energy in be- 
half of civilization and the populating 
of his friend's line of railroad. Mr. 
Hill is not a Catholic, but probably the 
fact that Mrs. Hill professes that 
faith is one good reason why this 
deep-rooted friendship exists between 
tho two great minds ..of the Northwest. 
When anything bbrderliig on a strike 
along the' Great 'Northern system Is 
impending, then there Is activity In 
tho archbishop's camp, and something 
is done to quiet the men that noth- 
ing else ever seemed to compare with. 
Archbishop Ireland Is a Power 

It Is said that the archbishop Is tho 
power behind .the throne for peace in 
tlio Northwest, and it looks like the 
truth. Mgrr. Ireland at different times 
has contracted for many parcels of 
land along tho Groat Northern right 
of way, and at times when money was 
tight the Great Northern law depart- 
ment would send tlie hurry call to the 
prelate's ofiico with hints at foreclos- 
ure within 24 hours. After one of 
tliese notices it was not unusual to 
see the private secretary to the presi- 
dent of the Great Northern tripping 
lightly up Third street with a package 
about the size of a St. Paul directory, 
known to contain at different times 
$6,000. or. flO.OOO in : currency, as tlie 
casb 1 happened-; to, be^^eaded for tho 
archbishop's - bfllce. "wMs this a trifle 
■from the good-friend Sfiu to assist the 
archbishop? ;The; sebretary said it 
was. -And thbi'law denartmont of tho 
Great Northern was falmost simul- 



taneously satisfied. A caso of two and 
two. 

On the Great Northern system It has 
been the custom for many years to 
submit all propositions for the expen- 
diture of money in any department, 
outside of what Is known as "llxod 
charges," In the form of a document 
called "Authority for Expenditure No. 
— ." This A. F. H. starts on Us jour- 
ney from the point of origin in the 
superintendent's olllce, or wherever 
else the expense is: desired (tq be, made, 
and reaches the' president's ofBce be- 
fore it becomes vaiia or errcctive. 
Tearing Up tho Sidetrack 

There have been questions raised 
when the performance of tho different 
work under thi.-se A, F. E.'s was ren- 
dered necessary In advance of tho at- 
tachment of tho final signature. Any 
anticipation, however, of this sort was 
fraught with some little danger to the 
ofliclal giving tho order to/ carry out 
such work. An instance c/f this kind 
occurred In the building of a grain 
spur track at a small station in Min- 
nesota. President Hlli had just re- 
turned from a short trip abroad, and 
was on his car starting for an inspec- 
tion trip of tho line. A vast number 
of A. F. E.'s wero on his desk await- 
ing his signature. Those he took wltli 
him to sjgn at leisure while on tlio 

trip. In passing tho station at H , 

just above Fergus Falls, Mr. Hill's 
practiced eye caught sight of a new 
sidetrack constructed Just back of tho 
house track- at this station, and with 
several boxcars standing thereon. 

Quick as a flash he reached for the 
bollcord and stopped the special, back- 
ed into tho station, asked the agent 
liow long, this sidetrack bad been in, 
and the -.agent. replied that the last 
.splka had been driven a few hours be- 
fore, and that the several bo:^cara had 
been spotted on tho track for loading 
out soinu B'o-ln. Mr. HIU gave orders 
Immediately to allow no cars to bo 
loaded on this track, and wired St. 
Paul for authority for expenditure 
numlier to cover this work, and also to 
have tho rails taken up at onco and 
shipped back to St Paul by first 
freight. 

Shipper Tries to Steal IVlarch 
This might appear to be an arbi- 
trary or capricious whim of the rail- 



Career- of the Hon. James Bryce 
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lion. .Tames Bryce, historian, scholar 
and publicist, Is one of tho most strik- 
ing and forceful men in public life to- 
day or at any time since 1880, when ho 
first entered the British House of Com- 
mons for a London constituency. Be- 
foro that he had established a solid 
and ehdurihg rfljputation as an histor- 
ian by the publication'-, of "Tho Holy 
Ttoman Empire," a work destined to 
become a classic In other countries 
tlian England. He had practised with 
success ;it tho bar for some years; lio 
had ,aehl"ved a brilliant reputation a.s 
a thinker and writer on all literary 
and historical subjects; he had accu- 
mulated a store ot inforrnnt'':>>i that 
appears almost Inexh.tustible; ho had 
delved deeply into scientific and phil- 
osojihical problems. Ho had in addi- 
tion written several books of travel 
which added largely to what was 
known of the literature and geography 
of places so far removed as Trans- 
caucasia and Iceland. As a further 
proof of literary versatility, keenness 
of observation and wide acquaintance 
with men and manners came in 1SS8 
his work, "The American Common- 
■wealth," a description of the institu- 
tions and customs of f^'anarla's near 
neighbors, which has become a stand- 
ard work of rc-fercnco In the schools 
and colleges of the United States as 
well as of lOurope and Is reinarl;able 
for its sagacity, literary style and all 
that makes for a work that will en- 
dure. Another book that attracted 
much attention and a great deal of 
criticism fof and against, was "Im- 
pressions of South Africa." In It ho 
described conditions as they appear- 
ed to him on a visit to that country. 
His warning was against Intervention. 
Needless to say now that It was lost. 
Called to the Cabinet. 

After serving somo years In tho 
Hnu.=r. .>f Commons and doing import- 
ant work on two commissions on edu- 
cation, Mr. Bryce was elected for a 
Scottish constituency and when j\Ir. 
Gladstone was called to tho bond of 
tho Government, h.■^ rocoived tbi; nii- 
polntment of Under Secretary fi>r 
Foreign Affairs. As th.^ srcr.'Inry was 
in the House of Lords, the wh.^le work 
of represontlng the Oovenimont In tlie 
House in which tho most important 
delKites on foreign policy ai-c cnllcd 
on fell to him. Here his Inllmalo 
knowli-dgi' of other count rios, of Ihi^ir 
lilstorv. riolicles and rulers, mado him 
a master and he acquitted himself 
brilliantly. Passing through tho popt 
of Chancellor of the Duchy of Lan- 
castor, ho later became president of 
the board of trade, one of tho most 
Important positions In the cabinet. 
Then the Liberals were defeated and 
?.rr. Brvco went Into opposition •v\-ltli 
his party, remaining there until the 
trluinph nf Sir Hf^nry Campbell-Ban- 
nermnn in in().n. TTe was again t.akcn 
iiiln the admitilslratlon as chief sec- 
retary for Ti-claiid with a .seat In the 
Cablriet and hold this office until his 
recent appointment as Ambassador to 
the United States. In opposition ho 
never acted as .a more partisan and 
"his Intervention In debate was all tho 
more Influential as it was always un- 
derstood that bo advocated a policy 
because lie believed it .to be' right and 
not bocau.so of ahy effect. ItX might 
liavo In bringing himself and his Iilb- 
oral collcngurs back again into po-wer." 
Justin McCarthy's Estimate 

Tho quotation Is from Ml'. Justin 
McCarthy's , sketch of Rt. Hon. Jamos 
Bryce and to Mr. McCarthy's study, 
tho following excerpts are credited; 

"I have often noti«?ed the <>ffoct pro- 
duced In tho libraries ;' and committee 
rooms assigned to those who dino and 
to those wtio smoke, v.'hen tho news Is 



passed around that Jlr. Bryco is on 
Ills feet. A member who Is reading 
up some subject In tho, library, or 
writing his letters in one of tho lob- 
bies, or enjoying himself .in.'a dining 
hnll or smoking room, is not likely to 
hurry away from his occupation or 
his enjoyment in order to rush into 
tho debating chamber because he Is 
told that somo loading member of tho 
Government or (Opposition has just 
begun to address tho House. But there 
are somo men on both sides of Mr. 
.Speaker who are always sure to have 
something to say which everybody 
wants to hear, and Mr. Bryce is un- 
questionably one of that happily en- 
dow-od order. When the word goes 
round that Dryco is up, everybody 
knows that something will bo said on 
which ho cannot exactly calculate be- 
forehand, something to which It Is im- 
portant that he should listen, and 
there Is forthwith a rush of members 
Into the debating chamber. There can 
hardly bo a higher tribute to a man's 
importance as a debator than tlic fact 
that his rising to addrass tho House 
creates such ,an effect, and I have seen 
it created acrain and again .whenevc.- 
tho news wont around that 'Bryco 
was on his legs.' 

"This command over tho House, 
Bryce has always held since lio bo- 
camo one of its mombnrs, .and no man 
can hold a more honorable and desir- 
able position. It is all the more to his 
credit because ho does not aim at 
mere originality and never makes it a 
part of his ambition to say sometlting 
astonishing and thus to exclto and de- 
light the m'oro curiosity of his aud- 
ience. He is no lover of paradox; ho 
has no desire to create a sensation; 
ho iner.dy vv.nts lo Impress the Houso 
witli wliat he believes to bo (he tnilii, 
and his groat fiuiility is tlKit of a b.^a- 
con and not ;l H.-ishllglit. His nrgu- 
mpnts appeal to the iiitoUect and tho 
n-asonlng jinw-er: ii.^ spo.-'l.-s of what 
he knows; he has largo resources of 
thou;:;iii. <-\|),T!i.nce and oiisorva tlon to 
ilraw upon, and listeners feel oonvlnc- 
ed befon-hanil that ho will toil them 
s .irclhin.g (l.oy did not know already, 
or will put his case in some now and 
fti iking llKht." 

id r. Bryce :vas one of three who, ac- 
corilliig to Mr. iMcCartliy, inoscrved a 
nghtliig front totho Consorv.atlves af- 
ter the Liberal defeat when Lord Roso- 
bory was leader. Thi» others^ were Sir 
Henry CampbeU-Bannermnn and John 
Morley. During tho dlsheartohlng sos- 
slon which followed defeat, Mr. ISryoe 
made some of his ablost .speeches. He 
had always been a., strong advocate of 
Homo Rule for Ireland, lioing born an 
Irishman, and this subjpi't drew him 
out very often. Afr. JlcCartliy con- 
tinues: 

"Mr. Bryce li,'i.=, in face a form, tho 
cliaractorlsl Ics of a stalwart lighter. 
His forehead is liigh and bro.ad, with 
.strongly marked eyebrows, str.alghtly 
drawn over deep .and penetrating eyes. 
The features are .all strongly modelled 
the nose is straight and st.atuesque, 
the hair Is becoming somewhat thinner 
than It was, but the muslacho and 
beard are still thick and strong. The 
face does not look Irish nor does It 
Koom quite Scotch. Bryce Is a man of 
tho most genial temperament, thor- 
oughly companionable, and capable of 
enjoying ovory Influence that helps to 
brigiiten existonco. Always a student 
of books and of men, he Is never re- 
cluse, and I do not know of anyone who 
seems to get more out of Ufo than docs 
this philosophic historian." 

His Hospitality, 

"Bryoe's London home Is noted for 
Its hospitality, and his dinner parties 
and evening parties give much delight 



to his large circle of friends. Mr. and 
Mrs. Bryce are not Hon hunters, and 
do not rate their friends according to 
tho degree of celebrity each may have 
attained.'. But. they , have no^, need to 
engage In a hunt after lions for tho 
celebrities seek them out as a matter 
of course, and I know of no London 
house where ono is more certain to 
meet distingulsh.id men and women 
from all parts of tho civilized world. 

"Among Bryce's especial recreations 
Is mountain cUjnbing, and he was at 
one time president of tho Alpine club. 
Ho can converse upon all subjects, can 
give to every topic somo illustration 
from his own ideas and own exper- 
iences, and the Intelligent listener al- 
ways finds .that ho carries away some- 
thing new and worthy of remem- 
brance.ifrom any tal.k with him. Al- 
though his strong opinions and his 
earnest desire to maintain what he 
believes to be tho right side of every 
great controversy have naturally 
brought lllm into frequent antagonism 
with the representatives of many an 
Important caso, I do not know of any 
pui)lic man -wlio has mado fewer 
"netrloci nr who Is more generally 
spoken of with respect and .admira- 
tion. I think thai i-;nong his many 
remark.able qualities is tliat sincere 
belief th.at was characteristic of Mr. 
Gladstone, and for which Gladstone 
did not always get due credit — the be- 
lief that every maji, however moder- 
ate his Intellectual qualifications, has 
something to toll wnleh the w-iscst 
would be the bettor for knowing. We 
must all of UH have met scholars and 
thinkers and ])n|l(.lcal leaders whose 
In-born sense of their own capacity 
had an overhearing and oven ojipros- 
sive effect on the or<lliiriry mortal, .and 
made hlni shy of expressing !iims.?lf 
fully Ii^st he .should only ho disiihtying 
his In.'-ptitudo or his iKnoranco In sut-li 
a presence. Bvt tliere is nothing of this 
lo ho ohsorvod In tho genial w.-iy.s of 
James Bryce, and tiio listener finds 
himself unconsciously brought for the 
time to tho level of tho master and 
omboldoned to give froo utterance to 
ids own ideas and opinions." 

"Bryco has .been a member of niot^t 
of tlio great Intellectual and educa- 
tional Institutions of the world, has 
held degrees and honors of various 
kinds from the •universities of Europe 
and the United States and could hard- 
ly trav.'l .-mywhero at home or abroad 
without finding himself In recognlKcd 
associiillon with somo school of learn- 
ing In ever.v place whore Ik} makes n 
stay. Tho 'free-niasonary of lntollo(:t 
and education rill over the world gives 
him rank among Its mpnibers and re- 
ceives him with a welcnnio recogni- 
tion wherever he goes. l'''or myself, I 
may frankly soy that I hope James 
Bryce w-lU henceforward devote him- 
self especially to that political career 
In which he lias accomplished such 
great things. "English public Ufa can- 
not afford to -lose his services now or 
for somo time to como. 

Mr. McCarthy concludes his sketcli 
with a reference to what (ho needs ot 
Liberalism were when he published 
his book (1!)03) and what a valuable, 
nay, almost priceless aid Mr. Bryce 
could give to the strouKthening of that 
party. .Since tlio sketch was written 
many things have como to pass. Tho 
Liberals are once moro victorious. A 
spomlngly shattered party ban, risen 
Ktrengtliened and ro-lnvlgorated. It 
holds a strong hand on tho helm of af- 
fairs. And Jas, Bryce did his share- 
no small part — In making the success 
of thnt party.

Wlion Russell Harding came to tho 
Great Northern from the Missouri Pa- 
ciflc he was apiiointed to a division 
superlntendenoy, and his headquarters 
changed several times, until at the end 
of a few months V he waq made super- 
intendent at Larimore, N. D. 

Moving for Social Reasons 

The general manager's special, on 
tour of inspection, stojjped at Larimore 
to see Mr. Harding. While the ofll- 
cers were stepping off the rear plat- 
form of tho general manager's car, Mr. 
Harding came In at the front door and 
encountered an attache of the operat- 
ing staff and stated to said attache 
that ho was saying both "good morn- 
ing and good-bye," which, ho explained 
meant that he was auout to resign bis 
position with tho Great Northern com- 
pany, giving as a reason that his wife 
would prefer most any other society 
In the world than that of liarlmore. 
The party to whom Mr. Harding ad- 
dressed this conversation In a few hur- 
ried words as they passed through the 
car toward the rear platform, suggest- 
ed to Mr. Harding that instead ot an 
abrupt resignation he ask for transfer 
of headquarters to Grand l.''orks, N.O., 
or somo other more desirable town 
(knowing th.it Mr. Harding stood high 
in tho estimation of his superior of- 
ficers , which advice I\lr. Harding act- 
ed upon, with the result that before 
the day was over an ofliclal circular 
was issued removing Superintendent 
Harding's headquarters tp Grand 
Forks, and he remained In tho service 
of tho company and subsequently was 
promoted, to assistant general super- 
intendent J-with .-headquarters at St. 
Paul, After; holding this position for 
a few months he became vice-presi- 
dent of tho Cotton Belt and w-as llnal- 
ly chosen as third vice-president and 
general manager of the MLssourl I'a- 
cllic system at St. Louis. It will be 
seen that the small affair of the con- 
versation in the car at Larimore was 
the turning point In a successful rail- 
way career. 

Wants to Know Price of Ink 

Mr. HIU has a penchant for asking 
questions which rivals tho famous Li 
Hung Chang. Ono cold mlnter night 
tho president was wrapped in his furs 
striding through tho great, marble hall- 
wa^■ of tho Great Nortliern general of- 
fico building In St Paul, ..when he -sud- 
denly looked in the door of one of the 
offices, asked tho clerk If his chief was 
in, to which the clerk answered In the 
affirmative. Mr. Hill then called the 
clerk to tho railing and propounded 
the following question: "What are we 
jiaying for Ink'.'" The clerk, of course, 
was unable to give tho figures, but 
told Mr. Hill that ho would imincdl- 
ately ascert.aln, and to that end bo 
rushed to the statloner.v department, 
found the stationer just leaving tho 
olllce (it being 7 p. m.). These two 
people worked for over an hour put- 
ting together a typewritten statement 
covering tho different kinds of ink 
bought, prices paid, etc., by the Graet 
Northern for a period of a year prior 
to the prevailing date. Of course, Mr. 
HIU had gone home at once, and* when 
the compilers reached his office they 
found no one there. The statement 
was left for his scrutiny, .but was 
never used, nor referred to in any. way 
by the president. 

Often Asks Fool Questions 

On another occasion while Mr. Hill 
was busy with some gentlemen from 
North Dakota in his private ofl3cc his 
clerk stepped in to lay some papers on 
his desk, and the president addressing 
him said: "William, what Is the analy- 
sis of the water In our well at Church's 
Ferry?" The clerk immediat'-ly post- 
ed for the chief engineer's dcjiarunont, 
where everything was sot aside pond- 
in- llh! invostigatinn "f v,-ator of 
Church's ]'\'rr\-. P.ecords worji gone 
over in an excited iiiiinniM- and .-ill 
hands tuiulded ov.n- f in-niselves in or- 
d(M' to gid liie Infiu-raaf Inn quickly for 
the president. It was learni-d directly 
that tlic coinii.-iny had no well of its 
own at Church's F.-rry, and thinking 
Mr. Hill might have had some other 
place in mind, the clerk reported a.s 
follows: "Mr. Hill, we have no well at 
Church's Perry." 'Whereupon tlio pres- 
ident answered, "I know It," This Is a 
phase of peculiarity of this great mind 
which has kept his employees guess- 
ing for .some years. As oho of his 
many general nianagors expressos it, 
"I believe the i)resident asks a great 
many of these questions in order ijn 
keep his subordinates busy.'' j 
Must Have Deoisive Answers 

One thing Is certain; Mr. Hill will 
not b6 satisfied with any such answer 
as "I think" or "I believe" from any of 
his men. While his special train was 
climbing the Hockics on tho occasion 
when among bis guests wes Henry 
Cannon of CHiaso National bank of 
New York, Mr. HIU asked ono of his 
men, suddenly pointing out to a 
stream: "Is this not the pl;ice where 
wo caught so many nice brook trout 
on our last trip?" Tlio employee, 
while greatly In doubt, gave the im- 
mediate answer in the allirmative. The 
train was stopped and the party went 
fishing for brook trout. It happened 
to bo the place to which Mr. HIU re- 
ferred, but they did not catch any fish. 

Those who have been in Mr. Hill's 
employ for any Idngth of time use the 
personal pronoun "I" In his presence 
as rarely as possible. ' On tho occas- 
ion of arranging for a special train 
for a party Mr. HIU sent for the gen- 
eral passenger agent, which ofilcial 
happened to bo out of his offlce, but 
his assistant, a recent irnport.atlon 
from a competing line, answered tho 
summons. The president Introduced 



this young offlcial to tho gentlemen 
present and directed him to arrange 
tho details. Itinerary, etc., for their 
special train, which was done In tho 
passenger department within the fol- 
lowing hour. 

Squelching a Passenger Agent 

The passenger ofliclal, feeling elat- 
ed over his bulng able to serve tho 
president personally, mot with tlio 
gentlemen and Mr. HIU, presented tho 
itinerary with quite an elaborate 
speech, in whlch.,thei?o were a reck- 
less ]iumbbr':.tff;'-pbrsbnal. pronoun "I's," 
much to Mr. Hill's" disgust. The vis- 
ions of sudden promotion to tho gen- 
eral passenger agency received a sud- 
den shock v,-hcn Mr. Hill abruptly told 
lilin to go back to his own ofllce aud 
he, Mr. Hill, would attend to the run- 
ning of the railroad. This treatment 
so Kurin-ised and grieved tho young 
aspirant for passenger honors that ho 
rejiaired to a Robert street safe to 
drown his sorrows. When last seen by 
a number of: his .co-employees all.ha 
could say 'was;''-'fHe .'dldn't;db 'a;Vthing 
to me." '-''t 

When the little town ' bf.-Beit,'>Morit'J 
was 30 0»yH old Its - 'population .{bx- 
cecded 1,200 people, the industry of the 
town being the making of rake under 
Great Northern, ownership.

the Great ^hit6 Plague 

Paper Read by Dr. C. J. Fagan at Annual Meeting of the Anli-Tuberculoois Association 




Tho following paper comprising a 
history of tho flght against the. whitdi 
plagiie-^consumption — was /rbad at: tho 
annual meeting of the Antl-Tuberoul- 
osla' Association by Dr. C. J. Fagan: 
Twenty- flvo centuries ago Hippo- 
crates wrote that tuDorculosls was a 
curable affection provided that it was 
treated at a .s.iltlciently early stage. 
Many of the ancient authors, such as 
Celsus, TPUny Galon and others, ex- 
pressed simlllar opintona and Insisted 
on tho importance of a suitable cli- 
mate and good living. Later, It was 
accepted as a fact that consumption 
was hereditary and incurable, and this 
erroneous view continued till our 
knowledge on the pathology of tuber- 
culosis which originated In the gen- 
ius of, Laennec paved the way for the 
radical alteration of the, views held 
by tho ■ tnajorlty of physicians with 
rogftrd to the curability and .treatment 
of tho disease which was brought 
about chiefly by the teaching of Cars- 
well. In 1831; this author wrote, 
"Pathological atiatoiny has never af- 
forded stronger evidence of the cura- 
bility ot a disease than in the case 
of phthisis." This opinion has been 
supported by every suuscquent observ- 
er. That tills view was able to gain 
{Tround u.s rapidly as it did was duo 
In no small measure to tho establish- 
ment in England of special hospitals 
for consumption; namely, the Royal 

> Soa-Batlilng Infirmary for. Scrofula, at 
Margate. .In' 1701^:-th6V,K>yal hospital 
for diseases' of the chest in London in 
1814, and the Brompton hospital for 
consumption in 1841. 

Ntvj Science 'jf Bacteriology 
Further progress towards a true 
conception of tuberculosis was made 
by Pasteur's creation of tho new sci- 
ence/. o£:bactertology,,, by VlUemin's 
domon8tmtl6nvln!1865/iof the fact that 
the disease can bo transmitted by ani- 
mals by means of Inoculation, by 

iKoch's announcement In 1883 of liis 
memorable discovery that tuberculosis 
is an infective disease and depends 
for Its Inception upon bacillus. 

The advance of our pathological 
knowledge during recent years has 
made it possible to formulate the 
real principles upon which the treat- 
ment of this disease should bo based 
but we owe a deep debt to those mem- 
bers of the medical profession who, 
from time to time during the last cen- 
tury, made an effort, in spite of fhe 
contumely poured upon them by tlielr 
fellow practitioners, to carry out the 
treatment on the basis we now adopt 
In 1840, George Bodllngton, of Sutton 
Coldneld, Warwickshire, England, 
wrote an essay on "The Cure of Pul- 
monary Consumption on Principles, 
Natural, Rational and Successful," in 
which he Insisted on the Importance 
of a generous diet, fresh air day and 
night, "together with systematic ar- 
rangements "with regard to e.xerciso 
and general treatment, and the watch- 
fulness daily — nay, almost hourly — over 
a patient of a medical superintendent." 
Bodlngton (emphasized his views on ne- 
cessity of a. continuous supply of fresh 
alr by thls:s'entenc6: , "Cold Is never too 
in tehaa .for; a : consumptivo patient; the 
apartment should ; be: •: kept ^.wiBU--' aired,' 
so that it shbuld rescrribliB the pure' air 

ybiitside, pure air being used in the 

rtreatmont as much as possible." This 
author met with the most bitter arid 
contemptuous treatment, being re- 
garded as a lunatic; his patients were 
driven from his institution, whicli by 
the irony of fate ho was compelled to 
turn Into an asylum for the reception 
of the insane. His sanatorium was the 
first of its Hind in the world, and with- 
in its walls, for several years previous 
to the publication of his essay, Bod- 
lngton had practised his principles and 
effected many cures. 
.. Founder of Sanatorium Treatment 

The man, however, who must bo re- 
garded as the founder of the sanator- 
ium treatment of tuberculosis Is Her- 
mann Brehmer, for he persisted, in spite 
of fierce opposition and oftentimes 
abuse, with hi.s methods, which were 
more systematic and thorough tlian 
those of Ills predecessors, and he fln- 
;illy convinced the world of their 
soundness and Importance, Brehmor's 
thesis for ills final aegree {185fi), 
"Tuberculosis primi.s in stadils semper 
curablils," was characteristic of his 
life's work; in 1859 he wes permitted, 
owing.. to, the Influence of his, friends 
Huinbolt andi,i Schphlein^ to open a sah- 

ratbVliim at; Qorbefsa'or,. arid In 1886 he 

-pybll8h6d his well-known' book. 

• ' .■.General ,ivaccepitance of Brehmer's 
views did not dome at once; Indeed, 
iCimo. of tho grounds upon which they 
were based have since been shown to 
be eri'oncous. His supporters met 
With little encou,ragement and not In- 
fre<iuentl)r with' reproach; but It Is 
owing to them, to such men as Rohden, 



Dettweller, and Otto Walther In Ger- 
matiy. Sir Herman Weber In England, 
and Blalco and E. ;B. Trudeau Iniv/tlie. 
air sanatorium : treatment as tho best 
have at 'last come to regard tlie open 
air senatorlum treatment as the best 
remedy for tuberculosis. 

Consumption is familiar to every- 
one. The doctors call it "Tubercul- 
osis of tho Lungs." Tlic disease Is 
widespread, but chiefly found in cen- 
tres of population, — in the cities. In 
British Columbia there are today some 
800 cases, mainly in persons between 
the ages of 15 and 'IS, the period of 
greatest activity and usefulness. In 
fact of all men dying between these 
ages, nearly one-third dlo of tubercul- 
osis. 

Disease Not Hereditary 

Formerly it' was tho,Ught,: -that .the 
disease was lierlditary,''"lh 'the blopd," 
as the saying goes. It was believed 
that any, chljd.of a consumptivo fath- 
er ' was altnoat ' sure to develop tuber- 
culosis of the lungs later In life. That 
Is not so. Such a child may start o\it 
with a poor stock of vitality and with 
a lessened amount of resistance, but 
never with seeds of tho disease in sys- 
tem. Brought up under favorable con- 
ditions, and with proper ovorsight, a 
cliild horn of coji-sumptlve parents may 
pass through lite in the enjoyment of 
fah- good health. 

In fact, the old-time mystery about 
consumption has been swept, away. 
Wo know now three .things; flrst,^the 
disease is Commimlcablo, that Is to 
say, it Is communicated from person 
to person; second. It is Preventable to 
a largo extent by tho exorcise of 
reasonable care and the observance of 
a few simple precautions; and third, it 
is Curable in the majority of cases, 
if treated in time, completely and la.st- 
Ingly cui-able. 

The only direct cause ot consumption 
is tho entrance and growth in tho 
lungs of a certain microscopic organ- 
is'm (or germ or microbe, to use fam- 
iliar names) called the Bacillus Tuber- 
culosis. . . ... . 

When this germ :;Is^^preaent • In the 
lungs In sufficient numbers It produ- 
ces small or larger disease centres; 
these centres of disease increase in ex- 
tent and finally cause much destruc- 
tion of the substance or the lung. 

From tho lungs of a consumptivo 
large numbers of these germs may 
be coughed up and spit out. Ordinar- 
ily the majority of them perish, es- 
poclallv if they be exposed to fresh 
air and sunshine. But Is i.s possible 
^or some to enter immediately the 
lungs of other people and produce 
centres of disease; or a p.art of tlie 
gorms may lie around In damp .places, 
or bo blown about In room dust., and 
street dust, for ' days and <even for 
weeks. Indeed, this Is the way In 
which consumption Is spread; both 
adults and children acquire It by 
breathing In the dried matter from the 
lungs of those who already have the 
disease. . .;: • 

Some Contributing .Factorjs i^ '. 

The conditions under '~:w'hichXs 
people live renders !then^'7morbvllable' 
to i consumption.- Dust'iarid ^dlrt,' and 
darkness' arid ;dariipries8, as found In 
raany. places; old dwellings; and farm, 
houses; ; Insufficient food, food of iK)or 
quallty:'i'and ibadly cooked; neglect of 
personal 'bleanllness; Intemperance; all 
those are contributing factors. Tho 
surroundings In which many adults and 
children are compelled to work — as in 
some shops and stores, in cellars, in 
tenement rooms and sweatshops — are 
projudlcal to liealth. Dusty work, like 
coal-mining, sorting feathers and 
clgar-maklng; occupations In which 
the worker bends forward and com- 
presses tho chest, as in type-setting 
and shoe-cobbling; work that puts a 
strain upon the lungs, like glass-blow- 
ing; ' all these predispose to the dis- 
ease by taking away from tho body 
a part of its natural powers of resis- 
tance. So too do tho custom of keep- 
ing windows closed and of overheat- 
ing tho rooms in which wo- live and 
work. 

Children are often consumptivo. The 
little children take the disease read- 
ily l)oausc they play on the floor and 
on the ground in tho dust; they raise 
.a dust; they inhale tho ge;'ii.-Iad.'-n 
dust; and they i>ut their dirty lingers 
In their mouths. Parents and others 
Who , are . consumptive fondle; and kiss 
the little /'ones; this, tod, is -a source of 
peril. If a child Is noticed 'tb.'''become 
easily tired, to have pale cheelcs and 
eyes unnaturally bright, ,to cough, and 
to ; grow thin, take a warning! Go 
and see a doctor. Begin- treatment 
early with children, .^f6r> tl^e . '.disease 
in them Is twice as curable as it', is 
in older people. ' '. 

'^uberqulosls . is, the great urgent san- 
itary problem of the new century. In 



no other direction can such largo res 
ults be achieved ..soucertalnly and at 
: sucli relatively sniM5Sb.ost."-pThe time 
Is not far distant when those Prov- 
inces and Municipalities, ■ which have 
not adopted a comprehensive plan for 
dealing with tuberculosis will be re- 
garded as criminally negligent in their 
administration of sinnitary , affairs and 
inexcusably blind to their own best 
economic interests. 

.Civilization's Worst Enemy 
This insidious disease which wo call 
consumi'tlon, phtlilsis or tuberculosis 
of the lungs,, is tho most terrible dcs 
troyer of lives with which civilization 
has to contend. Within the last few 
years science has shown the natur 
of the disease nnd has clearly demon- 
strated Its cause, how it flourishes and 
sjireads, how it declines and disai 
pears. Tho time has now arrived 
wlien It becomes the duty of all of us 
to assume a more aggressive attitude 
In order to bring about a more In- 
tolllgent interest on tno part of the 
general public to the necssity of tak 
Ing proper "precautl.ons'i municipal a: 
well as Individual, In relation to tubei- 
culosis, some of the known and now 
gonerally accepted facts regarding tho 
nature of this disease are to bo born 
In mind. 

The disease known as tuberculosis 
iiUii attack anv organ or tissue in the 
body. When it affects tho lungs it is 
called pulmonary, tuberculosis or con 
.Mumptlon. In this form It causes about 
one-seventli of all ilie deaths occur 
ring in the hum;in i-ace, and omitting 
the deatlis among cliililren up to fif- 
teen yeans and adults after sixty, we 
tiiKl it causes about a quarter of all 
deaths, so that its ravages are mostly 
deadly at a period when the life of an 
individual is most useful. The .death 
roll from tuberculosis is Iri this proV' 
ince about 200" every year.^ 'Jh Can- 
ada it exceeds twelve thousand every 
year. 

It has been proved beyond a doubt 
that a living germ called the tubercle 
bacillus Is the cause, and only cause 
of tuberculosis. When these germs 
find their way into tho body they mul- 
tiply there; If conditions are favor- 
able for their growth, they produce 
now growths or nodules (tabercle.s) 
wiiich tend to soften. The discharges 
from the softened tuljorcleK, contain- 
ing the living germs, are thrown off 
from the body In parlous ways. • 
Danger in ' Expectoration 

In pulmonary tuberculosis the ex- 
pectoration discharges contain tho 
germs, often in enormous numbers. It 
has been proved that in the course of 
twenty-four hours, many millions of 
tubercle bacilli may be disciiargcd un- 
der certain conditions by one person 
suffering from tuberculosis. The gc;-nis 
thus thrown off do not grow outside 
the living body, except under artiliclal 
conditions, but they may and often do 
retain their vitality and virulence for 
long periods. As tuberculosis can only 
result, from the; action- -.of,, these* germs, 
.i,tH;fono\Ts,..5froVn:,whditi!',has*^ 
■that when the -dlsease-'ls 'acq'ulred;.*it 
mast be acquired from receiving Into 
■the body tho living germs that have 
come from some other human being 
or animal affected ^\■ith llie disease. 
Ordlnai-lly the sputum of the consump- 
tive is the means of thus spreadln.g and 
connnunlcdtlng consumption. 

AVhilo the moat and milk of tuber- 
cular cattle may bo important sources 
of danger, yet tho disease as a rule 
is acquired througii its connnunicatlon 
direct from man to man through tho 
very general, very dangerous practice 
of unnecessary spitting. 

The cxpectnratliui of tuberculosis 
persons fretiuently hul.ges in places 
where it afterwards dries, as on hand- 
kerchl(-fs, clothing. carp.-ts, lloors, 
sidewalks or vehicles. After drying 
It is very apt In one way or another 
to become pulverized, and then, 'by 
means of wind, trailing skirts or other 
causes, It floats In the air as dust. 

Pulmonary tuberculosis is- usually 
produced by breathing' air in which 
the living germs are suspended as 
dust or attracted to dust; such dust 
may retain for weeks, or even months, 
or longer, its powers of causing the 
disease. It .should bo distinctly un- 
derstood liiat the element of danger 
is tho dried and i)ulvorlzed sputmn, 
and not tlie breatii of tuberculous pa- 
tients or the moist sputum received 
into proper cups. The breath and 
moist sijutum are practically free from 
danger,- because tho germs arc not 
dislodged from the moist surface. 'J'he 
act of coughing or speaking may ex- 
pel particles containing Infective mat- 
ter. If all discharges were destroyed 
at tho time of their exit, by far the 
greatest danger of oommurilcatlori from 
man to man would be removed. 



Iningine, if you can, that you are 
Hearing Khartoum by rail, after 1,000 
miles of comparative waste and bar- 
renness, whicli liiis become by this 
time rather wearisome. Home one le-lls 
you that the city is in siglit. You iooic 
towards it and are charmed, for it 
seems a veritable l-Jden of verdure af- 
ter your late oxpi.-rlence. Backed by 
tho African blue of tho tsky, and bow- 
ercd In beautiful masses of green in- 
terspersed vvith feracoful- palms, rises 
tho white palace 6f''=the governor, a 
gllHtoning mass of buildings In which 
beauty and eloganoo .have not been 
sacrificed to certain military consider- 
ations wliicli wl.sely entered into tho 
design of -.i struetui-e tliut was to rise 
upon the s(-one of tlordon's tragic end. 
iio Its walls are stout, and along the 
river front they present a very plain 
and militant appearance. 

The verdant iippoaranec of tho city, 
which adds so much to the straufje 
cliarm of its situation, is duo to tlio 
fact tliat tho Dervish hordes who did 
their best to destroy what Gordon left. 
Including his palace, never tlioiight of 
cutting down the trees, many of which 
Gordon himself had placed tiiere; 
While all his rose trees were left by 
tho Mahdist vandals just as he plant- 
ed them, and still hcnr witness in tho 
garden of the govcrnur-gonoral to tho 
heroic soldier's care for simple things 
amid the desj/erate defence of the be- 
leaguered rily. 

From the rU'er I'rnnl one enters the 
l)ahiee b.v an arcfied gatewa>- in tlic 
long wall. Onco. inside, a charming 
Jjlcturo ca])tivales our gaze — green 
lawns Kha.d(!d b.v heautlful masses of 
foliage, vialas of fair gardens ablaze 
with flowers of many a hue, botl: 
tropical and European, which lure one 
in every direction as one gazes on tho 
park-lllco scene where sun and shad- 



ow divide their reign amid niagulli- 
cent trees .-ind tiny streamlets of 
sparkling water. The grounds arc In 
all about eleven acres in extent, and 
present a triumph of assiduous gar- 
dening in such close proximity to tho 
equator. 

Tho garden front of tlio palace is 
destined to .secure tho nKi.\inuim 
amount of coolness and coint'orl with 
Its trii)le tiers of arcliod coionnad(!s 
formed in a liolloy square. Artistically 
curving tliglits of steps lead from 
the rosery to the lower collonade. 
This is based upon a furtlier series of 
arches, which also do much to secure 
tho coolness of tho Interior. One of 
tliese flights of sti-ps ieatls iiasi thi- 
scone of Gordon's last slaiiil and death, 
and this is marked for the benefit of 
future generations with an Inscription 
upon a granite slab. Tlio stale; and 
private apaitmonts are h;indsfime, 
well-proportioned rooms, and tliero can 
be onl.v one oiilnion- that, chaffed as 
tiiey nia.v have l)cen at different times 
over other uchlevements, Khartoum 
and its palace will always i-emain a 
splendid monimiont to the arclilteotur- 
al ingenuity, of the ,,Royal:j,Englneors. 
They; aeslfenVa and-; d'epprate pal- 
ace, and it is lipbri their'plaris' that so 
many linn buildings have been, and are 
being, erected In the city at tho pres- 
ent moment. 

Kiiarloum has been so rapidly mod- 
ernized tiiat it is impossible to say 
where it will stop when tho completion 
of the great transcontinental line 
place,--! it on one of llic world's great 
commercial highway."!. Already in its 
present state of dovolopmenl a splen- 
did monument of British civilizing on- 
erg.v, it is tho wonder of iielioklora 
from Europe nnd Amorlcu, who walk 
up and down In tho wido streets laid 
out at right angles to one another 



ai/d traversing this now African me- 
tropolis in all directions from the cen- 
tral position of the Gordon Square. 

Beside the palace of the govornor- 
geneial Ihere rises not far distant an- 
other haiulsDnie blork of ljuildlngs. 
'.I'hese are tlie lie.-Khiuartcr olhces of 
tlie Souilan goveriinii.'nt, for Khartoum 
will always remain the seat of admin- 
istration. Then, adding distinction t<i 
oilier parts of the city, there is llie 
Gordo. 1 ciilleKc\ the war ollice, the 
courts of justice, post aiul lelegr.-iphs, 
government stoi-es, ])o!icc and military 
barracks, Burldieli, all handsome speci- 
mens of ayoljlteeturc evolved by the 
genius' Of the Royal l-^ngineens. Be- 
sides these, the banks 'aro housed In 
exiremoly lino buildings, while" numer- 
ous and beautiful, prl-yate- residences 
aro rising up on--' all sides. There Is 
excellent liotel acoonimpaatiou for vis- 
itors, who always troo'p dov.n by rail 
during I he Calrf> season, and for resl- 
(lenls there Is the .Soudan Club. Tlie 
eiitvaiire foo ol^ the latter Is not ex- 
travagant, Init its subscri))tion Is up 
to the size of a good iclnb In London, 
fcu- those whi.i livi; In Khartoum. Tin; 
dinners are good and lis rooms com- 
fortably furnished, while polo and race 
meetings make It a general rendesj- 
vous. 

As a setting to the, many architec- 
tural features of the city, beautiful 
gardens have been' laid out in many 
directions and planted with trees anil 
flowers. For two miles along the river 
side runs a promenade shaded with 
pnlms and other trees, while shubber- 
les attract llie eye on ail sides, In 
wlilcli the llora almost entirely belongs 
lo the .Soudan. Here Khartoum so- 
ciety rides and walks, or iiercliance It 
betak-e-s itself to tli(> zoolnKleal gar- 
dons, in wlilcli a iniiitary band al- 
ways plays on Sundays. 

It is a jiity that more of tlio actual 
building of now Kliartoum could not 
have boon given to natives, Imt the 
Jlahdlst terror which destroyed the 
land and all its ancient handicrafts is 
responsible for tho fact that tlio work 
has bod- to be given to Italians. The 



natives,' however, are eager to be 
'taught .everytliing, and under the be- 
nign riilo of Britain the country Is be- 
ing once moro repopulated, and as a 
shlekh observed to me the other day, 
"Our people liavo never known such 
blessings, such peace and justice be 
fore." — Pall Mall Gazette. ; 



Half Hour Gardening 



Five minutes a day will keep Insects 
down moro thoroughly than three 
hours onco a week spent In lighting 
them. 'Sf^^^^a''- 

Begin tho flve-miniite 'fights before 
tlio insects have settled down to 
houseliceping. ♦ 

Get three old tin buckets or little 
kegs or any similar oia receptacles 
holding a quart or more. Drop a bar 
of common yellow soap in one and 1111 
It with water. Put Bordeaux mixture 
into another, mixing according to tho 
directions that come on tho box. Fill 
tiio. third with water and make it your 
practice to drop into , it all the cigar 
stumps and other tobacco that usually 
goes into th.o house waste. 

Keep those throe ready mixed 'Insect 
and fungus killers somovvhero in a 
secluded spot -where they -will bo very 
handy and y6t out of sight. Cover 
them with a board to keep rain out 
and prevent, evaporation. Alongside of 
them leave an old'cup, a' worn-out dli) 
per or a rusty sprinkling pot, also an 
old whlskbroom or a worn-out paint 
brusir. 

At odd moments go to this bug-kill- 
er corner and with tho brush stir the 
soap till you have a thick lather. Fill 
tho cup witli it or douse the brush or 
wliiskbroom in It and spatter it over 
anv bush where you seo bugs. Don't 
be" afraid of putting 11 on thick. It': 
a jov to see rose beetles and cater 
pillars of all kinds curl up and go out 
of business when the soap hits them. 
And not only will the foliage and buils 
lie clearod^, but ,the soapy water will 
drip down arid .aoalc into the . ground, 
where t It, idoes- : two useful things at 
onco; It.klUs' the grubs that are hatcli- 
ing under the soli and it fertilizes the 
earth excellently. 

Whenever you see leaves turning 
yellow or curling up or goitlng 
strangely spotted and mottled, go lo 
your poison nOok and fill the brush 
with Bordeaux mixture and spatter It 
over the affected plant. 

When you start on a stroll around 
your garden fill the cup oi' sprinkler 
Willi toliacco water and .sprinkle it 
over roses or clirysarilhemums, or any 
other plant that has a bug. on it. Don't 
wait till you seo two bugs.' One i Is 
enough. Douse the'plarit at bhce-'and 
there won't be two. One hug on a 
iilant today mayljitriean- -two huhdred 
tomorrow. ■ ;' 

If you don't want to work enough 
to keep the tlireo insect killers, con- 
fine yourself to tlio soap and water. 
Tell your kitchen help to pour all tho 
soapy water ot washday somewhere 
where you can dli) into it whenever 
you want a ono-minutc fight with the 
great American garden-bug. 

If, on the other hand, you are very 
amliitlous, you . can convert your 
poison-nook into quite a laboratory, 
l^or Instance, you can add add to it 
!i box In w-liieh can b.D put tiio soot 
from the cellar fnrnncc and the kit- 
chen chimney. This is both a ferlli- 
Jzer and a sur<» notice of ejectment to 
many bugs, siach-as. the tiny black 
hopping beetl* that.'eats asters,- rad- 
ishes arid egg ijlelnfs;': : v;: ,„.• - . .•, ■' ; 
:,Keop a llttlj* ;;plle ;of .flrio , ooal. ashbs 
there, too, tb„ Wt':,over flo>vers or vegor 
tcibles. ,U Me^va insects off and Isn't 
bad for c]nyf^r ground, because It 
helph to keep It loose. 

Ten cents worth of finely pulverized 
sulphur can \yf kept In a jar. It's ex- 
cellent to aid around the roots ot 
shrubs if yoK suspect tliat ci-awlers 
and grubs arP- making froo there. 

3\Iost bugs fJ.sten to the underside ot 
plants. Seize the ))lant or shrub with 
the loft hand, bond it over gently !is 
far as you can without harming it, and 
with tho right liand spatter the under- 
side of the le/ivos and twigs with tlio 
brusli or whlskbroom or you can even 
smear the thick' soap, lather on with 
your hand alone. 

Slack Timo Pruning 

TTnloss you wish lo raise brambles 
rather than bloom, you must trim the 
rose buslies tind trim thoni severely 
and early. It is not necessary to use 
tho heavy shears, made for this pur- 
pose, for there are many successful 
growers of roses who never use them. 
A grass slcklo -will do' It- beautifully, 
or the big blftdo of a pocket knife kept 
well sharpened will servo every pur- 
pose. With the exception of climbing 
rose'S, all bushes should be trimmed 
back each .spring .-ilmost to llie 
ground. Don't be afraid to cut. Leave 
only three or four buds to each shoot 
and have no fear of the result. 'I'he 
flowers will be larger, riclier and far 
more iilontiful than ever liefore. 
Climbers also should be cut l)aek each 
spring, but not so niucii. Take about 
one-third of last season's growth only, 
and be glad. - 

Matching Flov/or Colors 

Blue lark-siiurs look very fetching 
indeed in the neighborhood of golden 
and brown calliopls and the same 
shades of nasturlhima. 

Morning glories, bachelor's but Inns 
and swoi^t pens iirnduce about the 
same list of .--Oiad'-s — lilue, pink, nia- 
roon and white. They look well to- 
gether. 

When you li.-ivo two masses of flow- 
ers whose colors clash, you arc al- 
ways safe In planting a mass of white 
between. 



Garden Advice 

Stir the, soil around yonv jilants 
every timo you Iiavo nothing worse; to 
do. It "works wonders." Don't make 
elaborate pre|)aratlons or feel that you 
must leave it till you "have time." Vou 
don't need more than two or iliree 
minutes a, stir uj) life of a big shi-ub 
or even a tree. Two minutes devoted 
lo loosening the, earth around, the 
fuchsia, aster, rose. or spiraea b^ds will 
1)0 repaid by sturdier growth and 
quicker development, 

J''lve minutes (five minutes watch 
time, not tho "five miniates" of eom- 
moreo, that may mean half an hour 
is, quite enough to stir u]) the dormant 
energy of a good-sized geranium bed 
so that your neighbors will marvel at 
its richness and size of bloom. 

Don't waste lime looking for your 
tools. If they aren't right at hand, 
pick up a cane, or a poker or a elotlios- 
phi or a. twig. If nolliing else Is in 
sight use your lead pencil. If you are 
happily devoid of fusslncss, u.so your 
fingers. It will do them good. Just 
poke In among tho roots and sllr 
around a bit. 

Don't use a spade. If you use regu- 
lar gardening tools, talco tho hoc or 
the spading fork. They will go be- 
tween the roots whllo the spado will 
chop thoin off.

The stately pile across - James Bay, 
the building of which anchored tho 
capital at Victoria, and which Is the 
pride of tho province, Is the tenement 
of institutions tho iinporlanco and 
magnitude of wliich are Kcarcely ap- 
preciated by tiiose not intimately as- 
sociated with legislative and executive 
worit. To many a passerby tho mag- 
nificent structure, wltl\ its aggrega- 
tion of departmental wings, l3, with 
respect to tho councils which , take 
place within, a matter of speculative 
curiosity. In tho Interval , between tho 
sessions of the IoglHlature,'',the;;routliic 
work of the deiiartniont'igoes'roh and 
nobod.v cares excepting thosts who 
have business witli tho government. 
Those departments In themselves. If 
their work were better understood by 
the general ijubllc, would, in their ad- 
justment, relations to oacli otiier and 
final results in the adniinistrativo acts 
of tlio government, do inucii to con- 
vince thi! geninal public tliat olUclcnt 
government is not child's play and a 
government i)osition no sinecure. 

It is, howovor, wlion tho House is in 
session, legislation being enacted and 
the adininistrallon of tlio government 
passing, under revIe\V that the parlia- 
ment Miulldings become tlio centre of 
Intereiat,' There Is then someUalng 
more doing than red tape, and the ycti 
or nay of the'depaTtmetitarhead. Day 
by day tho galleries are visited, often 
by throngs who sit during long ses- 
sions, fascinated by tho Ki)octacle bo- 
low, of tho i-eprosontatives of tlie peo- 
Iile dealing with questions which af- 
fect the development of the vast re- 
sources of tho country, giving atten- 
tion to legal and other enactments u])- 
on which Die moral welfare of tho 
people depends, making improvomonts 
In tho pulilio serviei!, evolving an edu- 
cational system and doljating tho pos- 
sibilities of keciiing taxtition at e\, mini- 
mum while expenditure upon public 
utilities shall not suffer reduction. 
Known to Few 

Even at such limes the number of 
tlioRo w-lio can avail theinselvos of a 
knowledge of the ways of the House 
at first hand is necessarily limited, 
and tho imiiresslons created upon tlio 
few who visit the sessions fi-om day 
to day are lost upon tho multitude who 
perhaps, could profit better and need 
.them j.more- than those who make the 
pbservatloris.: .T,he representatives of 
tho people- are , not universally 'known. 
The member^ for V this.' or. that district, 
It may be presumed, is known to riicst 
of his constituents, unloaa he bo non- 
resident. The cabinet ministers aro 
more widely known, hut the charac- 
teristics and personnel of the assem- 
bly as .1 whole is an unknown quan- 
tity to the cniintry at large. AVhilo tho 
procfcdlngs of tlie House are faithfully 
reiiorteii in tlie press, the speeches of 
members arc not so reported, perhaps 
because not worth reporting, but moro 
likely beeau.so tho newspapers have 
not sutliricnt space to report the vapid 
declamations of tlio gallery artist or 
even the more ponderous and dlgniilod 
periods of the oxiierienced statesman. 

For these reasons tho men who 
should bo best known by the people 
are strangers to them. How they con- 
duct themselves upon tho liustings is 
iknown- ,to every voter, hut how they 
conduct v-thpmselves in the House of 
Parllanierit ls jhe privileged knowledge 
of those who can go there and see. 
How they vote upon a ccrtath bill may 
bo advertised through the "usu'ril" chan- 
nels, but why they did so, the phil- 
osophy of this or that piece of legisla- 
tion — If a phrnae may be coined — is 
often darksome. Time was when pub- 
lic men were the cynosures of all eyes, 
not liocause they were soon, or even 
known, but because their personallt.v, 
peculiarity, i(llosyncrac\-, sagacity, 
perspic;icity and many otlier things 
were the subject mailer of racy com- 
ment in tho iieriodicals of the hind. It 
is different now-, and wo have not 
gained, but lost, by the change. 
Changes 

To tho visitor who steps into the 
gallery for tho first time since last 
year's session the first impression is of 
the changes in tho personnel of the 
govornmorit, or rather of the House, 
for a distinction must bo maintained 
liotwecn tho government and tlio 
House. Hon. D. I\l. Eberls sits in tho 
place so long occu|iied liy i\tr. Pooley, 
the Speaker's chair. Nor does Mr. 
Eberts seem either unhappy or uneasy 
in the place. His unassuming "Arc 
you ready for the questlbn?" thrice re- 
peated, breaks musically- on the ear, 
and while to . some of- ' us oldtimers 
Mr, Pboley's absence caused a shock; 
reconciliation was easy. 'Wilson, 
too, was hot there, and though' ^ye all 



. know It soemod strange. R. F. Green 
is gone, too, and there aro not a few 
'wlio sigh Alas! Both govevmnuut and 
• opposition have seen other changes, 
but these need no detailed remark. 
. They aro not "impressive." 
i TJie , second Impression which 
reaphei^itHe'; gallery Is tlio complacency 
of the' government over Its Increased 
ihiajorlty. Every member sits snugly 
I in Ills place as though he felt ejection 
' impossible. That look of apprehen- 
sion which was often noticeable last 
year has faded away, and tho youth of 
those who sit to the right of the 
.Speaker has been donowed by at least 
four years. 

I Shnllarly a change has come over 
'the spirit of the opposition. It has 
apparently been subdued. Last year 
there was never a moment but one in 
which something might happen, and 
by some freak of chance a division 
result In the overthrow of the minis- 
try. Naturally this whetted the ap- 
petite of each member on tho left for 
nlaco and power, and 'much valuable 
I Ume was wa.sted In seeking to defeat 
the government, It appears no longer 
' BO. The left has settled down, not in 
' sullen discontent, but with the obvious 
i discovery of its functions and a reali- 
I zatlon that It is up to tlicm to inalco 
I good.

, aro native- sons of British Columbia, 
the notable exception In this instance 

being 

Tho Premier 

Hon. Richard McBride was born in 
New Westminster, and thougli it Is 
init eleven years since ho lirst essayed 
a political career, ho has risen to a 
position of distinction by tlio assent of 
his , colleagues, , the , .members , of tiie 
House - and of :itho country, that does 
rare credit to - a native son. Like most 
parliamentarians, Mr. McBrlde is a 
lawyer by profession, having gradu- 
ated from Dalhousle university, tak- 
ing the degree of L.L.B. He Is a 
sc'nlor member of tho law firm of JIc- 
Brlde & Kennedy, of New Westmin- 
ster. Mr. McBride first entered tho 
political arena in 1S3C, when the gen- 
oral elections resulted in the return 
of the Laurler government and the 
defeat of so many of tho Britisii Col- 
umbia candidates. Ho, however, fol- 
lowed his political inclinations •■md 
entered tho provincial contest in 18'J8, 
when he wa-s elected representative of 
tho Dewdney riding, which constitu- 
ency-he, continuously, represented ever 
since. ■ until VhoA became tho senior 
represcntatlve 'for Victoria city at the 
last provincial election. 

Mr. .McBrido entered the Dunsmuir 
cabinet In 1900 as minister 'of mines, 
which portfolio he holds today, in ad- 
dition to his position as prcniier. In 
1!)02 he was chosen leader of tho then 
opposition, and in 1903, on the down- 
fall of tho Prior ministry, he was 
chosen to hll the office of premier by 
the Lieutenant-Governor, and asked 
to form, a ministi-y. It was decided at 
that time to organize the govornment 
of, tho province on party lines. l\lr. 
JIcBrlde formed his ministry, appeal- 
ed to the people, was sustained, and 
thus became the leader of . the first 
Conservative government fopjthe prov- 
ince' of British ColumbIai>:.,£;W.;tiHii'.^.. 

In the discharge of hla^Vditties?' as 
premier, Mr. McBride ha^iV;\^o^'-f«jr the 
confidence ot the entire . Cpu'fttry; as 
was evidenced by tlie largely' Increased 
majority by which his government 
was returned on tho second of Feb- 
ruary, l)ut in addition to this Mr. Mc- 
Brido lias merited and received the 
respect of every member of tho 
House. His genial cordiality to politi- 
cal opponents as well as the friends of 
his government has disarmed inueli 
of the personal crlllcisnis wliich so 
often follow the loader of a political 
Iiarty, while his. .Inflexible Impartial- 
ity has dlsarmed^.thO' criticism of his 
political opponents. ■ Though still well 
under forty years. Premier McBrlde'a 
prematurely virhltenod hair creates, at 
a distance, the Illusion that he Is a 
man of advanced years. The Illusion 
is, however, speedily dispelled on his 
approacli, when his stalwart form, 
ruddy face, and idndly eyes at once 
convey the impression of manhood in 
its prime. On tlie political platform 
l\tr. McBrido is not only a ploasiiig, 
but a convincing speaker. Ho rarely 
fails to carry conviction to his hearers, 
and tho oftenor lieard the more solid 
ho makes himself with his audiences. 
In the House his manner is unaffect- 
ed. He stands usually erect, with 
botii hands in his coat. pockets, using 
few gestures and 'usualljri speaking 
directly to the question Iri' a conver- 
sational manner. If his-address is an- 
imated or earnest, \hc raises his left 
hand occasionally, clenching fils argu- 
ment by .clenchlng his flst and bring- 



ing it down with a throat to striko' 
Ills desk, but arresting tho Impact of.f 
tho blow before it falls. His unfall-- 
Ing courtesy to deputations and potl-^ 
tloners who wait upon him, together- 
with his suavity of manner, havo' 
caused his friends to porcelve',,Ii!i ; him 
no Indistinct likeness to tho.'iUustrlous 
founder of the Xilberal-Cohsefvative 
party in Canada, and to prodict that 
some day he riiay stand In the place 
of tho Immortal Sir John A. Macdon- 
ald. 

Leader of the Opposition 

Jlr. J. A. Macdonald, leafler of the 
opiiosltlon, whoso scat in tho House Is 
exactly opjiosito that of tlie Premier, 
Is also a barrister, but not a native 
son, having been born In Stratford, 
Ontario. Like the Premier, ho is also 
a young man as political leaders go, 
bringing to his taslc as marshal of the 
opposition forces the vigor, energy and 
mental acumen of nuuiliood in its 
prime. Mr. Mucdonald, after graduat- 
ing from Toronto university, camp: 
west and settled In Hossland, foundri 
ing tho law firm of Macdonald &. 
Winn, of which he Is still the senior 
ni'eniber. His career in political clr-; 
clcs has been even shorter than that 
of the Premier, lie being elected to 
represent -Rossiaiid in the local legis- 
lature in 1003, at the timo tho decis- 
ion was arrived at to conduct the coti- 
tcst on party lines. Two weeks after 
Ills election, on tlio assembling of tho 
House, ho was chosen leader of tho 
opposition, a position which lie has 
since maintained with credit to him- 
self and satisfacllon to his followers. 
Ills embarkation ujion the dubious 
venture of a political career wa.s at 
the earnest solicitation of his friends 
in his adopted city, and ho has no 
reason to feel that ho has not made 
good thoir judgment In selecting hhn 
as tho bearer of tho Liberal standard. 

In some respects Mr. MacdoniUd Is 
a striking contrast to tho Premier, Ho 
has boon berated by his iiolitlcal op- 
ponents for his unapproachabllily, but 
only those who ha^-o ne\-or been 
thrown into intimate contact with tho 
leader of the opposition malte this 
charge. His close friends resent such 
iniputalions, and those who know hhn 
best liave unbounded comideneo In his 
political integrity. Jlr. Macdonald 
takes politics seriously, and is far 
from Insensate tow.'ud the villainous 
attacks that are ni.'ido upon public men 
both on the platform and in tho press. 
He deprecates the misrepresentation: 
and exaggeration resorted to In politi- 
cal campaigns, and vvhlle admitting' 
that these are parts of the gamo as It 
Is at present played by both parties, 
these are features of political warfare 
which ho would fain see eliminated 
from every contest. This is not sim- 
ply for his own sake, but for the sake 
of higher ideals and more dignified and 
nobler methods of scouring political 
advantage. 

Mr. Macdonald lias no political hob- 
bies. So far as the province of Brit- 
ish Columbia is concerned, ho docs not 
see the need of urging any Epccial 
legislation ot a revolutionary charac- 
t<;r. He urges that the chief matters 
of concern aro that the immense re- 
sources of the province shall bo con- 
served and that .at the same time ad- 
ministrative methods should bo such 
as to rapidly and soundly develop the 
treasures of British Columbia, whicli, 
he says, is "iindoulitedly the greatest 
and richest pi-rivinco in tho Dominion." 

On one suliject, hov.evcr, lie luilds 
very pronounced views. Toucliing the 
matter of immigration, ho holds that 
it Is cquailj', if not more, imiiortaiit 
than the matter of rapid material de- 
velopment within the province. His 
contention Is that a superior class of 
immigrants should bo encouraged, a 
class easily asshnilablo with our own 
people; th,-\t the most careful attention 
should be given the matter of encour- 
aging these, and that undeskrablcs 
should not bo encouraged, to. emigrate 
to Canada. . 

In addressing ' the House; jMr.*' Mac- 
donald stands usually with one hand, 
his right, pushed deeply down Into his 
trousers' pocket, giving emphasis to 
pareiitliolica I iiarts of sentences by 
short and positive nnds of Ills head. 
At times wlioii lie \v;u-nis to the debate 
his cliaracteristic gesture is tlie lirlng- 
hig down of his elbows and the b'ring- 
ing together of his liaiids much after 
tho manner of a schoolboy who is 
pticking a snowball with which to be- 
labor his antagonist. It may bo added 
fliat the spectator can usually toll tho 
direction and force of the blow he In-, 
tends to strike by- tho energy which 
ho inits into, J:h6 favorite gesture.

Canadian Seed Growers' Asso.) r 
With each year additional knowl- 
edge has been added to the .SL-'.ence 
of breeding live stock, the principles 
of which are inow comlilB tojoa pretty 
well unaerst66d?ii'>^;iVV't,th'tthlsSsg«>WlnE 
knowledge ■ of these principles there 
has como a corresponding Improvomont 
In the ivarlous breeds of cattle to 
which thoy have been applied. Breed- 
ers o£ llvQ stoclc havo recognized In a 
general way for generations tlio Im- 
portanco of breeding from specially 
desirable parentw. This is simply a 
recognition of the fundamental law 
In breeding, namely, 'Thai; like pro- 
duces Uko.' This Is also the basis of 

. pedigree, which . Is merely a record 
of ancestry, be It good or bad. It Is 
because - men expect a g6od animal 
from a good animal that they wish 
to know, the sire and dam, the grand- 
sire and granddam, etc., hence a gen- 
ealogical record is kept of the descend- 
ants which have sprung from a cer- 
tain Individual of miirkod superiority 
and which was taken ii.s the starting 
point. Unfortunately, however, the 
desccndents do not always maintain 
the excollonco of tlioir ancestors. They 
may havo been neglected and poorly 
fed. which has resulted in loss of vigor 
and quality. In plant life wo should 
say. that the. strain has 'run out' It 
is therefore apparent that pedigree 
In- ahlihals Is by no rhcans a proof of 
merit, unless tlio Individuals com- 
posing the ancestry was all superior 
animals, -which, as wo liavo noticed, Is 
not always the case. Hence it is es- 
sential that Individual merit bo looked 
for as well. 

The term 'pure-bred' Is applied to 
nnlmal.s to denote purity of breeding. 
Pedlgreo In Itfi broader sense, however, 
does not nocess;irily donoti) r>u''ily of 
blood, since grade nnimals may also 
havo pedigrees. Sucli pedisrcoK, how- 
ever, are in praytleo seldom kept un- 
less thoy denote utility; for example, 
the records of the capacity of cows 
for giving milk which are kept by 
private owners of . grade . herds. Pedi- 
grees are '.'nbW'generally: jkept in ' some 
publio record •corhmonly known as a 
'herd book' or 'stud book.' The main 
objects In, keeping public records are 
as follows: (1) To proservo the purity 
of the breed and to furnish tho broed- 
'er with a guarantee of purity oC 

■Tjreeding. (2) To guard against tho 
private Issuing of manufactured rec- 
ords by designing breeders — in public 
records no fact can bo stated that Is 
Inconsistent with what is already 
recordecV (3) To furnish a ready 
means of tracing pedigrees. 

Lot us now turn to tho plant king- 
dom and sec how far this principle 
may apply. At tho present time we 
have a great many different classes of 
'farm crops, and of these we have an 
endless number of different varieties. 
Whence came all these varied forms? 
"Wbat, are the • methods employad in 

■^seourlhg - ttieni?.' sPractlcal gardeners, 
farmers and stockmen know that Dar- 
win discussed facta and principles vi- 
tally related to everyday farming.- 
This great scientist, whoso work- has 
become tho basis for all similar lines 
of work, showed how breeds and var 
leties originate and change from one 
to another. The changes which occur 
in plants and animals In their wild 
fitato are duo to the struggle for ex- 
istence and the 'survival of the Attest.' 
!WTien our plants-, were-, brought, .under 
cultivation by man;«ina.-iwhBia' oilr ani- 
mals became ' domesticated the former 
rapidly - subdivided into many forms 
•which we for convenience term variet- 
ies, while tho latter are divided into 
breeds. The different varieties and 
'different breeds which now exist havo 
been gradually developed by the ac- 
cumulative power of man's selection to 
suit tho different conditions in wliich 
they aro required to grow. The suc- 
cess with which the proces.s of selec- 
tion has been applied by man In mak 
Ing his breeds of animals Is well 
Itnown. Selection acts only by the ac 
cumulation of very slight variations- 
tho process is cumulative — and man's 
power in accumulating may bo said 
to make the wool of one sheep good 
for carpets and another for cloth; one 
beet good for tho manufacture of sug- 
ar and tho other for feeding purposes. 

'u'Wbile the process of selection, both 
natural and artificial, Is largely ac- 
countable for the great diversity of 
forms both In plant and animal life, 
yet there aro times when tho desired 
result cannot bo obtained by simple 
selection. Then It is tliat in plant im- 
provement hybridizing is resorted to as 
a means of obtaining tho desired end, 
Whlcii Is an improved variety. 

There i.s, however, a fundam.ontal 
difference between plant and animal 
breeding which It would bo well to 
notice. In animal brooding the pro- 
duction of new races Is very rare. Or- 
dinarily the Improvement sought In 
animals is Improvement in size, quality 
of, beef, millE production, etc., which 
Is • accomplished by means of judicious 
mating, followed by careful selection 
arid handling. Plant breeding, on tho 
other hand, as generally understood, 
consists In the production of now var- 
ieties, which correspond in degree of 
difference to the dil'Cercnt breeds of 
cattle. The plant breeder handles 
tliousands of individuals, where tho 
iuiinial breeder handlo.4 tens. Tho 
plant breeder, furthermore, cannot 
register Individuals, as does tlio ani- 
mal breeder, but he does name groups 
or strains. In plants, therefore, the 
Hasis* of Impi'ovemeht' Is governed by 
tlio same natural laws, and the Im- 

Srpveld stiuins of plants mtist likewise 
ave' had their origin in some remote 
Individual or group. 

In animal breeding the presence of 
tw,o separate Indlvldual.s', tho sire and 
dam,' is n6eessary before offspring can 
1)0 produced. In plants, such as 
wheat and oats, on tho othor hand, 
the siro and dam, so to spealc, are in- 
cluded In tho one head and perform 
their natural functinn.s tliore, which 
act results in tho production of ofC- 
pprlng which is Imown as 'seed.' Hence 
each plant may; reproduce Itself in soa- 
6on and independent Of outside aid. 
"Where one plant la crossed upOn anoth- 
er, it Is done simply with a view to do- 
volopit\g a now race or variety com- 
bining the good qualities of. tho par- 
ents. The act of hybridizing breaks 
up the typo, causing many hybrids of 
different typos and malting it possil)le 
to finally select out tho tj-pe for wlilch 
wo aro seeking. Fortunately, how- 
ever, much improvement may be made 
within tlie race witliout hybridlzl/ig 
by simply .selecting the most capable 
of thriving to best advantage imder 
thoir respective conditions. Ilenco, 
since tho male and feniale are to. be 
found in ihi: one plant we can breed 
up our plants by selecting for, seed 
purposes seed , from . those plants 
which \V0' cohstd^llri';! hioat • suitable .as 
parents. ' In the past 'll lias been tho 
custom to secure our seed from tho 
bin, screen or fan It out, talilng tlie 
largest kernels for .seed inirposos, giv- 
ing no thought to tho plant which 
oraduocd it. In other words, the In- 



dividual! has-.J-.toeon' considered, while 
tho pedlgreo has boon ignored, bi.aci; 
the same laws prevail In plant life .-is 
are taken into account In animal life, 
it is just JUS important tliat both pedi- 
gree and Individuality be considered 
hero If wo would realize llio best re- 
sults. Many instances might be given 
to show tho degree to wlilch wo may 
bo deceived by appearance. That a 
grain of wheat or an oar of corn Is 
very often not what it seems, Is too 
true, and this fact demands that we go 
a step farther and give some thought 
to tho ancestry or pedigree. 

This is a problem which the C. S. 
G. A. Is endeavoring to solve. Not only 
does this organization- aim to direct 
tho work of plant Improvement or 
plant 'breeding,' as we shall term It, 
along approved and sclentllio lines, but 
It alms to keep a record of tho perfor- 
m-tnco and purity of tho different 
stfains worked with from year to year. 
Tho practice of pedlgroolng Is found 
to stimulate care not only, in tho grow- 
ing, but In preventing tlie mixing of 
varieties. Tho importance of the latter 
Is well known to all grain-growers. 
If a .pedigree is to be of any use it 
must represent first purity and second- 
ly utility. In animals the ordinary 
pedlgreo simply roprt!Sents lineage or 
ancestry, while in plants It shtnild rep- 
resent both ancestry and utility. Wo 
aro all well aware that all crops or 
the dllTerniit varieties of any crop aro 
not capaldo of being Improved to the 
same extent. Sonic varieties are par 
tlcularly adapted to certain condition; 
of soil and climate, and do not readily 
adapt themselves to new cpndltlons 
while, of course we are aware that 
other varieties seem much more ready 
to lit. thomTselvos to such changes. 
When careful records are kept of the 
behaviour of a variety under certain 
conditions for a few years and know 
ing that all plants are amenablo t 
the laws of heredity and that tlioy will 
reprnduco themselves true to typo 
when grown under similar conditions 
of soil, climate, etc., tho veal value oC 
a strain can bo determined pretty 
closely. 

The very con-kpleto Information 
it Is necessary to have in order that 
tlio records may be of value, necessi- 
tates an enormous amount of work. 
Tho system by which this information 
is obtained Is briefly as follows: Af- 
ter a linember has been well started 
in the' work and has received all nec- 
essary direction from headquarters ho 
is sent suitable forms to use in record- 
ing tho performance of tho variety 
with wlilch ho Is operating. Tho first 
form is sent early In the year and Is 
used to enablo tho grower to record 
certain notes which aro to be taken 
on his breeding plot during tho grow 
Ing season. He is asked to glvo tho 
following information, viz., (1) Date of 
seeding; (2) amount of Seed sown; 
(3) percent of smut and rust In tho 
resulting crop on the plot; (4) char- 
acter of straw; (5) date when crop be- 
came fully matured; (6) date of 
choosing plants and selecting largo 
heads therefrom. With crop such as 
corn and potatoes suitable information 
Is also called for. Later In tho year 
another form called the 'record form' 
is sent to ail members. In which they 
record tho weight of cleaned seed sec- 
ured from tho hand-solocted plants; 
the size of the hand-selectod seed plot 
and total yield of that plot; tho weight 
of grain per measured bushel of the 
crop produced from the Improved seed 
plot; the freedom from other varieties; 
character .of soil on the plot, natura 
of preceediiig crop and freedom from 
weeds. . . During the first few years the 
work of the member is also inspected 
at an opportune time, and careful notes 
taken not only on the nature of tho 
crop, soil percentage of rust and smut 
vigor of growth, method of seeding, 
weediness, etc., but on tho general ap 
pearaneo of tho farm as well. Tho re 
port of tho inspector is ciitcked 
against that of tho member and every 
opportunity is taken to avoid errors 
or mlsrepresont.'itlons. Samples of 
tlio heads and grain are also sent In 
and examined carefu!l.v, and anything 
of importance is noted. All informa 
tlon obtained from these sources is 
recorded in dur retJord book year after 
year, and In cbiirso of time when res 
uUs como td'warrant It pedigrees aro 
issued for the seed. According to our 
constitution no' pedigrees can bo Is- 
sued in any case until the seed has 
been grown according to regulations 
for at least three successive years. 
Since the standard must necessarily 
be approximate on account of the im- 
mense territor.v covered, the conditions 
peculiar to tho respective districts aro 
cerefully considered before issuing any 
certlllcatos and creditable results with 
tho strain for the locality concerned 
must be secured for a series of. years. 

Pedigrees, or, as they are- called' In 
association terms, 'certiflcatos of reg- 
i:!tratIon,' aro Is.sncd In three grades, 
viz.,: First, for that seed which has 
been selected by hand Irom standing 
pKants for a series of years, each ccrtl- 
licato represents ten pounds; secondly, 
for 'the thrashed and cleaned seed 
produced on the hand-sedectod seed 
plot, tlic certlllcatos in which case be- 
ing each good for fifty pounds; and. 
thirdly, for tlio threshed and cleaned 
seed produced on tho Improved or mul- 
tiplying plot. This last is called 'Gen- 
oral crop seed, and Is tho seed which is 
used most largely An^ commerce, each 
certificate representing' .onb.. hundred 
pounds. These certlllcates, to which 
the name of tho secretary must bo at- 
tached, certify that tho sood for wlilch 
they are issued has boon grown and 
selected according to the rules of the 
association for a given number of 
years, and that it has boon accepted 
for registry in the records of the as- 
sociation. On the hack of oa<'li ccr- 
tlflcato is given the grower's certificate 
and tho statement of transfer which 
is filled out to the purchaser of tho 
seed. 

While the utility of these certifi- 
cates has not yet been fully demon- 
strated, wo believe that their ude ,will 
stimulate to greater cnro and honesty.

Upon hearing tho namo of Mr. Mel- 
Ion, Mr. Hill immediately added, "and

Great Northern system." "But," said 
tlio reporter, "you know I mean only 
men whoso salaries are $25,000 per 
year or more." "Yes, I know, " re- 
sponded Mr. Wll, "but Mr. Miller gets 
5aO,000 per year." 

The point in this narrative is that 
up to tlio minuto of this conversation 
at the Minnesota club Mr. Miller's sal- 
ary was $15,000 per year, and at tho 
'mere niontlon of tlio namo of C. S. 
Jlillcn, Mr. IIlU's vanity was aroused 
and after luncheon he returned to his 
oflico and made ^ood. 

Bought House for Colored Cook 
Mr. Hill's charities aro unostenta- 
tious and rarely como to public notice. 
Ho once had a colored boy employed 
as cook on his private car, who was 
tlio embodiment of competency and 
faithfulness. Charley had saved 
money and was desirous of buying a 
home on St. Anthony hill, St. Paul. 
Tho real estate people, upon finding 
that their prospective purchaser was 
a colored man, declined to allow the 
doiil to go through. Mr. Hill heard of 
this and some time afterward had his 
agent purcliaso the property, which ho 
gave us a present to Ids faithful col- 
or(Kl servant. Some years later Char- 
ley died !ind the funeral arrange- 
ments were entirely in tho charge of 
Mrs. James J. Hill. 

Before building his palatial m.inr-lon 
on Summit avenue in St. Paul the Hill 
family resided In a good sliced homo 
on Minnesota street. One day, several 
years after tho occupancy of the new 
home, his rc'al estate manager ad- 
vh-od Mr. Hill that his old home ])rob- 
ably would cluinge tenants during the 
new year and that he would bo able 
to assure an increased rental for tho 
property, expecting, ot course, that this 
would please Mr. Hill much and that 
ho would be, instructed to go ahead 
with tho lease, but Mr. Hill objected, 
lie said: "'We dre not always sure of 
the kind of people who may bo likely 
to occupy the house, and I cannot 
overlook tho fact that all of my chll 
drcn were born there. No, do not 
rent It, but have the building torn 
down and the lot put upon the mar 
kol." There is a vein of sentiment 
running through thi.s which may sur 
prise some of Mr. Hill's old St. Paul 
frionds. 

When young .Timmy Hill (J. N. Hill 
vice-president Northern Pacific rail- 
way. New Yorlv) finished his college 
education, made a trip abroad and re- 
turned to St. Paul, ho bemoaned tho 
fact that his father had not seen fit to 
build his expensive homo in cither 
Paris or New York city, where, 
Jimmy put it, "he could get a run for 
his money." 

In St, Paul It has been said a great 
many times that there were about a 
dozen ' flrst-olass funerals ' required in 
order. tO.'m^e tho^ town , half .equal .to 
Minneapolis. .' THeii agaiiiittto:'c sta^- 
ment is made' that but for , Jam'es J, 
Hill St. Paul would have been wiped 
oft the map years ago. From tho time 
when Jim Hill and Commodore Kittson 
were peeling potatoes for their board 
in tho kitchen of tlic Merchants' hotel 
In St, Paul up to tho present time, 
.Tamos .T. Hill has boon advertising St. 
Paul and tho Northwest. There aro a 
number of well-to-do merchants in 
St. Paul who would like to know why 
it Is that when Mr. Hill was executing 
some llltlo coup in Burlington, Mil- 
waukee, Baltlmoro^and Ohio, Frio, etc., 
that he does not call them up and lot 
thorn in on a little of it. Mr. Hill has 
his friends, whom ho takes care of in 
this respect, and those he omits or 
overlooks in this regard may have 
been ungenerous toward the Great 
Northern at one time or another.

New York-, JIarch 20.— Through tho 
mist arising from tho deluge that ha.'", 
been sweeping away fortunes in Wall 
Htreet during the iiast few months, 
one mysterious, silent, commanding 
figure arises — that of Thomas Fortune 
Ryan, famed as a man of millions be- 
fore he over dreamed of buying out- 
right control of the hundreds of mil- 
lions of assots flf^the .Equitable. Life 
Astjuianoe . B'6.Cl6tyi?Pr concocted , the 
plan to infiise a 'quarter of a billion of 
water Into the' local transportation ae 
curllios on v.rhich the people of Now 
Y'ork are expected to pay interest and 
dividends. 

Morgan's Part 

\Vhen J. P. Motgan sailed away to 
Europe tho day stocks began their 
sensational downward plunge, ho was 
credited with liaving engineered tho 
biggest coup the "Street" had seen 
since tho May panic of 1901, when 
Nortlicrn Pacific soared to $1,000 a 
share in the battle for tho railroad 
supremacy of tho Northwest territory, 
and Incidentally having given Jim 
Kecnc an opportunity to oven up 
scores with 13. H. Harrlman for having 
wrested control of-. Soutttetn' Pacific 
from him, at the same time forcing his 
son-ln-iaw- into -bankruptcy. But 
when the-Brtibke of battle liad cleared 
away, despite tho rumors of the pass- 
ing of the control of the Union Paclllc 
system, there were not many Vv-bo 
could bring tlieniselvos to bellovc tliat 
Hurrlnian, with such backing as that 
alTorded by Jl. H. Rogers, 'William 
Rockefeller, Henry C. Frick, and 
Kuhn, Loeb .t Co. liad been worsted 
In a stock market contest where such 
largo interests were Involved. In 
fact, the majority clung to tho idea 
that the whole conipalgn had been 
engineered by the Harriman-Standard 
Oil party from tho timo when the as- 
tonishing dividends on. Union and 
Soutliern Pacific were announced last 
summer, following which profits in ex- 
cess of $75,000,000 could have been 
realized on the rise, ahd ijearly aa 
much on tho fall in these t\v"b secur- 
ities alono. 

Harriman's Losses 

While there is no doubt that tho 
Harrlman party „ took profits from 
time to tlmoj It- Is. now ■ definitely 
known that all these Went, and many 
millions besides, in the terrific slump 
in prices that reached at least a tem- 
porary culmination two weeks ago. 
For thoy contemplated a bull cam- 
paign for 1907 even greater tliaii that 
of 1908. When Union Pacific bought 
Baltimore and Ohio stock from tho 
Pennsylvania rallro.ad at 120 or .so, It 
was inirposed to add one, or even two^ 
per cent to Its dividend rate, as Its 
earnings would show proper justifica- 
tion from a Harriman standpoint. 
Then Rending, controlled by tho Frick 
party, along with Baltimore and Ohio, 
was" in shape to divide at least 100 
per cent in now stock Ih a company to 
bo formed to take over its coal lands. 
Atchison, under the' Frick-Unlon Pa- 
clllc Influence, was to "go on at least a 
C per cent basis, and' most Important 
of all, southern Pacific, owned to tho 
extent of 45 .per cent by Union Paci- 
fic, was to havo its 5 per cent rate 
boosted to seven, as its present profits 
run double that. As a final cap to the 
climax, also servln.g-'.to destroy criti- 
cism of Union Paciflc''s banking pro- 
clivities, it was part of , tho programme 
to separate that company's outside in- 
vestments and lodge them in a now 
company, which' could easily make a 
Miowlng of five or six per cent on Its 
stock, and there would be one share 
for every share of 'Onion Pacific out- 
standing. All of Which, was intended 
to make the beara.take .due notice of 
the fact" that rTThloA* Pajiflc . at 250 
would not be dear; nor" Southern at 
140, with similar sensational advances 
to be expected In other directions. 
Then when all looked rosy there would 
bo tho usual unloading, with Harrlman 
a hundred millions richer; and the peo- 
ple holding the bag, 

Money StVingenoy 

But Harrlman did not reckon on the 
world stringency In money, tho effcot 
of the Roosevelt railroad vhttltude, the 
fact that such enormous traffic as the 
railroads were burdened with wovild 
make operations expensive and cut 
down profits already depleted by tlie 
rise in the price of labor and mater- 
ials. Nor (lid lie reckon — most ini- 
pm-fiint point of all — on tho olfect of 
the Harrlman idea on the pulse of the 
investment world. Nor — and also of 
essential import — on tlio animosities 
be had been stirring up all lliese years 
in tho i\lorgan-Hlll and Rock Island 
parti'-'s, in George Gould and Styves- 
ant Fish, and especially In tho breast 
of one, T. V. Ryan, whom ho had 
vainly attempted tO kick out Of tho 
eoimclls of the Equitable Life. So a 
drop of ten points or so In Union was 
not a thing for him to worry over; In 
fact, ho and his friends, 'BogerS nnd 
Rockcfolltir find Frick, managefl to 
turn neat little profits on every suc- 
cessive swing. Down from 195 to 100 
Union sank, and then this clique 
thought it time to lu-cpare for tlie big" 
show. Tliey liogau loading up — and 
some one iiccomniod.aled tliem. i'"'ail- 
urc in an ordinary stock-rigging oper- 
ation they could not conceive of. 

Ryan on Right Side 

Tom Ryan, silting over the money 
bags of tile I'^qultalilo, saw things In a 
different light. Paul Morgan, the 
Equltable's president by Ryan's ap- 
appointment, former cabinet member 
and persona grata at the "White 
House, was in a position to point out 
to his chief ttie gathering storm olouds 
hovering over Washington with a 
brisk breeze beading Wall .Street way. 
Besides, tho H6W Insurauco law Jiro- 
vides that Ne'w York companies must 
rid themselves sooner or later of many 
nnautliorizcd socurltle'S, and the Harrl- 
man boom last fall made a itood mar- 
ket to sell on. And tlic Equitable be- 
gan selling. So did Ryan, and Mor-' 
gan, and Hill, .and the Rock Island 
crowd, and tho H.awloy coterie. So 
ilid the .Speyer concern, and other 
banking houses afiillated with the In- 
terests named. And thoy kopt on 
.selling, Jim Koono sliowing tho way, 
\vliil(> H.irrlman ct al were making fin- 
al preparations for n moment that: 
would make e\-er.v bear In Christen- 
dom set up a bowl. 

Harriman's .Attitude 
That the Harrlman age bad hyjino- 
ti'/.ed liiiTiself as well as his associ- 
;itefl is evident, from the laliu- trend of 
iilTalrs. Wlimi nulon P.-udlic, a 10 per 
cent, security, witli untold good things 
Just nlieaci of It, I'ldl lieU,w 150, It look- 
ed lilie buying gold dollurs udth Con- 
feder,-ite mtniey. A. (lulck cleanup of 
tho niarkot'.s floating supply and tho 
tide would set in tho other way with 
millions On millions of profits for the 
daredevil supporters. Harrlman 
played horse with the Interstate 
Coniniorco commission, snapped his 
llngerH In the faco of the Proaldont, 
chuckled when his Chicago & Alton 
deal disclosed how ho had duped the' 



Rock Island folks, swollod when he re 
counted ills successful bouts with 
Gould, Fish and others, or his perpotu 
al war with Hill and Morgan — and in 
tlio end found himself tho victim of 
Harrlmania when Wednesday, tho 
13th, saw his margins weakening, and 
tho 14th wiped tliem out completely. 
Panic, that caught Rogers nnd Rockc 
feller and Frlclc as well, was only 
stayed when Ryan and tho Morton 
Trust company dumped $4,000,000 of 
hard cash into tho maelstrom. 

No Harriman IVlarkets 

Tho market has had its ups and 
downs since then, and no one can tell 
whoro the end will be, considering the 
danger signals out abroad, but one 
thing Is certain, and that id that it 
will be a long time before Wall Street 
will onjoy what it has chosen In tho 
past to denominate a l-Iarrlmiln mar- 
ket. There is a new hand at tho Wall 
Street helm, and it is Tom Ryan's and, 
strange to relate, ho has no more sub- 
missive supporters than tho erstwhile 
dominant group of Harrlman high 
financiers. Indeed it is reliably stated 
that that Thursday market sent Har- 
riman practically on his Itneos to 
Ryan's office, where ho offered abject 
apologies for former misdoings and 
promised to be good, while In tlio 
Equitable man's .bands have', been 
placed the immediate market destinies 
not* only o£ hia ftUdwia'gi bat of the 
Morgan-Hill people, the Rock Island 
party, tho Frloii coterie, Speyer & Co., 
tho Kuhn, Loeb & Co. So it is that 
the patched up truce has been ar- 
ranged that will prove tlio p.artlal 
ecli]iso of tho National Citv bank, H. 
H. Rogers and William Roekefeller, 
and more than that for F. H. Harrl- 
man. It is developing in the North- 
west, where the Hill and Harrlman 
ro.ads havo signed a treaty, it Is de- 
veloping in tho Street, whore these 
big fellows are agreed that tho stan- 
dard stocks aro selling at bargain 
counter prices, but are too shrewd not 
t^ see .that. a pool, of Interests tor xioh.^ 
competitive buying; -will ' enable them 
to get all' tha stboks they ■Want at 
pahiC' levels. .. ■ ..j <• , ' 
Fewer IVIillionairei 

There aro fewer millionaires In the 
street than for over a year past. We 
hear frequently of the big winnings, of 
how tho Moore brothers and Dan. 
Reid olciinjsa iSp inlinons.: .Ho\v Mor 
gan, Hill arid their followers aro buy- 
ing back stocks that thoy sold 20, 40, 
even 100 points higher, and how 
Brandt Walker, a Chicago plunger won 
$2,000,000 in a three months' bear cam- 
paign directed from a resort hotel 
But there were few fortunes made in 
comparison to those that v.'ere lost 
Even houses that woro bearish all 
.along for tho most port merely kept 
out of tho market rather than risk 
following their inclination to soil. 

There is a local gambler, Swooncy, 
by namo, who swings a, line of 100,000 
shares or so when ho Is feeling well 
He dropped a couplo of million on 
75,000 shares of Union. Georgo Kess 
ler, the wine merchant speculator, who 
started a remarkable •Wall'atreet" car 
oor by. pulling a fortune but- of Ton 
nessee Coal, has discharged ten of 
his wine salesmen recently. 

A large' crimp has been put in that 
Tenosseo roll. John W. Gates made 
easily a million on tho up . movement 
last fall, but droppefl more than that 
since tho first of the year, and he ha's 
not been going at his top speed either. 
Haydon, Stone & Co., the Boston bro- 
kers, who cashed in four or five, some 
say ten, millions in Niplssing,. havo 
been heavily hit in Boston- Coppers 
Other Big Losses 

And there aro others at tho Hub, 
even such firms as Leo, Iligginson & 
Co., who are said to bo carrying 
load of Coppers that would stagger 
a houao of less pretentious propor- 
tions. Frick is thought to havo drop- 
ped at least the immense profits tho 
upa nnd downs of Reading havo given 
him, and his frionds havo fared as 
jioorly. Harry Payno Whitney had the 
Union Pacific tip and Is credited, or 
rather debited, with being $5,000,000 
shy, but that Is a rather high estimate. 
And there tire many ' other toeletjr 
friends of Harrlman who were In at 
the finish and aro now cancelling 
orders for Imported motor cars. 

Tiioro is always tlio one con.solatloi,. 

The people were not hurt very bad- 
ly, and what Is better, the ten share 
purciiasps that keep stock transfer 
clerks working overtime to show that 
they are turning from their sjiocula- 
tion in wild-cat mining shares to pick 
up some souvenirs from the AVall street 
wreckngc.

THE FIFTH COMMANDMENT 



In some respects tlio Fifth Com- 
mandment in tho Decalogue Is pecu- 
liar. All the other comirianclrnents 
prohibit the doing ot somothlns; tliis 
alone enjoins a lino of action. This 
commandment contains a promise; 
none. oC the others do. All tho others 
hav^¥bWen'i subject, in one 

foriiv 01^ another, of legislation; tWs 
one has remained as yet vintouched In 
such a way. Its words, tUough famil- 
iar to nearly every one, Jnay bo re- 
peated hero. They, are: ''Honor thy 
father and ,thy mother, that thy days 
inav be long in the land which tho 
Lord thy God hath given thoc." 

This is a remarkable commandment 
to lind a place in tho fundamental law 
of a nation. There are many thou- 
sands or statute books in the various 
countries of the world, and many very 
learned and patriotic men have set 
themselves flown to; wrlto , constitutions 
for their countries: but wo would 
search in vain through every statute 

-tiook and every constitution to find 
any direction to men to honor their 
parents. It is not in Masna-.pharta. 
nor in the Petition of Bight, nor in 

;the Declaration of Independence, nor 
•■In the Code of Napoleon, nor in any- 
thing else In Christendom except in 
tiie Ten Commandments given to the 
Children of Israel shortly after they 
had left Egypt. There it is found, and 
it occupies tho place of honor among 
tho commandments relating to what 
may be called man's social obliga- 
tions. If you take the trouble to read 
the Commandments carefully, you will 
see that there is no injunction in re- 
gard to our duty to God. except Uiat 
wo are commanded not. toy take His 
name In vain. Wo are noL uiijoSnod to 

.'worship- .;Him, although this duty 
mYghf be ^Inferred from tho command 
against tho worship of graven Images. 
Tho L^wglvGr seems to, have taken. It 
for granted that, when nien once knew 
the true,. God, they would worship 
Him. But when l£ conies to tho par- 
ental relation there is an express com- 
mand. 

We have said that anything in the 
nature of the Fifth Commandment is 
not found in Christendom outside of 
tho Decalogue; but it is found else- 
where. About nlno hundred years af- 
ter the giving of tho Law to the Chil- 
dren of Israel, that Is, supposing that 
the accepted dates In Hebrew history 
are correct, of which there may be a 
great deal of doubt, Confucius collated 
the ancient beliefs and moral codes of 
the Chinese people, and ho gave the 
worship of ancestors a place almost 
equal to the worship of God. Indeed, 
It may bo said that ho followed the 
precedent of the Ten. Commandments, 

- whether consciously or not, by taking 
for granted that men would wc^rship 
God and confining himself to injunc- 
tions as to their duty towards their 
parents and each other. Confucius 
made /no ..claim to >bo .the originator 
of a system of laws or "i-ellgion. In 
fact, he expressly avowed that ho only 
sought to restore the ancient religion 
of the Chinese people, and establish 
the .natlontil. organization upon; its or- 
iginal foundation. It was dual In its 
character, including both parental ob- 
ligation and filial piety. The principle 
runs, theoretically, tiirough the whole 
Chinese system- of : polity. The Em- 
peror is the father of his people, owing 
to them tho duties of a parent, and the 
people owe to him the duties which 
children ought to exhibit towards their 
parents. . Almost .every^ porson in Vic- 

- torla knows the attitude which a 
Chinaman feels towards his father 
and mother. Jlen leave tlieir situations 
here and go to China at tlio call of one 
of them, and much of the. money that 
is sent out of the province to the Ori- 
ent goes to the support of the parents 
of tho senders. No people in all the 
world obey the Fifth Commandment as 
implicitly as the " Chinese; although It 
is only too evident that the parental 
idea in government has not worked 
out very well among that people. 

It is dimcuit to believe that this 
Commandment was not intended as 
anything more than an Injunction 
whereby family discipline was to be 
preserved, that Ib, to ri^latc merely the 
duties of young children towards their 
parents. It seems rather as If it 
ought to be regarded as the foundation 
.Btona, of established government. 
Moses ampllfloa in great detail the 
laws and regulations, wliich he con- 
sidered necessary to establish a nation 
and a religion. It must bo remember- 
ed < that he was creating a ^nationality. 
His people had only recently been 
slaves. They had imbibed the ideas 
and beliefs of their taskniactcrs. They 
were unruly, unreasoning, lacking in 
organization, fickle ■ • and practically 
lawless. They liad broR'eri away from 
cverytliing which they had cither 
learned to respect or been compelled 
to obey, and their leader had bcforo 
him the task of creating a nationality, 
which is not merely an aggregation of 
indlvl4uals, but a people controlled by 
a common polity, recognizing a com- 
mon leadership and obeying a 
common law. He did this in a manner 
that has no equal In history. Of these 
dcKpl.scd bondsmen ho made a power- 
ful state, and we tliinlc no violence is 
done to tho record of Scripture, if we 
say that the corner stone of the na- 
tional edince was the Fifth Command- 
ment. If it was not, then wo will 
search without result through tho Old 
Testament to discover it. 

Two thoughts arc suggested by the 
foregoing inquiry, Ono is as to tho 
great interest surrounding the Bible, 
simply as a record of liuman action. It 



is innnltoly more interesting if regard- 
ed in this light, and Inflnitely more 
useful as a guide to human • action, 
than if it is taken as an inspired ae 
count of how God dealt with a pcopio, 
who in some special degree were un- 
der His direction. Head in this liglit 
it is tho greatest of all works on politi- 
cal economy, and in those days, when 
so many people arc endeavoring to 
solve tho various dinicult questions 
constantly arising in our social and 
political relations, it would bo well if 
It wore studied moro diligently, not 
simply for religious instruction, but as 
affordljig what is doubtless the best 
recoiid of the development and failure 
of any system of social and' political 
organization. . ' ! , ..U,, . : ' .-: . 

Th&:.Mcbnd^:^iM)Ug6t*; i ; as: ; two 

of the' ivisesti" of'nien (we repeat onco 
moro that in these' articles we do not 
take into consideration any suggestion 
that the Bible is. divinely inspired, 
holding this to be immaterial for tlie 
purpose^ of study), we mean Moses 
and Confucius, placed the autliority of 
the parent at the very foundation of 
national existence, it would sooni to 
bo wise if the obligations of the Fiftli 
Commandment formed a larger part of 
our rules of life. Tliough it does not 
expressly say so. the Commandnictil 
implies that the parent slniii render 
Idmscif worthy of honor. Unfortunate- 
ly tills duty is too often grievously 
neglected. Ono of tho crying evils of 
today is tho failure of parents to set 
a proper example to their children and 
to exercise a proper supervision over 
their conduct. This they cannot do, 
unless they themselves, order their 
own lives in accordance.' with tlio prin- 
ciples, which they expect, or at least 
would desire, to see their children fol- 
low. There is nothing moro abomin- 
able than the practice, wlilch leads 
parents to say that their clilldrcn must 
take their chances, and yet there arc 
hundreds of families in whicli tills is 
the cardinal rule of action. As we do 
not Intend to preach a sermon, wo 
shall leave this point without further 
observation than to say tlial if par- 
ents respect tlieniselvcs, they will win 
the respect of tlieir children. So far 
as young people are concerned, it is 
hardly necessary to say anything. Re- 
spect for parents Is, If not ihtiorn, one 
of the earliest qualities developed in a 
child's mind. It' can be- Ipreserved 
through life, if the parents deserve it; 
It frequently lasts even after parents 
have sacrificed all claim to it. 

With one more thought the subject 
will be dismissed. The Fifth Com- 
mandment carries with it a promise: 
"that thy days may bo long in tho 
land which the Lord thy God glvcth 
thee." This is not, it seems to us, a 
promise of long lifo individually. If 
that is* its meaning, it is a jiromlse 
which has not been fulfilled. AVliat it 
promises is long existence as a nation. 
The Children of Israel were going to 
a land that had been given to them. 
Their.&tenure of ownership depended 
upon national discipline, tho very es- 
sence of which Is expressed in the ob- 
ligation of filial obedience. 



SOCIAL SMARTNESS = 

Punch has a poem on the 'Smart 
Set," which was suggested by a state- 
ment of Lord Crowe to tho effect that 
he has never beon able to Identify the 
members,; <jf ; this alleged , stratum^ of 
society^' "Sinartriess" means a variety 
of things. Among the definitions of It 
are poignancy, quickness, liveliness, 
freshness, wit, superflciality, vivacity, 
neatness and.^approp|rIateness In dress, 
elegance. Intelligence, fashionablonesa, 
questlohabio honesty, punctuality, cx- 
tenslveness, strength, health, credit- 
ablcness. But it was none of these de- 
flnitlonai which Ijord /Grewe had in 
mind when he declared his Inability to 
identify tho ".Smart Set." What he 
was thinking about was the people of 
means, leisure, culture and alleged rea- 
poctabllity, who are supposed to spend 
their time In conduct, which suggests 
a reversion to tho monkey tribe, from 
which some people arc kind enough to 
say wo have descended. Jlost reader.s 
know something about this alleged 
social class. It is said of them when 
that they go on visits to country 
houses, " they slide "down the staircases 
on trays, that members of both sexes 
straddle the bannisters and go whiz- 
zing down to the bottom,, that they go 
about tho bails in their "nighties" and 
have' pillow fights, that they fill each 
other's beds with bric-a-brac, play in- 
sane tricks with each otlier's food and 
clothes, abandon dancing for leap-fj-og 
and turn handsprings for tlio delecta- 
tion of their fellow fbols. 1,'ord Crowe 
has not been able to discover such peo- 
ple in England, from which we mny 
infer, cither that His Lordship him- 
self is not "Bmarf 'in any one of the 
meanings of the word, or that there is 
no such sot. Tho Colonist inclines to 
tho latter view. 

At the same time it is not to be de- 
nied that in most commu.iiltles tHer^-ls 
a class of people, corisldering; Itself 
"smart." wlilcli endeavors'to create for 
Itself a separate code of decency and 
morality. Now and again illustrations 
of it come to light. Take tho case of 
tho Thaw trial. If the young woman, 
who was the.;causo of nil the trouble, 
told the truth, ' Stanford White, a man 
concerning whose social "smartness" 
there could bo no question, lived a life 
which made him an enemy of society, 
and yet he was received and admired 
everywhere in "smartdom".- ■ If on the 
other hand she told what was not true, 
and this is quite po-ssibie, tlio fact that 
a creature, such as she must bo in 
that case, would bo tolerated any- 
where In social circles professing ros- 
peotabtllty augurs very badly for the 
future of American society in its more 
conspicuous ranks at least. If such a 
woman as she Is by her own confes- 
sion had lived among people, who were 
not millionaires and who did not claim 
to be "smart," she would have prompt- 
ly been ostracised. Tho "smart sot" in 
Now York is going mad. The other 
day the papers had an account of a 
dinner for twelve given privately by a 
leader of the ."set." Her ' smartness 



would not permit her to use anything 
that had beon used at .a former dinner 
in the way of decorations, and among 
tho things purchased for the occasion 
was a set of antique ornanieiil.s at a 
cost o£ $S00, which after 'the dinner, 
were discarded.. 33ach guosl was pre- 
sented with a beautlfid little leather 
bag containing a number ot amethysts. 
The cost ot the riowcrs alone tor this 
little private affair was nearly $100, 
In all tho expense of giving a few 
friends a llttlo cntertainmont, got up 
in a hurry, was considerably over, a 
thousand dollai-.s. But what was this 
fo a lady who was accustomed to spend 
more than 'that. -sum In, her morning 
round' of 'slfbpplng every day when .she 
went out for that purpose A year or 
two ago one of the male members of 
New York's 'smart set" said that a 
gentleman could hot. possibly hope to 
UvQ rsspectabie In that city on less 
than $1,000 a day, and vast as tho am- 
ount soem.s, tliore mu.st be quite a 
number of tho idle rich, whose ex- 
poiises'amount to even a greater sum 
than that Thls- ls' one phase of what 
la called "social smartness." It can 
be imitated to only a very llniilcd ex- 
tent in tlii.s part of the world. It does 
not appear to have taUori root in Great 
Britain to any great degree. 

Another illustration of "social 
smarlncs.s" is Illustrated by. a remark 
alleged to havo boon made by .a young 
English girl to her mother, who had 
reproved her for what she regarded 
a.s an infllHcrction, It was to the effect 
that it -was useless nowadays to try to 
Inculoato the manners of the early 
Victorian era or prehistoric codes of 
mor.ality. Probably tho reported inci- 
d(.-nt may lack somewli.at of the osson- 
tlal element of truth, but there is un- 
fortunately no doubt that tlie "smart 
set" on both sides of tho Atlantic seek 
to bo a law unto themselves. A recent 
novelist describes ono of his characters 
- — she was a prominent iiienibcr of the 
sot — as "a pretty heathen," and there 
is no doubt that the definition fits a 
great many of the younger generation 
of ;i!tra-faKhlonableH oxcoorlingly well. 

There is a kind of social sinartnoKs 
which is admirable. It leads those who 
practice it to keep their bodies fit and 
their minds alert. It makes' them tol- 
erant of weakness, although liostllo to 
every manifestation of vice. It encour- 
ages the judicious expondituro of 
money, by those Who have it in abund- 
ance. It recognizes its duties as well 
as enjoys its advantages. Lord Crowe 
would have found no dililc'ilty about 
identifying many people in England 
to whom this definition would apply, 
and in America • there i are • hundreds 
who belong to the same eias.';. l'"or this 
we cannot bo too thankful. The rlcli 
classes of Romo belonged to a "smart 
sot," of the class which Lord- Crewe 
was unable to identify. Such a set in- 
dicates that social decay, :ha8 beg:un. 
■and social decay is the Tflrat; symptom 
of national decoy. ■. ,»,« ,

Persia 'has begun, an[.,exoeBalnBly. i n - 
terestlng experiment In constitutional 

government, the outcome of which will 
bo watcliod with dec!) cnr.i:orn by all 
Eastern people. For very many yenr.s 
that kingdom has been under a system 
of ad)iiinistration, which was not only 
absolute, but also lnfaniou.sly corrupt. 
Offices wore openly bought and sold. 
Personal Illness for iiositlon counted 
for nothing. Tho people had no voice 
in the control. of .their affairs. .Finan- 
cial chiEips was tiie, rule in all public 
matters'. Theoretically all this is to be 
clianged, and while the constitution 
is capable of interpretation according 
to tho views of the Sliah, In which re- 
spect It is not materially illl'ferent 
from otiicr written constltiUions, there 
is in It at leiust tho •e'rsontial i)rlneiple 
of democratic government. It was 
granted by the late Shah shortly be- 
fore his death, and althouKli it could 
scarcely be claimed that he was an 
ideal ruler or even up to a fair aver- 
a.i?e, the iirob.-ibiiity l.s that ho would, 
if he had lived, have endeavored to 
.make a success of the new system. 
jMuch doubt was expressed 'as to the 
attitude which the preiicnt' Shah would 
take towards the reform. He was 
known to bo of an arbitrary disposi- 
tion, and as governor of the provinuo 
of Tabriz ho showed a love for absolu- 
tism. However it is satlsfaclory to nolo 
tiiat so far he has been voi-y friendly 
to the National Council, as tho repre- 
sentative body is called, and iia.s per- 
mitted, If ho has not actively promot- 
ed, tho application of const itutional 
I)rinclples lo the conducts of .-iffairK, 
witli the I'o.sult that a gi-cat iiiiprove- 
inent is already manifest. The strong 
r.T-ature of tho new arrangement Is that 
it places the financial affairs of the 
country under the control of the 
Council. If this principle Is worked 
out in practi'ji! its effect will be revo- 
lutionary. Aery nnich, in fact every- 
thing, dr-iK'uds upon tho cli.'inicter of 
tho rcrslan peoiilc. If they arc c;ipa- 
b'o ot splf-govornniont llioy can liavc 
it; if they are not, the country will re- 
lapse to absolutism. 

It is suri)rising how very llttlo most 
of us kiinv.' about Per.sia. Swne ton 
years ago the Colonist was favon^d 
with a c.'ill from the IJbrai-laii of the 
Shah, wdio liad boon connnissioned by 
that potentate to make a tour of the 
world for the purpose, of studying tlio 
various systems of government In 
operation. An interview with blin 
was published in those columns, in the 
cour.se of which ho said that his sov- 
ereign was very desirous of learning 
w-liat could bo done to betlor tile con- 
(llllons of Persia politically and indus- 
trially. Ho made? many huiuliieii ns 
to the n.'iliu'o of tho Kovorninont of 
Caniula and llii.s jirovliici;. Ho siiolcc 
^^vltll (mtliuslasm of the rrsnurces of 
] Ills own land, saying- tliat Its wealth 
was onormniis, althoUKli undeveloped, 
and that its ono groat rccpiislto wa.'i a 
system of laws that woi'W encourage 
tho investment of capital by making 
the tenure of property and v franchises 
secure. It is quite probable that this 
tour was the Inception of tho move- 
munt ,ln' Persia, which has brought 
about constltullnnnl . government. A 
COW''<>f tho more Inhportant facts relat- 
ing to' tho country may at this time 
pcssesS at least n passing interest. 

In" area' Persia contains 642,000 
sciuaro- miles; that is to say, it'ls sub- 



stantially equal to British Columbia i 
and Alberta. Its position is of great i 
strategic Importance, --because it ex-; 
tends from the Caspian Sea on the I 
north to tho Guif of Persia on the 
soutli, or la other words it extends 
across the continent of Asia, although', 
of course, in its narrowest part. On 
botli sides of tho Caspian, it borders 
on Russia; Afghanistan and Beiu- 
chistan, the fcn-mer an ally and the 
Witter under the protectorate ot Groat 
Britain. '|-'lie doniinions of Turkey 
bounds It on the west, ,Such a coun- 
try must inevitably play an exceed- 
ingly lmpbrtant'"part In the future of 
southern Aslu. Russia desires a-navai 
station on the Persian Gulf; Germany 
looks forward to tlie day when i<nss- 
engers, military and otherwise, can 
lake a train at Berlin and pursue an 
unbruki^ii journey to the shores of the 
same landlocked simi. Great Britain, 
with the usual jjrescleneo of those who 
lia\-e the direction of her Asiatic pol- 
icy, lias already made her position 
good there. For the most part tho 
country is an elevated, table land 
averaging froin 3,000 to 5,000 feet 
above the sea level, with mountain 
ranges reaching upwards of 17,000 feet 
in altitude;;. The latitude of the coun- 
try renders Its' general altitude no 
drawback to the fertility of the land 
and its adaptability to occupation l»y 
a prosperous and progressive people. 
lOxtensive region.s are marked on tlie 
maps as deserts, but as there is abun- 
dant precipitallou In the mountains, 
wlioro groat tlciris of snow lie all the 
year i-ound, It seems very proliable 
that the gi-cator part of the lr\-i'l area 
could be made highly productive by 
irrigation. Practically evervthlng can 
bo grown in Persia, " tropical vogeia- 
tlon on the lower levels and grains 
and other products "of the Temperate 
Zone on the higher plateaus. I'rom 
this favorable description the Great 
Salt Desert must bo excluded, where 
tlio saline deposits ai-e so great as to 
render the land wholly unfit for cul- 
tivation. In one place there is a great 
salt hod, .several feet in tliickness and 
covering t;0,i s(iuare miles. It is one 
va.'it mass of rock salt, almost as solUI 
as stone, and so far as Is known is 
unlike anytliing else In the world. AH 
tlic minoriils are represented In Persia, 
although as yet no great discoveries 
ot gold have been reported. Iron, cop- 
per, coal, lead and "in fact practically 
every mineral of economic value is 
found in the country, but the deposits 
are unutilized for' tho most part, and 
the minerall/'.ed areas havo never beon 
systpinatlcally iirosiiocted. Lack of 
means of communication is the groat 
obstacle lo development. Tlio popvda- 
lion of tho country is 9,000,000, which 
Is vor.v siiarse as Asiatic oonntries go. 

Persia has pla\-ed a very iniportant 
part In the hi.sKu-y of the world. The 
Plateau of Iran aijpears, as far .-is his- 
torical records extend, to liavc beon 
the aboriginal ,homo, .,;.of, ,.a , people, 
whose influenco-has-tieehafelt'for.'many 
centuries and US\ even now manifest in 
all partsrof .-.the -cilvllzed world. Under 
the title. "Of /iVIedes and Persians these 
Iranians' are famllar to us all at least 
by n.ame. Their chief characteristic 
was their monotheism, and it is claim- 
ed by many scholars that the Hebrew 
accenlance of tho doctrine of one God 
only" liecanie implanted firmly In their 
minds after that people had come un- 
der the rule and Inllunnce ot the Iran- 
ians. Much of the culture of Greece 
and Rome may be traced to an Iran- 
ian origin and probably also a groat 
deal of ihe mental. and spiritual devel- 
opment of ancient ^ India, wa^ , .derived 
from the- same (Source. Not many of 
,Uie,pure typo: of. this typo ot people 
are 'loft', but- their blood runs in the 
veins of nearly all tho other races In- 
habiting the country. It is. by the 
way, far more improb;ible that in the 
race, which wo now call Anglo-Saxon, 
there Is as much of Inuilan ancestry 
than of anything else. Tlio strongest ad- 
vocates of the .Vngio-lsracl theory 
concede that tho Isiaelites after the 
captivity mlimled with their conquer- 
ors and admit that they lln.t;orod on 
tlio plateau of Iran for generations be- 
fore they set out on their/great west- 
ern migration. The retrialhder of the 
population ot-'Persia is - made vfp of 
Arabs,. Negroids and Tartars, but in 
few cases has the blood remained 
pure; yet the assimilation has not yet 
been so great as to obliterate the evi- 
dences of origin. 

Persia's records date from twenty- 
six centuries ago and is fairly well 
known from that time to the present. 
Its domhiiims wore at one tinio far 
more extensive than at present, as they 
comprised the Caucasus, what used tf) 
be called Tartary and is now a ]iart of 
Ru.'--slii. Afghanistan and Heluchistan, 
as well as Syria and Palestine, It has 
produced many great rulers. It Is 
only- necessary to mention Cyrus, Dar- 
ius, Hytaspes and Xerxes, among the 
more ancient monarphs. , who • wrote 
their names largo and In blood across 
the pages of history, and Genghiz 
Khan and Tamei-lano, who laid under 
tribute ne.-irly all .Asia .-md parts of 
l':un-)iio .-111(1 Africa in the Middle Ages. 
Since l.'ind no vor.v siron.i? men liavi: 
'nrisf}i 111 Persia, and the country has 
Kufforod much from ihv. attai'k.s ot its 
lU'lKlibor.s ami mis-govornmont at 
iKune. Tho rcinird is not all imfortu- 
nato, but It can hardly be called glor- 
ious. .. , , 

'i'he greatest name In bohne6tion-wlth 
Persia Is that" Of 55bronst.ev,> the Pro- 
phet of Iran,..,W^en h0..ijvcd',.Is not 
accurately knowp? Popular triidltlon 
assigns his birth ' to a 'dafo preceding 
the Christian Kra by thousands of 
years, but tho best scholarship fixes 
the date some llpie In tho seventh 
centin-y before t^hrist. It would be 
imiiossiblo within the limits ot this 
ai-ticl(! to define the teachings of this 
illustrious man. whose Influence is 
oven now felt throughout Christendom 
as well as by tons of millions ot imople 
In Asia, Like Confucius, to whom rc- 
foronco Is made, .else.where upon this 
page, Zoroaster dld -'h'ot'clalrh to orig- 
inate a religion, but only to i-cstore 
one. His central , Idea was the unity 
of God; his moral edicts were sub- 
stantially the same as those ot Cliris- 
tianltv. At present wo shall only note 
one thing in this connection, which 
scorns to bo of remarkable significance, 
namely that monotheism appears not 
to have been an evolved belief, but one 
orignatlng In so remote an ago tliat 
hlslorv falls to tell us when it ivas not 
accepted by mankind. Of this more 
on s(nno future occasion. 

I'ersl.i has been for many centuries 
associated with romance. Perhaps 
tlier<> Is nothing of more Intense in- 
t(M-cst In tho records of humanity than 
tho story of Mohammedanism in that 
country. Poets In all ages havo laid 
the scones of many of their choicest 
conceptions In this land of hoary an- 
tlctulty and deep mystery. For cen- 
turies Persia has lain almost dormant. 
Can It bo that It Is about to renew Its 
strength'.-' Will tin:' Plateau of Iran 
onco more produce a race 'to give an 
impetus to the iirogress of mankind'/ 
Will it send out anotlior loader, whose 
name will be known to ail llio world 
, and to whom the millions of Asia will 
look as a leader? Stranger things 
.liave happened, '

first vice-president of the Great North- 
ern, one of the most capable railway 
managers, who have ever. been engagetl 
in her servlcK -.,'. Every 'railway olHclal 
knows "Mr, Mao," either personally cr 
by repute, and there is not ono who 
will dispute his sovereignty on the 
truck. „ 

But it is not only as a railway olfl- 
cial but as a man— a great forcelul, 
hirge-lu'arted man— that Mr. McGul- 
.1,'an arrests the attention and appeals 
to the iiiia.^inatlon. "A man with u 
heart as lilg as ills head," said one 
who has known hlni with a fair degree 
of intirnac\-, for many years^ and cer- 
tainly no one could havo,.t{iliad^fy the 
pleasure of Ills conversation and com- 
panionship for any . length- of time 
without feeling that strict as he is as 
a disciplinarian; exacting as he is In 
his insistance u|)on the strictest at- 
tention to duty, he has much of the 
milk of human kindness in him. 

Out on the road Mr. McGuigan has 
the rernitatioii of lioing very strict, 
but lie is also known to be just, and 
hecauso of Ihose two things the men 
like bini, while they fear him j'l.' 
little, and in Ihoir half-famlllar ' 
speak of hini as "Mr. Mac." AVhon he 
is on ilic line— and a great deal of h.is 
oliicial worlc Is done wliUe no. Is. trav- 
eling over the system, a fact which 
may explain In part why the Orand 
Trunk la. always Icept In such ^xiello.it 
condition— there Is never any secrecy 
as to his movements. When he passes 
over the track in ins special ear, he 
is credited with soniethln.g like omni- 
science. It is said that he can count 
tho sjiikes In a llshplate while the 
train is traveling at the rate of sixty 
miles an hour, and tell just to half an 
Inch wht.tlier the divisions between the 
ties arc of the right mcasureniont. 

Possibly these are exaggerations 
which havo found their way into the 
gospel according to trackmen, but 
there is no doubt whatever that Mr. 
McGuigan has a marvelous faculty. for 
seeing defects on the' llhb' that- Jio , 'oth- 
er eye could see. He 'KaiJ trained him- 
self and qualified himself— from nUliig 
one of the. lowliest positions on a rail- 
way — to assume the control of a great 
.system with Its complex activities and 
constantly ciianglng conditions. 

it goes without saying that a hoy 
who was earning his living by carry- 
ing water on a railway at the age of 
thirteen had not a great deal of edu- 
cation to start with, but Mr. McGui- 
gan soon set to work to supply his 
early deficiency, and with such suc- 
cess that ho mastered all the knowl- 
edge rotpilred lo qualify him as a rail- 
way engineer, and It Is acknowledged 
tha't in tho matter of track construc- 
tion and improveniont he ha's no su- 
perior in America today. 

The Secret of Success 

A railway authority of some note 
has .said thero are three main reasons 
whs- oHlcials without much early edu- 
cation have , continued ' and will con- 
tinue to Vsucceed,, , The., first Is native 
ability, which remains comparatively 
undeveloped without the second, which 
is -opportunity. 

•-. 'The third Is the good luck to work 
under organizers and dc\-elopers of 
talent. Probably there is a certain 
amount of truth In this; but tiiere Is 
another saying that forceful persons 
create their own oiiportunities and de- 
velop their own faculties. This has 
beon conspicuously true of Mr. Mc 
CJuigan, whose success in life Is to be 
attriluited largely to his capacity for 
doing work bettor than anybody else 
did it. When he was a roadmaster it 
was his section of the road that caught 
the eye' of the superintendent and 
managenas the best kept- in tho divis- 
ion. '■It- was' thp Same when ho became 
assistant, superintendent and and su 
porlntcndent with enlarged Jurisdlc 
tlon.

The Work That Speaks, ;;. 
One need not follow VMr.; McGuigan 
through tho various successive ' posi- 
tions,; ho, filled from the -time ho be- 
came; ;;^:a.''--'.Avater-boy on the Erie & 
Pitt.sbiirg 'division of the Pennsylvania 
to tho time ho attained tho fourth 
vice-presidency of the Grand Trunk. 
He was born in Cleveland, Ohio, and 
came, as his name implies, of Irish 
parentage. It was a long ladder to 
climb; but energy and perseverance 
brought him to the top. At more than 
one jio'nt In his career the strong 
lighting qualities of tlie man were re- 
vealed. It was whilo puperlntcndont 
of the Wabash Western division that 
ho encountered the famous strike en- 
gineered by the labor leader and agi- 
tator. Debs, and ho handled the affair 
with such marked ability that a new 
and unsuspected force In the man was 
revealed. It has been spoken of as 
one ot the most successful lights of 
its kind in the A\'cst. Since then Air. 
McGulgun has had other matters of a 
like character on hand, and he has in- 
variably handled tliem with consum- 
mate skill. Ho win yield to demands 
that ho considers just and right, but 
when he has made uj) his mind, the 
pr.v':on will b(> ii clever negotiator who 
gets tlio lietti^r of him. Dealing with 
men iUl ills lllo, be Is naturally a good 
judge of character. Ho Is quick at de- 
tecting tho black shcQp among . the 
flock.

AIcGulgan is not of that tyiic. He re- 
sjiects a man wiiere ho finds him, no 
matter what his station In life may bo. 

Some peoide are wondering liow a 
character so strong and so balanced 
will be able to jnill with Jlr. James J. 
Hill. The president of the Great 
Nortliern is known to bo a man who 
holds decided views about everything 
relating to railways; he Is known also 
to be a severe — a hard taskmaster — a 
man who spares neither himself nor 
others— a man who is autocratic in 
his ways of governing men and things. 
Mr. McGuigan is also a man who holds 
decided; views on many things; he is 
also exacting, and, like Mr. Hill, ho 
Is a good deal of a driver. AVIll thero 
be locking of horns'? Possibly, but 
each man lias qualities that the other 
will respect. They will probably havo 
their differences, and they will have 
them out; but wdiocver yields v.'lll do 
so with good grace. It is generally ac- 
knowledged, though, that it will be 
hard to make ilr. McGuigan yield 
when he thinks he Is In the right, 
with practical knowledge on his side.

Born in Naples, where hor grand- 
father was British consul, Mrs. de la 
Pasture' is the daughter of Mr. Edward 
Bonhom, sometime British consul at 
Calais. In her early youth she began 
to write verses, plays, and short stories 
and was soon contributing stories' and 
poems to the ' magazines. ' Her first 
books, "The Little Squlro" and "ThSi"^ 
Toy Tragedy," were stories for chU-'{ 
dren, which she published at her own' 
expense. At twenty-one sho married - 
Mr. Henry Philip Ducarcl de la Past- 
ure, a younger son of the Marquis 
de la Pasture, who escaped Into' exile 
during the revolution, was educated 
at Eton, and served In the Hussars. 

Six years after her marriage, Mrs. 
de la Pasture wrote "Deborah of 
Tod's," tho novel with which she was 
to score her llrst triumph, though she 
can scarcely h.ave anticipated this 
from its reception at the outset. The 
MS. was sent to a firm of publishers 
who rejected It In terms so disheart- 
ening to tho author that sho put It 
away for a while and made no further 
attempt to dispose of It until some- 
body happened to tell hor ot the exis- 
tence of the literary agent, more os^. 
pecially of tho existence of one ot them 
Mr. A. M. Burghes. To him, there- 
upon, the MS. was duly conflded, and 
within a tow days came a telegram 
saying that the book had been accept- 
ed by Messrs. Smith, Elder & Co. Mr. 
James Pay n' was their reader at that 
tlriie,' and it Is among Mrs. de la 
Pasture's regrets' that she never be- 
came personally acquainted with that 
kindly and discerning critic. The 
warm and heartening appreciation he 
exiirossod of the book and of its au- 
thor's capacity has been amply Justi- 
fied, for "Deborah ot Tod's" was not 
only well received by tho reviewers 
but has gone Into many editions, . tlio 
latest of which vcame out only- last 
year. 

Piobably from having spent much 
lime iu; writing jiiays and burlesques 
for amiitour actor.'<, Mrs. de la Pas- 
ture , has acquired a habit, of . .sko.tch- 
Ing the first drafts /of her.,;rio\>elsi;';ln 
tho" form of play.s; arid one sees' soms- 
thing of tho result ot this in tho 
erispiioss and forccfulness of hor 
dlc'ilogue, in the sheer directness and 
Iiitonsity of her dramatic situations. 

Looking back on Mrs. do la Pasture's 
novels, tho figures that wo instantly 
.and easily recall are those of the four 
children in "The Toy Tragedy:" of the 
three children, l-wo especially; in "The 
I.ittir Squire;" of the simple, noblo 
I'eborah of Tod's and the shrivelled, 
d;,'ed, worlilly-wise, moderatoly chival- 
rous old general. Sir Arthur d'Alton, 
whom she Idealized and married; ot 
Ihe two girls In "The Man from Ariier- 
ica," and thoir emotional, child- 
hearted, lovable old grandfather, the 
"Vlcomtc de Nouroy who had been Pat- 
rick O'Reilly before Louis Philippe en- 
nobled him; ot the girlish, wistful, ex- 
quisitely womanl.v mother, and her 
sternly just, mironsslously tyrannical 
husband. Sir 'I'imothy. 

"Peter's Motlicr" has so far been 
Mrs. de la Pasture's greatest success 
it has been the moans of Introducing 
her to tho N'asl public of America, 
whilst hi;re in ICngland It has already 
goni! Into some ten editions, and, as 
everybody knows, her dramatic ver- 
sion of it has run for a hundred and 
llfiy nights at Wyndham's and tho 
.Apollo. But each of her novels has, 
one way or another, represented an

rot wo must remember that these pio- 
neers of greater Canada were not only 
explorers In a practically undiscovered 
country, hxit also in an almost now 
realm of physical scienceT and had not 
grasped the possibilities oC human 
achlQv,ement>lii>fthIs direction during 
even tho -few'y6ars that were to follow 
tho pronouneem«nt In question. 
From Collingwood to Victoria. 
Tho ocean-to-ocean trip of Sandford 
Fleming and his companions may be 
considered for present purposes to have 
started at Collingwood on July IC, 
though Mr. Grant, the secretanr and 
diarist, had begun at Halifax on July 
1, traveling over tliii Intercolonial, then 
under construction. From Collingwood 
the route was l->y steamer to Thunder 
Bay, from Tliundcr B.ay along the Daw- 
son route to Fort Garry, and thenco to 
Edmonton and through the Yellow 

,.'!,;, Head Pass to ICamloops, and so cvcn- 
tually to Now 'Wostininster and Vlc- 
« torla. Tho party reached Victoria on 
October 11, ' practlcaly a three, months' 
trip, and, of course, there was no rail- 
way beyond Colllnpwood, so that they 
traveled 2,1S5 miles on liorse.y or in 
wagons, iS'i miles in rowboals and 
i,687 milGs in steamboats — this on the 
waters of tho St. Ijawrence ' and tho 
Pacific Ocean.

Hero again is a cmtpnipnr.^.ry rofor- 
enco to one ot the ino.st rnniantlo inci- 
dents in tho devolbpmont of tlic Can- 
adian west — that of Silver Island and 
Its fabulous fortunes: — "At 1 a.m.," 
wrote Dr. Grant on the night of tho 
day that had seen l\\m at Nepigon, and 
travelling on the Frances Smith, "we 
arrived at Silver Island— a little bit of 
rock in a Iwy studded v,-|th Islets. The 
most wonderful vein of sliver in the 
world has boon struclc here. T^ast year 
thirty men took out from U $1,200,000; 
and competent Judgc-J say tliat, in all 
probability, the mine Is worth. hundreds 
of millions, Tho original $50 shares 
are now eelllng for ?25,000. . .. 
Such a marvelous 'And' as this ha^ 
stimulated search In every other dl 



reotlon around Lake Suporlor.*'r Other 
veins . have beeih dIso6vcredr.,S.Qmo of 
them paying "well, and, of ,^iE0urse?.^th^^^ 
probability Is that there arej^Mnmorfi 
undiscovered; for not ono-ftiindreStli 
part of tho mineral region of Lake Su- 
perior has been examined yet, and it 
would bo strange indeed If all the mln-^ 
erals had boon stumbled on at tho out" 
sot. Those roclcy shores are perluips 
the richest part of iho whole Domin- 
ion." The development of Silver Island 
was shortly to coma to a sudden con- 
clusion. Tho real wealth of the west 
was not, after all, contained In Its mtn- 
erul deposits. 

Tho diarist mentions tho arrival at 
tho head of tho lakes only in the most 
casual manner. The twin cities of Fort 
UMlllain and Port Arthur were all, as 
yet, of the future, as yet hardly dreams 
even. "At 6 a.m." ((July 22), writes 
Dr. Grant, "we arrlvied at Prince Ar- 
thur's Landing" (iiamed, It wjll ibe re- 
membered, by Col. Garnet' Wplsele'y a 
year or two before, when landing 'thoro 
his troops for the suppression 6'f the 
Red River rebellion), "Thunder Bay, 
about four miles from tlio Kauiinisli- 
quia river, a lino open harbor, with 
dark cliffs of basaltic roclc, and island 
scenery second only to Nepigon. Popu- 
lation is flowing rapidly ^to these shores 
of Lake Supwlor?' Ji^lr^ady-more than 
a hundred stores, shdntles -'and houses 
are scattered about 'the Landing.' Tho 
cliief business is .silver mining, galena, 
and other valuable nunorals known to 
exist in the neighborhood." Tliero is 
no sign here of tlic conuuprcUil import- 
ance that was to fall upon Port Arthur 
and'. Us sister settlement a' generation 
■later. "j, 

At Fort Garry., ' .'»^.' . 
We must pass on, mere swiftly than 
did tho travelers,- until they, reach Fort 
Garry. This tliey did on August 1, and 
tho writer notes that the population at 
the. time (it was 1ST2) was' about fif- 
teen thousand, of whom not more than 
two thousand were wliltes. The secre- 
tary of the expedition deemed tho Win- 
nipeg of tho day— the name had just 
been changed from Fort Garry— wortliy 
of scant attention, .and practically dis- 
misses it with the following reference: 
"Tho drunkenness ot AVlnnlpeg Is no- 
torious; tho clergy do all In their pow- 
er, by precept and example to check it_ 
but they accomplish little. Tho Romait 
Catholio bishop ^d bis priests, all the 
Presbyterian and Methodist ministers, 
the Episcopal archdeacon and several 
of , his, clergy are teetotalers, but the 
'saloons' of 'Wlnnipog are stronger than 
tho church. In conversation with the 
archdeacon and Mr. Black we learned 
that the various denominations were 
building or preparing to build 'col- 
leges.' , A common, school system of 
unseotarlan education has been estab- 
Ilshecl by the local government, one- 
twontleth of the laiid reserved as a 
school endowment, and power glvenjto 
tho townships to assess' themselves; 
but strange to say, nothing has been 
to establish a common centre of 
higho? education. The little province, 
with Its 15,000 Inhabitants, \vn\, there- 
fore soon rejoice In three or four de- 
nominational colleges." Such were the 
beginnings of tlio great province of 
Manitoba,' ■whose .-^heaf productton; to- 
day equal's that' of' the tJnited King- 
dom. 

The Future Lord Strathcona. 
Leaving Fort Garry, the party touch- 
ed at Silver Heights, six miles Up the 

Asslnabolne ,the Governor (Archibald) 

accompanying them. Hero wo havo a 
passing glimpse ot the jjresent Lord 
Strathcona. "This (.Silver Heights) 
had been his own country residonee, 
but is now owned by I>. A. Sniitli, Ksq 
M.P., the head ot tho Hudson's Bay 
Cbrapariy Iri America. We met hero 
Mr. Christie, late chief factor at Ed- 
monton; Mr. Hamilton, of Norway 
House; Mr. McTavlsh, and others from 
different parts of tho groat northwest, 
and received froni IMr. Smith as.sist 
anco and Highland hospitality of the 
same kind that every traveler has ex 
perienccd in crossing tlio continent 
wherever there is an H. B. post." It 
is a remarkable fact that the same ex- 
traordinary man who distributed these 
hospltallties"at Sllvbr Heights 35 years 
ago, being then well over tho half 
century mark liiinsclf, is yot living to 
perform tlio same otlices to the tlious 
ands of Canadians who yearly visit his 
palaces and mansionH in tlie old world 
Cannibals at Portage. 
On August 3 the parly arrived at 
Portage la Prairie, of which tho writ 
remarks: "Portage la Prairie is the 
centre of wliat will soon be a thriving 
sottioment, and wli<?ii the railway is 



built a largo town must spring up. On 
the way to tho little village we passed 
in . less than ton miles three camps of 
$iovix,; rahgeja ,ln oval or circular form. 
Tlio t'lireo 'camps probably numbered 
300 souls. . . . Those Sioux lied here 
nine or ten years ago, after the terrible 
Minnesota massacre, and here they 
havo lived ever since. Ono amiable- 
looking old woman was pointed out as 
having roasted and eaten ten or twelve 
children." Ono wonders if tho diarist 
was not a littlo too ready to absorb tho 
gossip of tho neighborhood. At any 
rate, "one would "be shocked to' meet 
such an old lady around Portage to- 
day. 

Edmonton Then and Now 

Edmonton was reached on August 
27, and the secretary and diarist con- 
ducted' a service In the evening In tho 
"ballroom" of tho fort,, when "about 
fifty men, most of thenitomployed a,bqut 
the post, wore present There we're 
also somo runners who had recently 
arrived from Pcaco River." This at 
least gives us some idea of tho popu- 
lation -ivhich tho present capital of Al- 
berta boasted a generation ago, and 
tho sentence contrasts curiously with 
tho foUowlniT' paragraph taken from 
an Issue of The iidmohton Saturday 
News just to hand: "Friday last Mrs. 
Bulyea (wife of the Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor) gave a charming high noon 
breakfast for her guest, when the table 
was beautifully arranged with white 
'mums, glistening cut glass, and lovely 
lace appointments. Covers were laid 
for ten," etc. Surely those early pio- 
neers of the west who are yet in our 
midst must feel that tholr labors have 
been amply rewarded. 

How We Lost tho Columbia. 

Of British Columbia Dr. Grant had 
also much to write. Ho was particu- 
larly exerolsedr over the fact that di- 
plomacy had talcen not ■ only Oregon, 
but tho Colunibla river, from tho Brit- 
ish and given it tp tho Americans, and 
the following story from his pen as to 
tho alleged reason for British liidiffor- 
once on the subject Is worth reviving: 
"Everyone In the province bolievos that 
they lost tho Columbia because the 
'salmon in It would not take a fly.' At 
tho tlmo of the dispute, when, too, the 
secretary for war was lifiing brave 
words In the house of conim'bns, the 
brother of the prlmo minister happen- 
ed to be stationed on tho Paclflc coast, 
and fl.shed In uio Columbia without 
success, because tho salmon were too 
uneducated to rise to a fly. Ho wrote 
homo to his brother that 'there was no 
use making a fuss about the. country, 

for It wasn't worth a ; and so the 

worthless regloii, ' now . considered tho 
most voluable jin" th^ Paclflc, -was giv- 
en up." ' ■' . 

Tho Victoria of Those Days. 

Hfere Is a llnal glimpse of Victoria, 
where our travelers arrived on Octo- 
ber 9, after thrgeimonttW'jdf, ar 
but wholly enjoyable travel. 'Victoria 
was just recovering from the break- 
ing, up of tho boom that had followed 
the last days of Cariboo "when minors 
who had been six months In Cariboo 
would conic down to the capital and 
call for all the champagne In a hotel 
to wash their 'leet; eat ,-£10 notes as 
pills, or as ,a sandjvldij.'wlth a slice of 
pork, or light their pipes with, them; 
and when town lots commanded higher 
prices for tho moment than in 'Frisco. 
But tlio tide turned. . . . Lots that 
had been bought at from $10,000 to 
$25,000 have been sold since, it Is said, 
for $500. tho fifteen thousand people 
who lived around the city in tents havo 
taken flight, like wild geese, to more 
southern climates, and the then reput- 
ed millionaires are now content with 
,a modest business. Tho virus, however. 
Is still in tlio blood of the Victorians. 
... A mere rumor last winter that 
Ksfiuiiuait was to bo the terminus of 
the railway at once sent up real estate 
In its neighborhood four or live 
fold. . . ' . " 

Victoria . has had many up.=i and 
downs in its time, and probably noth- 
ing In the way of 'disaster has ap- 
proached that resulting from the fall- 
ing off of tho Cariboo mines. Its 
growth has been Internilttent, and 
slow at best, but liy d(?grees It has 
acquired the fairly niKpectabie total of 
about 30,000 .souls, and is now on an 
assured basis of prosperity, and eager 
to avail itself of Its great natural re- 
sources and advantages' to enter tho 
wider destiny to which Its cittzenB be- 
lieve It to bo called, and which Dr. 
Grant wont on to prophesy in the clos- 
ini? chapters of his delightful but halt 
forgotten story of his journey from 
ocean to ocean in 1873

Conditions of Carriage,' copies of 
of which havo Ijcun sent to tho bus- 
iness and mereantilo institutions 
throughout tho Dominion by tho Rail- 
way Commission of Canada. 

The civil code has, In the past, gov- 
erned ail conditions of carriage, in 
spite of the bills of lading, which were 
nominally accepted by tho shipper 
and carrier, but which were never up- 
held, in toto, by the., courts. In the 
present case, howfevjer^^i'ithe . condi- 
tions submitted in the document will, 
when passed by tho Railway Commis- 
sion, become law. It is, therefore, a 
matter of the utmost importance to 
every business man in tho community, 
and Interest enough should be taken 
in thc draft to ensure a criticism of 
all Its measures, 

The mercantile Institutions, to which 
tho copies havo been sent, aro taking 
action in tho matter of di'awing tho 
attention of members and inviting tho 
co-6peratl6hr of . their' branch associa- 
tions in the" work of revision, with a 
view to protecting the Interests of 
shippers. 

It is contended by members of the 
Montreal Board of Trade that fair and 
reasonable criticism only should be 
advanced, as they do not wish to meet 
one unreasonable demand with an- 
other. It Is claimed that tlic draft Is 
SI) very one-sided, in favor of those 
who issued It, that the most serious 
consideration, and modification of its 
terms will be necessary to ensure 
justice for all. 

in tho United States the terms of a 
new bin of lading intended to' njeet all 
Interests have been under discussion 
for tho past two or three years. Tlie 
parties in the discussion aro the rail- 
ways, bankers (so as to make the bill 
of lading negotiable) and shippers, 
represented by chambers of commerce 
boards of trade and slnilar bodies. Tho 
Importance of the bill to all concern- 
ed can be appreciated . .when /it ••,1s 
pointed out that no agreement Has yet 
been reached there. 

Following Is a copy of thc draft In 
Us entirety: 

Liabilities of Companies. 

1. Tlie Company, hereinafter 

called 'the Company,' sliall not be lia- 
ble for or in respect of any goods car- 
ried on Us railway, unless properly re- 
ceipted for bj' a duly authorized agent 
of tho Company. 

2. Tho Company will not carry or be 
liable in any way for or in respect of 
loss of, or damage to any article, not 
specifically rated in tho published 
classification, unless special' agree- 
ment to carry such property or article 
Is entered into and the stipulated val- 
ue thereof is endorsed herein, and If 
any such article be accepted or car- 
ried otherwise than under special 
agreement it shall bo entirely at the 
risk of tho owner, without liabllty dir- 
ect or Indirect on the part of the com- 
pany in reg.ard to it.

."i. Tho Company shall not be liable 
for less of or damage to goods put In- 
to return wrappers or boxes or pack- 
ages described In tho Bill o£ Lading 
as omiities; nor for loss or damage to 
goods warehoused for tho convenience 
of tho parties to whom they belong, or 
by or to whom they aro consigned 
other than loss or damage by lire to 
goods in the sheds or warehouses of 
the company and insured .'i.galnst .iuch 
loss or damage by the eonipany.
